Next week will mark the 10th Anniversary of a tragedy that tested our 
community unlike any other. The collision of the Metrolink and Union 
Pacific trains that occurred at 4:22 PM on September 12th, 2008 
forever altered the lives of thousands in our community and beyond. 

25 individuals perished. 135 were injured 
— 46 critically so. Resources and 
personnel were pulled from every local 
emergency response agency to a 
traumatic scene that more closely 
resembled a war zone than the quiet 
residential community with which we are 
all familiar. Neighbors and community 
members with no emergency response 
training came out of the safety of their 
homes to assist those in need. 13 area 
hospitals were inundated with victims. 

Sirens echoed ceaselessly through the 
northwest Valley that afternoon, evening, 
and into the night. 

While the event itself can only be

remembered as a horrible tragedy, the response and actions to this 
terrible event revealed the character and strength of the Chatsworth 
community. While we mourn every family member and friend lost that 
day, there are those who are still with us thanks to the courageous acts 
of strangers. 

Please join me next week, Wednesday, September 12 for a special 
community memorial where we will remember those we lost and share 
our gratitude for the first responders and the Chatsworth community for 
the heroism displayed that day.

Why Enforcement Alone Cannot Work... 


My Neighborhoods FIRST initiative is primarily aimed at improving the 
quality of life for our communities and the people that live here. 
Homelessness is currently the primary threat to safety and public health

and as such is the main focus of Neighborhoods FIRST. 

In speaking with constituents about the homelessness crisis, I have 
sometimes heard people ask why we can't simply arrest people who 
insist on sleeping on the streets or sweep away encampments 
wherever they pop up. Why do we need to use valuable police officers 
to connect individuals with services they are resistant to taking in the 
first place? Folks also are unhappy with the prospect using public 
dollars to build shelters to house individuals experiencing 
homelessness. 

Earlier this week, a federal court ruling — which carries with it the force 
of law — cut to the heart of why enforcement measures alone will not 
solve this crisis. The U.S. 9th Circuit Court of Appeals ruled this week 
that prosecuting homeless people for sleeping on public property when 
they do not have access to a shelter violates the U.S. Constitution's 
ban on cruel and unusual punishment. 

This ruling will no doubt make it more difficult to enforce the current 
sanitation and access codes that allow us to keep our streets and 
sidewalks safe and clean. However, it does not make the task 
impossible because Neighborhoods FIRST has never solely been 
about enforcement. My office has been recruiting faith-based partners 
to offer services. We've been partnering with mental health and 
addiction treatment centers to get individuals care. We helped open 
and expand the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission which has 
become the model of what a community shelter can be for both families 
experiencing homelessness and the communities that welcome them. 
We've crowd sourced funding for two mobile shower units using them 
as a tool to establish contact with individuals living on our streets. We 
piloted the Clean Streets, Clean Starts program which offers 
employment training, compensated work opportunities, and has spread 
to Council Districts throughout the Valley 

All of these efforts have been joined with our Sanitation Rapid 
Response as well as Parking Enforcement efforts to create an 
environment that both protects the community and offers an open hand 
to those in need.

Ultimately, what this ruling does mean is that we must redouble our 
efforts. Only with a sustained all-hands-on-deck approach will we be 
able to keep up the progress we've made since Neighborhoods FIRST 
began one year ago.

Staff Report: Requesting Speed Humps in Your 
Community... 


Our Transportation Deputy, Eric Moody, would like to inform you of an 
opportunity through the Los Angeles Department of Transportation to 
get car-slowing, speed humps installed in our community. 

Throughout the year, Council District 12 receives many calls from 
constituents requesting speed humps in various areas throughout the 
District. Whenever speeding cars are an issue, the first thought is 
always speed humps. But they don't always resolve perceived problems 
and they aren't appropriate in every situation. However, all these 
inquiries can also be directed to the LADOT website. As LADOT has 
primary responsibility for accepting requests, processing 
applications/petitions, and approving locations for speed humps, they 
are the best location to direct requests. 

Speed humps are designed to reduce vehicle speeds on residential 
local or collector streets that have a single lane of travel in each 
direction. While generally effective in reducing speeds and volume, 
they also have some disadvantages such as increasing vehicle noise 
when vehicles drive over the humps and reduced response times from 
emergency vehicles which also have to slowdown to safely traverse the 
speed humps. Something else to remember is speed hump placement, 
as a speed hump or speed hump related signs may be installed directly 
in front of someone's home creating issues that might not have been 
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anticipated. 

Twice annually, LADOT opens their speed hump request page to 
accept applications for speed humps. Round 2 for 2018 
opens September 12, 2018 at 8:00a.m. Each round, they receive 
many more applications than there are slots available. LADOT has 
limited budget resources that must be equally spread throughout the 
City, which means that not every application is approved. LADOT 
conducts a preliminary review process of "qualifying" streets based on 
location, speed limit, street conditions, etc., and those that pass initial 
checks move on to actual ballots/petitions to the requesting party. 

The requesting party agrees to circulate petitions and obtain 
signatures of a majority of the neighbors along a particular street 
segment, within a specific time period. LADOT wants to have 
applications/petitions approved and under construction by December. 

Those that can make that cut, are forwarded on for additional reviews. 
Not all applications are successful and, for equitable purposes, the 
Council Office is not involved in the selection process, so please keep 
that in mind. LADOT will advise each applicant of the status of their 
application throughout the process.

Next week will mark the 10th Anniversary of a tragedy that tested our 
community unlike any other. The collision of the Metrolink and Union 
Pacific trains that occurred at 4:22 PM on September 12th, 2008 
forever altered the lives of thousands in our community and beyond. 

25 individuals perished. 135 were injured 
— 46 critically so. Resources and 
personnel were pulled from every local 
emergency response agency to a 
traumatic scene that more closely 
resembled a war zone than the quiet 
residential community with which we are 
all familiar. Neighbors and community 
members with no emergency response 
training came out of the safety of their 
homes to assist those in need. 13 area 
hospitals were inundated with victims. 

Sirens echoed ceaselessly through the

NEIGHBORHOODS FIRST 


Why Enforcement Alone Cannot Work... 
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My Neighborhoods FIRST initiative is primarily aimed at improving the 
quality of life for our communities and the people that live here. 
Homelessness is currently the primary threat to safety and public health 
and as such is the main focus of Neighborhoods FIRST. 

In speaking with constituents about the homelessness crisis, I have 
sometimes heard people ask why we can't simply arrest people who 
insist on sleeping on the streets or sweep away encampments 
wherever they pop up. Why do we need to use valuable police officers 
to connect individuals with services they are resistant to taking in the 
first place? Folks also are unhappy with the prospect using public 
dollars to build shelters to house individuals experiencing 
homelessness. 

Earlier this week, a federal court ruling — which carries with it the force 
of law — cut to the heart of why enforcement measures alone will not 
solve this crisis. The U.S. 9th Circuit Court of Appeals ruled this week 
that prosecuting homeless people for sleeping on public property when 
they do not have access to a shelter violates the U.S. Constitution's 
ban on cruel and unusual punishment. 

This ruling will no doubt make it more difficult to enforce the current 
sanitation and access codes that allow us to keep our streets and 
sidewalks safe and clean. However, it does not make the task 
impossible because Neighborhoods FIRST has never solely been 
about enforcement. My office has been recruiting faith-based partners 
to offer services. We've been partnering with mental health and 
addiction treatment centers to get individuals care. We helped open 
and expand the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission which has 
become the model of what a community shelter can be for both families 
experiencing homelessness and the communities that welcome them. 
We've crowd sourced funding for two mobile shower units using them 
as a tool to establish contact with individuals living on our streets. We 
piloted the Clean Streets, Clean Starts program which offers 
employment training, compensated work opportunities, and has spread 
to Council Districts throughout the Valley 

All of these efforts have been joined with our Sanitation Rapid 
Response as well as Parking Enforcement efforts to create an 
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environment that both protects the community and offers an open hand 
to those in need. 

Ultimately, what this ruling does mean is that we must redouble our 
efforts. Only with a sustained all-hands-on-deck approach will we be 
able to keep up the progress we've made since Neighborhoods FIRST 
began one year ago.

Dear Friends, 

This update marks the six-year anniversary of my service as your Councilmember. I wanted to share some of the 
many accomplishments that my staff and I have undertaken on your behalf. I would also like to reiterate my 
commitment to enhancing the efficient delivery of City sendees and protecting the safety and beauty of our 
unique Council District Twelve neighborhoods. 

When I ran for office, I told you that I believed that maintaining our infrastructure and allowing local business 
to flourish are essential services the City should encourage. I plan to devote even more energy to solving other 
quality of life issues which plague all cities in their quest to update and support these critical resources. 

Currently, the primary issue affecting safety and livability in our communities is the rise in homelessness. The 
homelessness crisis in the City of Los Angeles has been growing for a number of years and recently reached 
proportions that none of us have previously seen in our lifetimes. It is estimated that there are between 30.000- 
40,000 unsheltered individuals in the City of Los Angeles. To address this crisis in our communities, I launched 
the Neighborhoods FIRST initiative. Neighborhoods FIRST is a two-pronged effort that leads with compassion 
to remove barriers to housing and employment for people currently experiencing homelessness while working to 
prevent those on the edges from slipping into the homeless population. The second prong aims to improve the 
tools available to communities to alleviate the impacts of homelessness on neighborhoods. 

As both the Chair of the Public Safety Committee and Vice Chair of the Budget and Finance Committee, I have 
been a constant advocate for the safety of our residents. I am pleased that the latest budget expands resources 
provided to our sworn police officers and fire fighters in order to increase the City’s ability to keep our residents 
safe and to protect our communities, including increased patrol and funding for vital technology and equipment 
needs. 

Our recreation and parks facilities, so essential to our communities, have been a particular focus this year. Wc 
reopened the Aliso Canyon Equestrian Ring after closing it briefly to adjust the arena's sand levels for equine 
safety and continually maintain the equestrian trails throughout our district, brought universally accessible play 
equipment to three of our District's parks, and funded and began the design process to update and enhance the 
Granada Hills pool. Additionally, the remediation plan and environmental clcan-up of Chatsworth Park South 
has concluded and the park is now open to the community after many years of closure. 


As I begin serv ing my seventh year in office, I am eager to build upon our successes and look forward to doing 
so in partnership with you. Thank you for the proud honor of allowing me to serve as your Councilman.

Putting LAPD Back on the Streets to Protect our Communities — Increased 
the number of police officers on patrol through a civilianization process that 
added back necessary crime solving support services, including technicians to 
staff our DNA, latent fingerprint and firearm units — helping to increase the 
solve rate for property crimes and homicides while returning officers to the 
streets.

Providing a $50,000 Reward to Thwart Knock-Knock Burglaries — I submitted 
a motion to offer a reward of up to $50,000 for information leading to the 
identification, apprehension of, and conviction of the persons responsible for 
the series of 1,700 residential knock-knock burglaries and those that purchase 
stolen property from knock-knock" burglars across the City of Los Angeles. 

Broadening the Definition of Violent Felonies — I submitted a series of 
resolutions aimed at supporting three pieces of state legislation aimed at 
expanding the definition of "violent felonies" under the California Penal Code. 
Previously, California's definition of violent felony did not include many 
violent sexual crimes involving children or the elderly, human trafficking 
involving a minor, solicitation of murder, and many other crimes. Existing law 
imposes an additional one-year term for a felony and a three-year term for a 
violent felony for each prior separate prison term for a violent felony. 



Councilmember Englander has been an LAPD 
Reserve Police Officer since 2005, and is assigned 
to the Gang and Narcotics Division - Fugitive 
Warrant Squad.

Focusing on Our Fire Department — Increased firefighter hiring and added 
vital technology like the Automatic Vehicle Locator (AVL) System. Added a 
facility for the Operations Valley Bureau and provided support systems and 
civilian service personnel to the department to better facilitate reduced 
response times and firefighter health and safety. 


Expanding the Fire Department's Nurse Practitioner Program — Due to the 

overwhelming success of the Nurse Practitioner Response Unit (NPRU) Pilot 
Program, Council voted to expand and deploy an additional NPRU for the Fire 
Department. The NPRU is an alternative Emergency Medical Services response 
model for Los Angeles. Non-urgent, low-level 911 call requests can be 
screened by LAFD Firefighter / EMTs and rerouted to nurse practitioners 
within the LAFD organization. In their scope of practice, nurse practitioners 
can perform comprehensive onsite assessments and treat and release, or 
treat and transfer the nearly 350,000 EMS calls coming into LAFD each year. 


Ensuring First Responders Have the Resources They Need During this Fire 
Season — I worked to clear the maintenance backlog on LAFD helicopters that 
caused 50% of the helicopter fleet to be offline when fires broke out during 
fire season. Clearing the backlog as swiftly as possible will ensure that our first 
responders are not left without critical support resources as they work to 
protect the lives and homes of our City's residents. 


Stopping Illegal Street Racing in Its Tracks — I piloted a potential deterrent 
against illegal street racing that would not hinder emergency vehicles on the 
road or affect the regular flow of traffic. This innovative Rumble Strips Pilot 
Program utilizes this technology for the first time in the City of Los Angeles for 
this purpose. The rumble strips pilot have been installed on Plummer Street 
along the stretch of road known as the "Canoga Speedway" because of the 
number of illegal racing events and fatal injuries. 

In the last five years, nine people have been killed and an additional 64 injured 
during illegal street racing events at this location. With these new rumble 
strips, we are sending a message that our neighborhood streets are not race 
tracks and that we will not tolerate the kind of reckless behavior that puts lives 
at risk. 


Putting More Officers on the Streets — Most significantly in this year's 
budget, we were able to reduce the overtime and pension burden of the 
Metro Transit Contract and ensure our LAPD officers are in these public areas, 
patrolling our communities.

This year, my office worked with the Northridge South Neighborhood Council, the 
San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission, and local non-profit Northridge Sparkle to 
develop a groundbreaking new program to turn around the lives of several homeless 
individuals through participation in a community beautification project. 

The Clean Streets Clean Starts program recruited participants through the Rescue 
Mission's Mobile Shower unit. Northridge Sparkle and the SFV Rescue Mission then 
created a curriculum that started out with very basic activities like trash collection 
and sweeping, and worked its way up to tree planting, landscaping and coordination 
with City work crews doing Great Streets projects. The program provided “payment” 
in the form of Vons gift cards and meals. 

The Rescue Mission supplemented the daily work activities with group sessions 
designed to help participants clear personal impediments to housing and full-time 
employment. Some participants became sober for the first time in many years as a 
result of this support. 

Additionally, the SFV Rescue Mission worked tirelessly to obtain housing for all 
participants. This program highlighted the contributions that those who are 
experiencing homelessness can bring to a community if given the opportunity. 

The program was awarded the "Game Changer" award by Mayor Eric Garcetti and 
the Los Angeles Board of Public Works and has expanded into multiple areas 
throughout the district.

Business Outreach and Assistance 

Northwest Valley Business Roundtables and Outreach Team — Utilized 
my office to create a connection for heads of local businesses to easily 
meet with my staff.

My office was 
a part of a partnership that received a Challenge Grant and crowdfunded 
community donation match for the project budget. I am proud to say that our 
community exceeded the donation goal and allowed Reseda Blvd to come to 
life. The area now has a thriving business community, an engaged 
neighborhood beautification team, and three active neighborhood councils 
and is home to the Reseda Blvd Summer Art Series. 

Presented a Prompt Payment Policy — Instructed City departments to study 
the feasibility of a Prompt Payment Policy based on similar policies adopted by 
other entities in our region. Adoption of Prompt Payment will ensure that 
those who do business with the City of Los Angeles do not have to wait months 
on end to receive payment for services rendered. Timely payments are critical 
to small businesses because of their cash flow requirements. With up to 37 
separate departments, businesses that contract or do business with the City 
often experience payment delays from having to navigate through varying 
invoice and payment processes, or not knowing who to communicate with in 
the appropriate department. 

Participating in the Creation of a Citywide Comprehensive Jobs Plan — The 

plan establishes Jobs and Economic Development Incentive (JEDI) zones, which 
will help key sectors in our economy like the biotech/biomed industry, grow in 
Los Angeles. The biotech industry is the fastest growing industry in California 
but has had the slowest growth in Los Angeles. 

Standing Up for Small Businesses — Suffering the sticker shock of the new 
commercial waste franchise bin, I introduced a motion to create more flexible 
pricing options for businesses and commercial properties including bin sharing. 
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Ensuring our streets are safe 

goes beyond the number of police officers and first 
responders. In fact, traffic injuries and fatalities far exceed 
crime and other causes as a source of tragedy in our 
City. This year, working with the Los Angeles Department 
of Transportation, we debuted new signal technology and 
streetscape warnings at Jason & Roscoe which had been 
the site of one such tragedy last year...

Researched the Implementation of Clean Energy Storage Projects — I 

directed the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power (LADWP) to 
immediately report to the City Council on its efforts to implement clean energy 
storage projects within the City and the feasibility of partnering with local 
investor-owned and municipal-owned utilities to implement clean energy 
storage projects in the region. 

Initiated Intersection Improvements throughout the San Fernando Valley — 

Addressed concerns with projects that improved traffic flow including the 
Orange line, California State University, Northridge, and METRO. Upgraded 
and added stop signs and signal projects in areas needed throughout the 
community. 

Ensured That Repairs to City Streets Are Always Done to Quality Standards 

— Required that all road repairs by private contractors be done to City quality 
standards. Work crews doing 10,000 utility repair jobs every year often dig up 
public streets and then repave them afterward. Despite requirements for 
permits, notification and inspection, the repaving work is very often such poor 
quality that it compromises traffic safety, traffic flow and damages the vehicles 
of residents, businesses and the City fleet. 

Repaired & Maintained Streets — Provided 66 miles of street paving, 214 
miles of streets slurry sealed, and 75,000 pothole repairs in CD12. 

Launched "Safe Sidewalks LA" Sidewalk Repair Warranty and Sidewalk 
Repair Incentive Program — The comprehensive 30-year sidewalk repair 
program provides an unprecedented City investment of $1.4 billion to fix its 
sidewalks, making them accessible to everyone and renewing them as a center 
of civic life and pride. 

Provided Resources for the Urban Forestry Division — Doubled the Urban 
Forestry Division resources by adding a second crew to work throughout the 
City of Los Angeles to focus on emergency tree work and manage trees and 
plants contained in the public right-of-way. 

Restored and Improved Community Monuments — Helped fund the 
maintenance and improvements for the Granada Hills Memorial Veteran's 
Park designed by the Granada Hills Rotary Foundation. 

Funded Weed Abatement and Median Maintenance — Provided funding for 
median maintenance and weed abatement in CD12 through the West Valley 
Alliance. I paid for additional crews that go above and beyond those funded 
with the City's budget.

FIRST team joined the LAPD Operations Valley 
Bureau HOPE team, LA Sanitation Rapid Response 
team, and LAHSA, to provide outreach services and 
improve the quality of life for all CD12 residents. 



Team Englander and community members took 
part in the mission to count our homeless 
neighbors. The Greater Los Angeles Homeless 
Count enables us to gather important data that is 
key for us to bring about an end to homelessness 
in Los Angeles. 



Cleaned Up Our Community — Provided organizational support and supplies 
and participated in numerous volunteer community clean-up projects with 
Neighborhood Councils and other community organizations in our District to 
remove trash, weeds, graffiti and debris from streets, sidewalks and medians. 

The Reseda Blvd Zerogation Median — The first in the City, it was redesigned 
to remove its failed irrigation system and enable it to catch and retain rainfall 
or periodic waterings in order to grow native plants and flowers that are able 
to survive in the hot climates of the San Fernando Valley. The median uses 
recycled plastic mulch that has been affixed to the median so as not to migrate 
off and cause a traffic hazard. In addition, there is custom grating in the Blvd's 
signature yellow for the native flora to grow through. Finally, the median 
contains a flagpole and solar lighting paid for by Don Larson, Northridge 
Sparkle and our Northridge Neighborhood Councils. 

Chatsworth Nature Preserve Ecology Pond — After much community input, 
we were able, in partnership with the DWP, to engineer improvements to the 
Chatsworth Nature Preserve Ecology Pond. Many years of sediment were 
removed and the pond water pathways to the pond were cleared of 
impediments so that as much rainfall from the fall and winter storms could be 
captured. For the first time in many years, the wildlife of the nature preserve 
was able to enjoy a plentiful water supply. 

Launched my CD12 Neighborhoods FIRST Initiative — The homelessness crisis 
in the City of Los Angeles has reached proportions that none of us have 
previously seen in our lifetimes. Solving this issue will involve commitment 
from all possible partners working on many fronts, in coordination. 
Neighborhoods FIRST is a two-pronged effort that leads with compassion to 
remove barriers to housing and employment for people currently experiencing 
homelessness while working to prevent those on the edges from slipping into 
the homeless population. The second prong aims to improve the tools 
available to communities to alleviate the impacts of homelessness on 
neighborhoods.

Fully Integrated Resources and Support Team 



The primary issue affecting safety and livability in CD12 today is 
the rise in homelessness. This is an issue affecting every corner 
of Los Angeles and my office has been developing programs to 
address it for some time. However, it has become clear that this 
issue requires a comprehensive response. 

With voters approving the passage of Measure H and Proposition 
HHH, there will be significant funding for housing and services in 
the coming years. However, funding alone will not be enough to 
resolve this issue. What is required is persistence, creativity, and 
the dedication of every community in our city. 

Neighborhoods FIRST is a two pronged approach that leads with 
compassion to remove barriers to housing and employment for 
those experiencing homelessness and aims to improve the tools 
available to communities to alleviate the impacts of homelessness 
on neighborhoods. 





Homelessness Coordinator 


My first act of the Neighborhoods FIRST Initiative was selecting a full-time staffer 
to coordinate and manage this program which required knowledge of key services, 
familiarity with the relevant agencies, and the ability and patience to work with an 
array of individuals facing a multitude of challenges. For this key role, I chose 
Colin Crews, a veteran staffer with a deep understanding of the district and an 
incredible work ethic. 

The Neighborhoods FIRST Team 

This newly formed special team represents the front line of the City's 
response to homelessness. It is comprised of closely coordinated 
units from LAPD and the Bureau of Sanitation to triage issues 
involving homeless individuals or encampments. I've worked 
alongside this team to better understand how the laws currently in 
place work in practice and how they can be made more effective. I've 
also introduced legislation to make the HOPE Team a permanent 
function of the LAPD and expand their operations within CD12. 

Mobile Mission P roject 

Solving homelessness requires reaching out to the individuals 
experiencing it. Each person currently sleeping on the street has a 
unique story of how they arrived there and will have a unique journey 
back to shelter. For many individuals the first step will require a simple 
act of compassion to build trust which in turn will get them to accept care 
and services. That is why I worked with the Mobile Mission to fundraise 
for a second mobile shower unit which will allow them to reach an additional 104 individuals per 
day, some of whom haven't had a warm shower in months. This simple step can often be the 
first on the road to recovery. 

The Power of Partnership 

Homelessness is an issue that affects every part of the 
community. Businesses and residents alike feel the impact. 

Whether it's walking to school or a store front entrance, 
encampments can create unsafe, unsanitary conditions. That's 
why I have launched initiatives to create opportunities for 
businesses and individuals to contribute to the solution. LA250 
enlists local small businesses to donate at least $100 per month 
to the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission with the goal of 
housing 250 homeless children and their families this year. 

Donuts and Donations is another program created by my office 
which takes in necessary supplies and necessities that increase 
the capacity of our local Rescue Mission. 














Chatsworth Park 
South is Back 



After almost ten years, residents and visitors to Chatsworth have a brand 
new, beautiful park to call their own! Re-opening Chatsworth Park South 
after it was closed in 2008 represents a triumph of collaboration between 
local and state agencies to rehabilitate and reclaim this once lead- 
contaminated site as a safe and environmentally sound public space. 


For the young people at the ribbon cutting, this wasn't a re-opening, but a 
chance to experience a brand new park that closed before they were even 
born. While the wait and road to re-opening was long, one look at the new 
design and facilities makes it all worthwhile. 


The park itself is an incredible 81 acres featuring open space, equestrian 
trails, bioswales, riverbeds, tennis and basketball courts, a recreation 
center, walking paths, and playgrounds for children. After all this time, it is 
nothing less than what the community and its residents deserve. Thank 
you to everyone who worked to make this possible.

Funded Graffiti and Weed Abatement Services — We provided funds for 
transit related projects, street paving, curb and sidewalk improvements, 
beautification efforts and additional graffiti and weed abatement services 
needed throughout our community. 

Funded first steps to replace the Granada Hills Community Swimming Pool — 

I secured all of the funds needed for the redesign and construction of the new 
Granada Hills community swimming pool. 

Provided Funding for Community Events — Worked to restore the funding for 
community cultural and special events, including the Granada Hills and 
Chatsworth Holiday Parades, 4th of July Fireworks Spectacular, and the Valley 
Greek Festival. These events are crucial to community building in our district. 

Preserved and Enhanced the Oakridge Estate — Coordinated the planning to 
preserve the history of the Oakridge Estate and broke ground on Oakridge 
Park. The home was built by noted African-American architect Paul Williams 
for actress Barbara Stanwyck and was later the home of beloved actor Jack 
Oakie. The new park will allow residents to further enjoy this historic landmark 
in our community. 

Delivered Technology Bundles to Local Students — My office partnered with 
Human-I-T, the Sprint ConnectED program, and the City's OurCycleLA 
program during several computer giveaways in our community. The newly 
refurbished personal computers are provided by the City's OurCycleLA 
program as an effort to reduce our E-waste footprint, close the digital divide, 
create jobs, and provide training and technology to our youth. We 
provided computers and mobile hotspots with 4 years of free internet service 
to over 100 families. 

Prohibited Marijuana Advertisements Throughout the City of Los Angeles — 

After the passing of Proposition 64, I authored a motion calling to prohibit the 
advertisement of marijuana. Although there are other impediments to 
marijuana ads hitting the airwaves in California, including the fact that 
cannabis is still recognized by the federal government as an illegal drug, the 
possibility of outdoor ads promoting marijuana use is cause for concern that 
would roll back decades of anti-smoking advertising protections. 

Co-Sponsored the First Los Angeles Fire Department (LAFD) Girls Camp — The 

camp showed young women that firefighting is a career they can pursue while 
working courageously alongside the women of LAFD. This camp taught girls 
about leadership, dedication, and the skills needed to pursue a career path 
within the Fire Department and Emergency Medical Technician (EMT) services. 
In addition to working with authentic gear and equipment, attendees climbed 
ladders, carried fire hose lines and learned hands-only CPR.

Helped Launch the Recreation and Parks Girls Play LA Initiative — The Girls 
Play LA Initiative encourages, promotes and supports sports programs and 
movement classes specifically for girls and young women. 

Keeping our Valley and Senior Residents Cool — Replaced the HVAC system 
for the Wilkinson Multipurpose Center and re-established a cooling center for 
the Northwest San Fernando Valley on days of extreme heat when safety is a 
concern. 

Hosting the Annual CD12 Drive-In Movie — Partnered with various 
community organizations to host the Annual Council District 12 Drive- 
In Movie at Shadow Ranch Park for over 250 cars and 600 people in 
attendance. The last time there was a drive-in theater in our community was 
20 years ago. The idea for this event was to bring back the nostalgic feeling of 
a great San Fernando Valley pastime and give our newer generation that great 
experience we once enjoyed. The event doubles as a benefit for local non¬ 
profit organizations. 

Protecting Our Neighborhoods — Expanded funding for critical LAPD 
Volunteer services including the LAPD Devonshire Division's Volunteer 
Community Patrol. This program is the first of its kind in the City of Los 
Angeles. The volunteer team patrols neighborhoods and reports suspicious 
activity directly to LAPD via police radios. The Volunteer Community Patrol, 
along with other volunteer services such as the Volunteer Surveillance Team 
(VST), the California Emergency Mobile Patrol (CEMP), the Community Police 
Advisory Board (CPAB), Law Enforcement Cadet Post 660 (LECP), the Police 
Activity League Supporters (PALS) and the Supporters of Law Enforcement in 
Devonshire (SOLID) continually provide a visual presence and a force multiplier 
for the LAPD allowing Devonshire Division to allocate extra resources

MOTION 


Mitchell Englander was born and raised in the Twelfth District of the City of Los Angeles. He has raised 
his own family there and continues to reside there. 

Prior to resigning his City Council seat on January 1 st , 2019, he had served as the Twelfth District 
Councilmember since his election in 2011 and reelection in 2015 with 100% of the vote. 

From 2003- 2011, Mitchell Englander served as Chief of Staff to Councilmember Greig Smith. In his 
nearly sixteen years of service to the residents and businesses of the Twelfth Council District, he was 
instrumental is stopping the massive Las Lomas development of 5,800 homes, added Rinaldi Park, Aliso 
Canyon Park and Oakridge Estate Park, remediated Chastworth Park South from lead and PAH 
contamination and rebuilt the Northridge Pool. 

Mitchell Englander obtained a closure date for the Sunshine Canyon Landfill, forced the operators to 
eliminate the years-long odor issues and led the City's response to the Aliso Canyon Gas Leak - including 
the relocation of more than 20,000 residents as well as two LAUSAD schools. 

He rebuilt trust in the Fire Department's response times with his FireSTAT program, created the 
Advanced Provider Unit to free-up Paramedic resources for actual emergencies and remained a fiscal 
watchdog over the City's financial resources. His Neighborhoods FIRST initiative and Clean Streets, Clean 
Starts programs have been widely copied around the City. 

Mitchell Englander fought to preserve industrial properties for their job creation potential and created 
the innov818. He was also a constant advocate for retaining the zoning and amenities necessary to 
preserve the equestrian way of life in the North West Valley. 

Mitchell Englander was approached by Toll Brothers, the developer of the City's new, 50-acre park, 
currently in construction to name the park after him. He declined the offer, asking instead that the 
honor be bestowed upon his late mother and sister - two longtime Twelfth District residents who's lives 
were typical of the struggles so many women face. 

His mother, Linda Bloom, passed away at the young age of 50 and was a struggling single mother of 
three. Though she lost her own home due to financial struggle, she continued to volunteer throughout 
the community to help others in need, while raising her children. Linda relied heavily on local parks and 
recreation programs to make sure her children had safe places to go after school. 

Natalie Bloom was Linda's oldest child. Natalie truly enjoyed the outdoors, though she often struggled 
with the poor air quality in the basin. For years, Natalie was frequently rushed to the hospital due to 
chronic, severe asthma. Natalie went on to become a Head Start elementary school teacher with a deep 
passion for music and outdoor events. Natalie passed away at the young age of 40 from complications 
resulting from asthma. 

His wish to name the park "Bloom Park" in memory of Linda and Natalie was to honor them by giving 
local residents the opportunity to check their own troubles at the door, and enjoy outdoor recreation 
and events with their family, friends and neighbors. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the 50-acre park in construction in the Porter Ranch community be named 
"Bloom Park" in tribute to Linda and Natalie Bloom so as to honor the request of a loyal steward of the 



Twelfth District for more that 15-years, Mitchell Englander, while serving as a monument to the 
everyday struggles and sacrifices of the women of the San Fernando Valley - that even in adversity find 
a way to contribute to the betterment of their community.

A Fond Farewell... 

This final newsletter of 2018 — my last as your Councilmember — is 
more bittersweet than other holiday newsletters of previous years. The 
decision to leave City Council was one of the most difficult I've had to

make in my lifetime. And while I knew saying goodbye would not be 
easy, in the period since I made this announcement, you, along with the 
constituents, friends, colleagues, and staff that I have worked with all 
these years have only made it more so. 

Simply put, I've been overwhelmed by the memories and 
relationships that we have built together in the 15 years that I've served 
the 12th Council District. Whether as a Chief of Staff or as a 
Councilmember, service is a privilege unlike any other. Second only to 
marrying my wife and raising our two daughters, my time serving the 
12th District has been my life's proudest achievement. 

Never in a million years would I have thought my life would be so 
blessed. As a child, I was just a punk kid from the Valley who could 
have easily ended up on the wrong side of life. My family had little in 
the way of money and, for a time, we didn't even have a place to call 
home. It is only thanks to the love and support of my mother, brother, 
sister, uncles, a few kind mentors, and a community that saw more in 
me than I saw in myself that I was given the opportunity to be more than 
what my circumstances might have allowed. 

This is the life experience that I brought to bear during my time on 
Council. I devoted myself to ensuring that families across Los Angeles 
could feel safe in their own communities and that youth who did 
not have the most support or resources at home could be given an 
opportunity to succeed. And, because of hard work — not just my 
own — but of staff and colleagues and the community which supported 
our efforts, we have made progress on every front. 

We've founded and expanded the Devonshire PALS Youth Center 
which every year provides programming and opportunity for thousands 
of at-risk youth turning kids who might end up in gangs or on drugs into 
community leaders in their own right. Our partnerships with non-profits 
such as the North Valley YMCA have raised millions to provide families 
programming and opportunities to thrive. We grew our police force and 
equipped them with the modern tools such as on-body cameras that 
help them build trust and keep communities safe. We transformed our 
Fire Department into a metric driven agency and reduced response 
times for emergencies because, when it comes to matters of life and 
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death, seconds matter. We passed legislation that will retrofit and 
improve tens of thousands of structures so that when the next 
earthquake strikes, our residents will be safe. We pioneered new park 
designs to make them accessible to all children regardless of ability, 
cleaned up and re-opened Chatsworth Park South, funded the 
reconstruction and repair of our pools, acquired and opened a new 
park at the historic Oakridge estate, and broke ground on a brand new 
50-acre park in Porter Ranch which will serve as the gathering point for 
visitors and community members alike. We founded Clean Streets- 
Clean Starts which has expanded from a small, single pilot project in 
Northridge to a city-wide program that allows individuals experiencing 
homelessness to work with community beautification teams and do 
clean-ups of their local neighborhood while receiving job counseling 
and connection to services that put their lives back on track. 

I could go on and on with this list of achievements. However, all of this 
is to make one point: nothing happens because of one person. 
Everything we've accomplished has come to pass because we as a 
community made it happen. The 12th Council District has among the 
highest rates of volunteerism, engagement, and civic participation of 
any area in the City of Los Angeles. 

It is only because I am confident in the durability of this progress that I 
am able to make this decision to move on to the next chapter of my life. 
There will not be a single moment when the 12th District is without 
representation on the Los Angeles City Council. My staff will remain in 
place to ensure that we don't miss a beat when it comes to serving the 
people of our district. What's more, my colleagues on Council have 
agreed to take the historic step and hold a vote to seat a new 
Councilmember to serve the 12th district until a special election can be 
held. The individual nominated is no stranger to the 12th district. Greig 
Smith was my predecessor on the City Council and was already twice 
elected by the voters in 2003 and 2007. There is no person who can 
match his knowledge and experience in serving the communities of the 
Northwest Valley. 

It is thanks to Greig, his wife Christine, and my staff that I leave my 
position on Council confident that the progress we've made will 
continue. And while I am proud of all we have achieved, it is not without 
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sadness that I step away from the work and the relationships that have 
defined and enriched my life for the last 15 years. The experience is 
something I will always carry with me and treasure. 

As we settle in for the holidays and prepare for the New Year, I look 
forward to spending more time with my family and the new opportunities 
that life provides. However, though I am moving on to a new chapter, 
my devotion, love, and gratitude for the community which has given me 
everything in life will always endure. 

However you celebrate, I wish you the best for a holiday season filled 
with family and friends. May the New Year bring you blessings and joy 
and, until we meet again, my deepest gratitude for all the love and 
support you've given me and our community.

Public Comment 

. New Porter Ranch resident expressed concern over street racing on 
Sesnon. Was told by Board Members that LAPD has stepped up patrols 
in the area. 

. Resident complained that the CPUC feasibility study about the need for 
the Aliso Canyon facility was being relegated to SoCal Gas since no 
other agency weighed in on the matter. 

. Resident praised the PRNC for having vegan food at the meeting (I was 
hoping for pizza). 

Board Comments 

• Jason Hector praised our office and Jessie in particular for help with 
matters related to Porter Ranch parks. David Balen echo'd Hector's 
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PRNC Recap 


comments. 

• Susan Gorman-Chang announced the start of Clean Streets - Clean 
Starts in Porter Ranch. The program begins May 8th. David Balen 
pointed out the program began with our office. She also promoted the 
Earth Day event's vegan food and pretend passports with stickers for 
children. Gorman-Chang was asked if parking had been relaxed so cars 
could park on the street. Jennifer Milbauer responded that it was "fine" 
and they used the street for parking last year with no issues. David Balen 
expressed his gratitude for how helpful our office had been regarding the 
Earth Day event. 

• Treasurer Andrew Krowne reported that the PRNC has roughly $15,000 left to 
spend in this fiscal year. Jennifer Milbauer inquired if the Board could ask our 
office to roll over the funds to the next fiscal year, Krowne informed her that the 
answer is "no" and it has nothing to do with CD12, the City Clerk's Office is the 
deciding entity. The rollover of funds last year was a "gift" due to the 
malfeasance of the previous treasurer. David Balen pointed out that it was our 
office which facilitated the rollover last year. 

• Issam Najm announced an Energy Reliability Event in Diamond Baron 
May 8th. 

Motions 

• Board took up support of a White Paper issued by Neighborhood 
Council Budget Advocates which called for more transparency in the 
City, sidewalk repair, and the creation of a City Manager position. Board 
member Asaad Alnajjar pointed out that all of the items named in the 
motion except the City Manager position are already in effect in the City 
of Los Angeles. The Motion passed overwhelmingly. 

• A motion from David Balen and Jason Hector calling on the Board to issue a 
letter to CD12 requesting the formation of a Porter Ranch Arts Council was 
tabled without discussion. 

• Approved motion from Susan Gorman-Chang for a "self nomination" for a 
permanent Fenceline monitoring system under AB617. Discussion regarding 
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how one of the requirement is the area be "economically disenfranchised." It 
was decided to point out that there are several lower income communities in 
the San Fernando Valley at large. During Public Comment on the item Matt 
Pakucko expressed concern that if the current monitoring system isn't 
registering harmful levels of toxins in the air then a new system may only 
further substantiate that data. 

• Approved motion for PRNC to identify what they want to see from the $1 
million health study and present them to the Health Study Technical Advisory 
Group. 

• Motion to spend $21,375 for tree removal was dialed back to $9,000 as the 
Board presently has $15,000 in its account. 

• Approved $2,500 to Porter Ranch Community School for golf tournament. 

• Approved $1,000 to Castlebay Lane Elementary for STEM and Robotics 
program.

NEIGHBORHOODS FIRST 


Results of the 2018 Greater Los Angeles Homeless 
Count... 
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This week, we received the results 
for the 2018 Greater Los Angeles 
Homeless Count. The results show 
that our Neighborhoods FIRST 
strategy is working with a reduction 
of homelessness by almost 20% 
within Council District 12. 

By funding both increased 
outreach services and code 
enforcement, our all-hands-on- 
deck approach is turning the tide 
by reducing the total number of 

individuals experiencing homelessness on our streets. This crisis is far 
from resolved, but Neighborhoods FIRST provides a blueprint for how 
we can help those living on our streets while protecting the health and 
safety of neighborhoods. 

The 2018 Greater Los Angeles Homeless Count surveyed 700 
homeless individuals living within Council District 12. This is a reduction 
from 869 in 2017 and a peak of 906 in 2016. 

Neighborhoods FIRST began in late 2016 with the Clean Streets Clean 
Starts Initiative which paired individuals experiencing homelessness 
with job skills training through a neighborhood beautification program. 

In exchange for attending regular neighborhood clean ups, participants 
received drug treatment, job training, food gift cards, and access to 
housing. The program model has since spread to communities across 
Los Angeles. 

In 2017, I began directing office resources to fund additional 
deployments for LAPD HOPE teams and LA Sanitation workers. These 
teams work jointly with homeless outreach services to ensure that 
encampments don't threaten public health and that individuals living on 
the street are given the option of immediate shelter and access to 
LAHSA's Coordinated Entry System. 

Additionally, Neighborhoods FIRST has involved launching public- 
private partnerships with the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission 
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including fund raising for for two mobile shower units to provide 
approximately 1500 showers per month per unit along with outreach 
services, Donuts & Donations drives to support the Mission, and 
the 250LA Project to engage local small businesses in supporting 
homeless services. 

The full 2018 Greater Homeless Count is available on the -AHSA 
website . 

Protecting Neighborhood Health & Safety... 

Just because something is beyond view doesn't mean that it does not 
pose a hazard to public health and safety. This week, my office 
organized and funded the cleanup of one such site. 

On Sherman Way in West Hills, there is a property with a grove of trees 
set back from the street. While there did not appear to be a problem 
from the street, inside the grove had become a dumping ground. 
Working with our City's General Services Department, my office 
directed resources to ensure that this property is properly maintained 
and that even unseen blight does not end up posing a threat to public 
health within our community.

Sarina's 
work ensures that young LGBTQ individuals have a welcome 
environment where they can pursue their dreams with the support and 
mentorship of those who wish to see them succeed. 

I'm proud to commend Sarina on her dedication to our residents and 
thank her for her deep involvement in LGBTQ student organizations 
and initiatives that continually strengthen CSUN and our community. 

Recognizing Inspirational Women of the San Fernando Valley 

Also this week in Council, I had the honor of paying tribute to some 
exceptional women who are making a local impact right here in the San 
Fernando Valley. Each of these women have helped make the Valley a 
better place to live, work, and play and for this they were recognized by 
the United Chambers of Commerce with the Inspirational Woman 
Award.

Laura Rathbone serves as 
Director of the Northridge 
Beautification Foundation which 
partnered with my office in creating 
the Clean Streets Clean Starts 

program to provide job training to homeless individuals and also co¬ 
founded Sisters on the Streets which distributes feminine products to 
homeless and low-income communities.

impact. 

This is an incredible success — not just for the students, but for our 
entire City.

Staff Report: Beating the Heat and Saving Money for 
Summer... 


Our Council Deputy Matt Vallecilla has some important money and 
health saving tips as we head into the summer months. If you have 
lived through previous Valley Summers, you already know how hot this 
side of town can get. Staying cool is staying safe, but it can also mean 
higher energy costs. Below are a few tips you should remember on how 
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to stay safe, stay cool, save money, and beat the heat! 

• Staying Safe 

o Remember to drink lots of water. Lack of hydration is 
dangerous and can mean a costly ambulance ride to the 
hospital. Aim to drink around a gallon of water per day. It 
sounds like a lot, but it really isn’t. Replacing soda or coffee 
with water is a good rule of thumb and can help you consume 
more H20. Sports drinks will also help you to replace 
electrolytes that you lose when you sweat, 
o Wear Sunscreen. Ultraviolet light will damage your skin if 
exposed for a prolonged period of time. Wearing sunscreen 
will keep you from getting painful sunburns and can prevent 
skin cancer over the long run. Make sure to apply sunscreen 
before and after swimming. 

o Eating “cool foods”. Fresh fruit and vegetables are delicious 
and will keep you feeling fresh, while also keeping you 
hydrated. Melons have lots of fluids and mixing them with ice 
cubes into a smoothie makes for a great summertime drink, 
o Seniors and infants. Seniors and infants are the most at 
risk of becoming sick due to heat related conditions. Make 
sure that the elderly and infants remain in cool, controlled, 
and comfortable temperatures, preferably indoors with air 
conditioning. If you do not have access to air conditioning, 
you can visit your local library, mall, or local recreation 
center that has air conditioning. You can find other locations 
with air conditioning throughout the City by calling 3-1-1. 
o Animals. Always make sure that your pets have plenty of 
water and are left in a cool place. If your animals are left 
outdoors, make sure they have a well shaded area to rest. 
Water bowls should be placed in a shaded area to lessen 
evaporation and keep the water as cool as possible. Placing 
lots of ice cubes in their dish will also help to keep their water 
cool throughout the day. Remember when running errands to 
never leave your pets inside of a car . Temperatures can soar 
up to 40 degrees within just one hour. Parking cars in the 
shade and cracking the windows is not enough to keep pets 
cool, and air conditioning can fail. Leave pets at home or 
bring them with you if a local establishment allows pets. For 
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additional tips on howto keep your animals safe and cool 
during the summer, visit www.laanimalservices.com . 

• Save Energy and Money! 

o When temperatures rise, it’s easy to run up high air 
conditioning costs. A few simple ways to ensure your bill stays 
reasonable during the Summer months include: 
o Spend time outside of your home. The less time you spend at 
home, the less time you will spend turning the air conditioning 
on. Visiting places like the mall, restaurant, local library, or a 
friend’s house is a great way to stay air conditioned without 
having to pay for it! 

o Keep your home thermostat set to 78 degrees, 
o Use natural ventilation when temperatures permit, 
o Make sure your next appliance purchase is an energy 
efficient product. 

o Water your grass and plants at night to lessen the amount of 
evaporation and increase the actual amount of water your 
plants will use.

Below is the summary of the April 11th, Porter Ranch Neighborhood Council 
meeting held at Porter Ranch Community School. Approximately twenty 
people were in attendance. 

CD 12 Comments 

SOLID Pancake Breakfast, Homeless Connect Day, Earthquake Retrofit. 

Public Comment 

. New Porter Ranch resident expressed concern over street racing on 
Sesnon. Was told by Board Members that LAPD has stepped up patrols 
in the area. 

. Resident complained that the CPUC feasibility study about the need for 
the Aliso Canyon facility was being relegated to SoCal Gas since no 
other agency weighed in on the matter. 

. Resident praised the PRNC for having vegan food at the meeting (I was 
hoping for pizza). 

Board Comments 

• Jason Hector praised our office and Jessie in particular for help with 
matters related to Porter Ranch parks. David Balen echo'd Hector's 
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comments. 

• Susan Gorman-Chang announced the start of Clean Streets - Clean 
Starts in Porter Ranch. The program begins May 8th. David Balen 
pointed out the program began with our office. She also promoted the 
Earth Day event's vegan food and pretend passports with stickers for 
children. Gorman-Chang was asked if parking had been relaxed so cars 
could park on the street. Jennifer Milbauer responded that it was "fine" 
and they used the street for parking last year with no issues. David Balen 
expressed his gratitude for how helpful our office had been regarding the 
Earth Day event. 

• Treasurer Andrew Krowne reported that the PRNC has roughly $15,000 left to 
spend in this fiscal year. Jennifer Milbauer inquired if the Board could ask our 
office to roll over the funds to the next fiscal year, Krowne informed her that the 
answer is "no" and it has nothing to do with CD12, the City Clerk's Office is the 
deciding entity. The rollover of funds last year was a "gift" due to the 
malfeasance of the previous treasurer. David Balen pointed out that it was our 
office which facilitated the rollover last year. 

• Issam Najm announced an Energy Reliability Event in Diamond Baron 
May 8th. 

Motions 

• Board took up support of a White Paper issued by Neighborhood 
Council Budget Advocates which called for more transparency in the 
City, sidewalk repair, and the creation of a City Manager position. Board 
member Asaad Alnajjar pointed out that all of the items named in the 
motion except the City Manager position are already in effect in the City 
of Los Angeles. The Motion passed overwhelmingly. 

• A motion from David Balen and Jason Hector calling on the Board to issue a 
letter to CD12 requesting the formation of a Porter Ranch Arts Council was 
tabled without discussion. 

• Approved motion from Susan Gorman-Chang for a "self nomination" for a 
permanent Fenceline monitoring system under AB617. Discussion regarding 
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how one of the requirement is the area be "economically disenfranchised." It 
was decided to point out that there are several lower income communities in 
the San Fernando Valley at large. During Public Comment on the item Matt 
Pakucko expressed concern that if the current monitoring system isn't 
registering harmful levels of toxins in the air then a new system may only 
further substantiate that data. 

• Approved motion for PRNC to identify what they want to see from the $1 
million health study and present them to the Health Study Technical Advisory 
Group. 

• Motion to spend $21,375 for tree removal was dialed back to $9,000 as the 
Board presently has $15,000 in its account. 

• Approved $2,500 to Porter Ranch Community School for golf tournament. 

• Approved $1,000 to Castlebay Lane Elementary for STEM and Robotics 
program.

Results of the 2018 Greater Los Angeles Homeless 
Count... 
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Councilmember Mitchell Englander's E-News - June 1, 2018 


This week, we received the results 
for the 2018 Greater Los Angeles 
Homeless Count. The results show 
that our Neighborhoods FIRST 
strategy is working with a reduction 
of homelessness by almost 20% 
within Council District 12. 

By funding both increased 
outreach services and code 
enforcement, our all-hands-on- 
deck approach is turning the tide 
by reducing the total number of 

individuals experiencing homelessness on our streets. This crisis is far 
from resolved, but Neighborhoods FIRST provides a blueprint for how 
we can help those living on our streets while protecting the health and 
safety of neighborhoods. 

The 2018 Greater Los Angeles Homeless Count surveyed 700 
homeless individuals living within Council District 12. This is a reduction 
from 869 in 2017 and a peak of 906 in 2016. 

Neighborhoods FIRST began in late 2016 with the Clean Streets Clean 
Starts Initiative which paired individuals experiencing homelessness 
with job skills training through a neighborhood beautification program. 

In exchange for attending regular neighborhood clean ups, participants 
received drug treatment, job training, food gift cards, and access to 
housing. The program model has since spread to communities across 
Los Angeles. 

In 2017, I began directing office resources to fund additional 
deployments for LAPD HOPE teams and LA Sanitation workers. These 
teams work jointly with homeless outreach services to ensure that 
encampments don't threaten public health and that individuals living on 
the street are given the option of immediate shelter and access to 
LAHSA's Coordinated Entry System. 

Additionally, Neighborhoods FIRST has involved launching public- 
private partnerships with the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission 
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including fund raising for for two mobile shower units to provide 
approximately 1500 showers per month per unit along with outreach 
services, Donuts & Donations drives to support the Mission, and 
the 250LA Project to engage local small businesses in supporting 
homeless services.

Protecting Neighborhood Health & Safety... 

Just because something is beyond view doesn't mean that it does not 
pose a hazard to public health and safety. This week, my office 
organized and funded the cleanup of one such site. 

On Sherman Way in West Hills, there is a property with a grove of trees 
set back from the street. While there did not appear to be a problem 
from the street, inside the grove had become a dumping ground. 
Working with our City's General Services Department, my office 
directed resources to ensure that this property is properly maintained 
and that even unseen blight does not end up posing a threat to public 
health within our community.

Staff Report: Beating the Heat and Saving Money for 
Summer... 


Our Council Deputy Matt Vallecilla has some important money and 
health saving tips as we head into the summer months. If you have 
lived through previous Valley Summers, you already know how hot this 
side of town can get. Staying cool is staying safe, but it can also mean 
higher energy costs. Below are a few tips you should remember on how 
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to stay safe, stay cool, save money, and beat the heat! 

• Staying Safe 

o Remember to drink lots of water. Lack of hydration is 
dangerous and can mean a costly ambulance ride to the 
hospital. Aim to drink around a gallon of water per day. It 
sounds like a lot, but it really isn’t. Replacing soda or coffee 
with water is a good rule of thumb and can help you consume 
more H20. Sports drinks will also help you to replace 
electrolytes that you lose when you sweat, 
o Wear Sunscreen. Ultraviolet light will damage your skin if 
exposed for a prolonged period of time. Wearing sunscreen 
will keep you from getting painful sunburns and can prevent 
skin cancer over the long run. Make sure to apply sunscreen 
before and after swimming. 

o Eating “cool foods”. Fresh fruit and vegetables are delicious 
and will keep you feeling fresh, while also keeping you 
hydrated. Melons have lots of fluids and mixing them with ice 
cubes into a smoothie makes for a great summertime drink, 
o Seniors and infants. Seniors and infants are the most at 
risk of becoming sick due to heat related conditions. Make 
sure that the elderly and infants remain in cool, controlled, 
and comfortable temperatures, preferably indoors with air 
conditioning. If you do not have access to air conditioning, 
you can visit your local library, mall, or local recreation 
center that has air conditioning. You can find other locations 
with air conditioning throughout the City by calling 3-1-1. 
o Animals. Always make sure that your pets have plenty of 
water and are left in a cool place. If your animals are left 
outdoors, make sure they have a well shaded area to rest. 
Water bowls should be placed in a shaded area to lessen 
evaporation and keep the water as cool as possible. Placing 
lots of ice cubes in their dish will also help to keep their water 
cool throughout the day. Remember when running errands to 
never leave your pets inside of a car . Temperatures can soar 
up to 40 degrees within just one hour. Parking cars in the 
shade and cracking the windows is not enough to keep pets 
cool, and air conditioning can fail. Leave pets at home or 
bring them with you if a local establishment allows pets. For 
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additional tips on howto keep your animals safe and cool 
during the summer, visit www.laanimalservices.com . 

• Save Energy and Money! 

o When temperatures rise, it’s easy to run up high air 
conditioning costs. A few simple ways to ensure your bill stays 
reasonable during the Summer months include: 
o Spend time outside of your home. The less time you spend at 
home, the less time you will spend turning the air conditioning 
on. Visiting places like the mall, restaurant, local library, or a 
friend’s house is a great way to stay air conditioned without 
having to pay for it! 

o Keep your home thermostat set to 78 degrees, 
o Use natural ventilation when temperatures permit, 
o Make sure your next appliance purchase is an energy 
efficient product. 

o Water your grass and plants at night to lessen the amount of 
evaporation and increase the actual amount of water your 
plants will use.

A COMMUNITY COMES TOGETHER TO 

REMEMBER 
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Next week will mark the 10th Anniversary of a tragedy that tested our 
community unlike any other. The collision of the Metrolink and Union 
Pacific trains that occurred at 4:22 PM on September 12th, 2008 
forever altered the lives of thousands in our community and beyond. 

25 individuals perished. 135 were injured — 46 critically so. Resources 
and personnel were pulled from every local emergency response 
agency to a traumatic scene that more closely resembled a war zone 
than the quiet residential community with which we are all familiar. 
Neighbors and community members with no emergency response 
training came out of the safety of their homes to assist those in need. 
13 area hospitals were inundated with victims. Sirens echoed 
ceaselessly through the northwest Valley that afternoon, evening, and 
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into the night. 

While the event itself can only be 
remembered as a horrible tragedy, the 
response and actions to this terrible 
event revealed the character and 
strength of the Chatsworth community. 

While we mourn every family member 
and friend lost that day, there are those 
who are still with us thanks to the 
courageous acts of strangers. 

Please join me next week, Wednesday, September 12 for a special 
community memorial where we will remember those we lost and share 
our gratitude for the first responders and the Chatsworth community for 
the heroism displayed that day.

NEIGHBORHOODS FIRST 


Why Enforcement Alone Cannot Work... 
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My Neighborhoods FIRST initiative is primarily aimed at improving the 
quality of life for our communities and the people that live here. 
Homelessness is currently the primary threat to safety and public health 
and as such is the main focus of Neighborhoods FIRST. 

In speaking with constituents about the homelessness crisis, I have 
sometimes heard people ask why we can't simply arrest people who 
insist on sleeping on the streets or sweep away encampments 
wherever they pop up. Why do we need to use valuable police officers 
to connect individuals with services they are resistant to taking in the 
first place? Folks also are unhappy with the prospect using public 
dollars to build shelters to house individuals experiencing 
homelessness. 
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Earlier this week, a federal court ruling — which carries with it the force 
of law - cut to the heart of why enforcement measures alone will not 
solve this crisis. The U.S. 9th Circuit Court of Appeals ruled this week 
that prosecuting homeless people for sleeping on public property when 
they do not have access to a shelter violates the U.S. Constitution's 
ban on cruel and unusual punishment. 

This ruling will no doubt make it more difficult to enforce the current 
sanitation and access codes that allow us to keep our streets and 
sidewalks safe and clean. However, it does not make the task 
impossible because Neighborhoods FIRST has never solely been 
about enforcement. My office has been recruiting faith-based partners 
to offer services. We've been partnering with mental health and 
addiction treatment centers to get individuals care. We helped open 
and expand the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission which has 
become the model of what a community shelter can be for both families 
experiencing homelessness and the communities that welcome them. 
We've crowd sourced funding for two mobile shower units using them 
as a tool to establish contact with individuals living on our streets. We 
piloted the Clean Streets, Clean Starts program which offers 
employment training, compensated work opportunities, and has spread 
to Council Districts throughout the Valley 

All of these efforts have been joined with our Sanitation Rapid 
Response as well as Parking Enforcement efforts to create an 
environment that both protects the community and offers an open hand 
to those in need. 

Ultimately, what this ruling does mean is that we must redouble our 
efforts. Only with a sustained all-hands-on-deck approach will we be 
able to keep up the progress we've made since Neighborhoods FIRST 
began one year ago.

Staff Report: Requesting Speed Humps in Your 
Community... 
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Our Transportation Deputy, Eric Moody, would like to inform you of an 
opportunity through the Los Angeles Department of Transportation to 
get car-slowing, speed humps installed in our community. 

Throughout the year, Council District 12 receives many calls from 
constituents requesting speed humps in various areas throughout the 
District. Whenever speeding cars are an issue, the first thought is 
always speed humps. But they don't always resolve perceived problems 
and they aren't appropriate in every situation. However, all these 
inquiries can also be directed to the LADOT website. As LADOT has 
primary responsibility for accepting requests, processing 
applications/petitions, and approving locations for speed humps, they 
are the best location to direct requests. 
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Speed humps are designed to reduce vehicle speeds on residential 
local or collector streets that have a single lane of travel in each 
direction. While generally effective in reducing speeds and volume, 
they also have some disadvantages such as increasing vehicle noise 
when vehicles drive over the humps and reduced response times from 
emergency vehicles which also have to slowdown to safely traverse the 
speed humps. Something else to remember is speed hump placement, 
as a speed hump or speed hump related signs may be installed directly 
in front of someone's home creating issues that might not have been 
anticipated. 

Twice annually, LADOT opens their speed hump request page to 
accept applications for speed humps. Round 2 for 2018 
opens September 12, 2018 at 8:00a.m. Each round, they receive 
many more applications than there are slots available. LADOT has 
limited budget resources that must be equally spread throughout the 
City, which means that not every application is approved. LADOT 
conducts a preliminary review process of "qualifying" streets based on 
location, speed limit, street conditions, etc., and those that pass initial 
checks move on to actual ballots/petitions to the requesting party. 

The requesting party agrees to circulate petitions and obtain 
signatures of a majority of the neighbors along a particular street 
segment, within a specific time period. LADOT wants to have 
applications/petitions approved and under construction by December. 

Those that can make that cut, are forwarded on for additional reviews. 
Not all applications are successful and, for equitable purposes, the 
Council Office is not involved in the selection process, so please keep 
that in mind. LADOT will advise each applicant of the status of their 
application throughout the process.

A Fond Farewell... 

This final newsletter of 2018 — my last as your Councilmember — is 
more bittersweet than other holiday newsletters of previous years. The 
decision to leave City Council was one of the most difficult I've had to 
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make in my lifetime. And while I knew saying goodbye would not be 
easy, in the period since I made this announcement, you, along with the 
constituents, friends, colleagues, and staff that I have worked with all 
these years have only made it more so. 

Simply put, I've been overwhelmed by the memories and 
relationships that we have built together in the 15 years that I've served 
the 12th Council District. Whether as a Chief of Staff or as a 
Councilmember, service is a privilege unlike any other. Second only to 
marrying my wife and raising our two daughters, my time serving the 
12th District has been my life's proudest achievement. 

Never in a million years would I have thought my life would be so 
blessed. As a child, I was just a punk kid from the Valley who could 
have easily ended up on the wrong side of life. My family had little in 
the way of money and, for a time, we didn't even have a place to call 
home. It is only thanks to the love and support of my mother, brother, 
sister, uncles, a few kind mentors, and a community that saw more in 
me than I saw in myself that I was given the opportunity to be more than 
what my circumstances might have allowed. 

This is the life experience that I brought to bear during my time on 
Council. I devoted myself to ensuring that families across Los Angeles 
could feel safe in their own communities and that youth who did 
not have the most support or resources at home could be given an 
opportunity to succeed. And, because of hard work — not just my 
own — but of staff and colleagues and the community which supported 
our efforts, we have made progress on every front. 

We've founded and expanded the Devonshire PALS Youth Center 
which every year provides programming and opportunity for thousands 
of at-risk youth turning kids who might end up in gangs or on drugs into 
community leaders in their own right. Our partnerships with non-profits 
such as the North Valley YMCA have raised millions to provide families 
programming and opportunities to thrive. We grew our police force and 
equipped them with the modern tools such as on-body cameras that 
help them build trust and keep communities safe. We transformed our 
Fire Department into a metric driven agency and reduced response 
times for emergencies because, when it comes to matters of life and 
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death, seconds matter. We passed legislation that will retrofit and 
improve tens of thousands of structures so that when the next 
earthquake strikes, our residents will be safe. We pioneered new park 
designs to make them accessible to all children regardless of ability, 
cleaned up and re-opened Chatsworth Park South, funded the 
reconstruction and repair of our pools, acquired and opened a new 
park at the historic Oakridge estate, and broke ground on a brand new 
50-acre park in Porter Ranch which will serve as the gathering point for 
visitors and community members alike. We founded Clean Streets- 
Clean Starts which has expanded from a small, single pilot project in 
Northridge to a city-wide program that allows individuals experiencing 
homelessness to work with community beautification teams and do 
clean-ups of their local neighborhood while receiving job counseling 
and connection to services that put their lives back on track.

The 12th Council District has among the 
highest rates of volunteerism, engagement, and civic participation of 
any area in the City of Los Angeles. 

It is only because I am confident in the durability of this progress that I 
am able to make this decision to move on to the next chapter of my life. 
There will not be a single moment when the 12th District is without 
representation on the Los Angeles City Council. My staff will remain in 
place to ensure that we don't miss a beat when it comes to serving the 
people of our district. What's more, my colleagues on Council have 
agreed to take the historic step and hold a vote to seat a new 
Councilmember to serve the 12th district until a special election can be 
held. The individual nominated is no stranger to the 12th district. Greig 
Smith was my predecessor on the City Council and was already twice 
elected by the voters in 2003 and 2007.

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A Fond Farewell from our Chief of Staff Nicole 
Bernson... 

15 years ago, during my original tenure on City Council, I hired a young 
staffer named Nicole Bernson as my Communications and Policy aide. 

In the ensuing years, she would develop and mature into one of the 
most essential and knowledgeable staffers in the Council District 12 
office and ultimately Chief of Staff. Her excellence is reflected in the fact 
that this week she leaves her post as Chief of Staff to become Assistant 
Director for the Office of Finance. Nicole grew up and has spent the 
majority of her professional life in service to our communities. And while 
she will continue to serve us and the City as a whole in her new post, 
she wrote this letter as she bids farewell to her role serving the 12th 
Council District: 


As I leave Council District Twelve to 
accept an opportunity as Assistant 
Director of the City’s Office of 
Finance, I wanted to take a few 
moments to acknowledge what an 
amazing opportunity it’s been to 
serve this community for the past 
15 and a half years. 

I joined CD 12 with Councilmember 
Greig Smith in 2003 as his 
Legislative and Communications 
Deputy. In his eight years in office, 

I got to work on projects that produced tremendous victories for our 
district, and the City as a whole. Some that come foremost to mind are 
the mitigations we achieved for the Sunshine Canyon Landfill - 
including having it double-lined; a legacy plan we authored called 
RENEW LA, which would forever change the trash paradigm for the 
City - requiring commercial and multifamily recycling, creating a Zero 
Waste Policy and an Environmentally Preferred Purchasing Policy; and 
DWP reform, which brought about the Rate Payer Advocate and Office 
of Public Accountability. 

In the dark days of the global financial crisis, we worked with Council 
leadership to minimize the cuts to services and reduce staff layoffs by 
offering an Early Retirement Incentive Package and negotiated pension 
reform worth over $4 billion in savings to Angelenos, while creating a 
Budget Stabilization Fund to offset future downturns. 
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When Mitchell Englander was elected In 2011, he appointed me his 
Deputy Chief of Staff, and eventually, his Chief of Staff. On his team, we 
were finally able to reopen Chatsworth Park South after a nearly 
decade-long closure due to lead and PAH contamination. Returning 
that park to the community was one of the happiest days, ever. It is a 
true jewel in the City’s parks system. We welcomed the City’s first Great 
Street, Reseda Blvd, and became home to it’s first-ever parking- 
protected bike lane. 

We forged partnerships like the one with The San Fernando Valley 
Rescue Mission, the North ridge Beautification Foundation and CD 12 
that created the Clean Streets, Clean Starts program - for which we 
won double the maximum grant award as well as the Mayor’s Game 
Changer award for pairing homeless volunteers with the local 
beautification team to clean their community, while they gained access 
to services, grew their confidence and renewed their dignity. This 
program has now been expanded to serve the entire San Fernando 
Valley. This was just a small piece of the overall Neighborhoods FIRST 
strategy that saw a 19% reduction in homelessness in CD 12 over a 
one-year period. 

I cannot say enough about the community members and nonprofits and 
businesses that make up CD 12. I have enjoyed your spirit, activism 
and your guidance. There is no district that enjoys the generosity and 
involvement of its residents quite like CD 12. I have seen you reach out 
a hand to help others, to create abundance where there was need and 
to share your experience and time toward the common good of our 
neighborhoods. 

To the CD 12 staff - the finest in City Hall - I have learned from your 
experience, been inspired by your advocacy and it has been a true joy 
to lead and mentor you. I don’t have the words to say how much I’ll miss 
being part of your team. 

Finally to my mentors and dear friends, Greig Smith and Mitchell 
Englander. The honor of serving you both has been all mine. I’ll never 
be able to adequately thank you for the opportunities you’ve given me 
and the support and friendship you’ve shown me.

In addition to Parthenia and Reseda, I reported two other abandoned carts; one on Etiwanda and one 
on Acre. Sometimes we get good results. 

The other issue, which I will forward to you under separate cover, is acid graffiti. It's at a high again on 
Reseda Blvd. I have written to the manager at Water Wings where I saw every window etched. 

I'm not out there like Don, but I'm still active, and still care about my community. When I see it taking 
a downturn, I will always step up!

Jose Galdavez (moderator): asked 3 questions to the 
candidates regarding their thoughts on a pressing issue, their action on the board if elected and a their 
ideas to have more involvement in NCs 

Aliso Canyon Disaster Health Research Study Community Advisory Group, Jufter Clayson: There 
will be 6 representative from affected NCs. These NCs will then choose the rest of the CAG through 
the nomination fonn.

Propose Telecommunication Facility ZA-2018-4022-CUW, Brandon Towner from Sprint: Sprint 
had checked out two other locations but they were not viable. The reason for installing is due to the

o Q: Where is the nearest antenna? There are 2 on Balboa (Nordhoff and Plummer) and a 
third at CSUN. 

o Q: Is it common for them to be near residential areas? Sprint tries to stay away from 
residential areas but they could not find a commercial location, 
o Q: Has there been a Health Study? A cancer association has said it causes no harm, 
o Q: Is/Are there payments to the church? Yes. 

o Q: Would Sprint be open to making payments to the residents? Would relay the message, 
o Q: What about the neighboring parking lot? Not sufficient ground to build 
o Q; Are you aware that Sprint had to remove tower due to community input? No 
o Comment: Michael Bray acted as the spokesperson for the ~75 individuals that attended the 
meeting for this item. He basically said the same thing I reported on last week (it is a health 
issue but since the City does not conduct business on health tenns he tied it to devaluing 
property value.) 

o Comment: Ron Robinson- The cancer association is the same didn’t say the dangers of 
smoking back in the 70’s-80s. 

o Comment: Lee Robinson- She will have to endure 24/7 365 days of radiation, church

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A Fond Farewell from our Chief of Staff Nicole 
Bernson... 

15 years ago, during my original tenure on City Council, I hired a young 
staffer named Nicole Bernson as my Communications and Policy aide. 

In the ensuing years, she would develop and mature into one of the 
most essential and knowledgeable staffers in the Council District 12 
office and ultimately Chief of Staff. Her excellence is reflected in the fact 
that this week she leaves her post as Chief of Staff to become Assistant 
Director for the Office of Finance. Nicole grew up and has spent the 
majority of her professional life in service to our communities. And while 
she will continue to serve us and the City as a whole in her new post, 
she wrote this letter as she bids farewell to her role serving the 12th 
Council District: 


As I leave Council District Twelve to 
accept an opportunity as Assistant 
Director of the City’s Office of 
Finance, I wanted to take a few 
moments to acknowledge what an 
amazing opportunity it’s been to 
serve this community for the past 
15 and a half years. 

I joined CD 12 with Councilmember 
Greig Smith in 2003 as his 
Legislative and Communications 
Deputy. In his eight years in office, 

I got to work on projects that produced tremendous victories for our 
district, and the City as a whole. Some that come foremost to mind are 
the mitigations we achieved for the Sunshine Canyon Landfill - 
including having it double-lined; a legacy plan we authored called 
RENEW LA, which would forever change the trash paradigm for the 
City - requiring commercial and multifamily recycling, creating a Zero 
Waste Policy and an Environmentally Preferred Purchasing Policy; and 
DWP reform, which brought about the Rate Payer Advocate and Office 
of Public Accountability. 

In the dark days of the global financial crisis, we worked with Council 
leadership to minimize the cuts to services and reduce staff layoffs by 
offering an Early Retirement Incentive Package and negotiated pension 
reform worth over $4 billion in savings to Angelenos, while creating a 
Budget Stabilization Fund to offset future downturns. 
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When Mitchell Englander was elected In 2011, he appointed me his 
Deputy Chief of Staff, and eventually, his Chief of Staff. On his team, we 
were finally able to reopen Chatsworth Park South after a nearly 
decade-long closure due to lead and PAH contamination. Returning 
that park to the community was one of the happiest days, ever. It is a 
true jewel in the City’s parks system. We welcomed the City’s first Great 
Street, Reseda Blvd, and became home to it’s first-ever parking- 
protected bike lane. 

We forged partnerships like the one with The San Fernando Valley 
Rescue Mission, the North ridge Beautification Foundation and CD 12 
that created the Clean Streets, Clean Starts program - for which we 
won double the maximum grant award as well as the Mayor’s Game 
Changer award for pairing homeless volunteers with the local 
beautification team to clean their community, while they gained access 
to services, grew their confidence and renewed their dignity. This 
program has now been expanded to serve the entire San Fernando 
Valley. This was just a small piece of the overall Neighborhoods FIRST 
strategy that saw a 19% reduction in homelessness in CD 12 over a 
one-year period. 

I cannot say enough about the community members and nonprofits and 
businesses that make up CD 12. I have enjoyed your spirit, activism 
and your guidance. There is no district that enjoys the generosity and 
involvement of its residents quite like CD 12. I have seen you reach out 
a hand to help others, to create abundance where there was need and 
to share your experience and time toward the common good of our 
neighborhoods. 

To the CD 12 staff - the finest in City Hall - I have learned from your 
experience, been inspired by your advocacy and it has been a true joy 
to lead and mentor you. I don’t have the words to say how much I’ll miss 
being part of your team. 

Finally to my mentors and dear friends, Greig Smith and Mitchell 
Englander. The honor of serving you both has been all mine. I’ll never 
be able to adequately thank you for the opportunities you’ve given me 
and the support and friendship you’ve shown me.

Aliso Canyon Disaster Health Research Study Community Advisory Group, Jufter Clayson: There 
will be 6 representative from affected NCs. These NCs will then choose the rest of the CAG through 
the nomination fonn.

Propose Telecommunication Facility ZA-2018-4022-CUW, Brandon Towner from Sprint: Sprint 
had checked out two other locations but they were not viable. The reason for installing is due to the

o Q: Where is the nearest antenna? There are 2 on Balboa (Nordhoff and Plummer) and a 
third at CSUN. 

Sprint tries to stay away from 
residential areas but they could not find a commercial location, 
o Q: Has there been a Health Study? A cancer association has said it causes no harm, 
o Q: Is/Are there payments to the church? Yes. 

o Q: Would Sprint be open to making payments to the residents? Would relay the message, 
o Q: What about the neighboring parking lot? Not sufficient ground to build 
o Q; Are you aware that Sprint had to remove tower due to community input? No 
o Comment: Michael Bray acted as the spokesperson for the ~75 individuals that attended the 
meeting for this item. He basically said the same thing I reported on last week (it is a health 
issue but since the City does not conduct business on health tenns he tied it to devaluing 
property value.) 

o Comment: Ron Robinson- The cancer association is the same didn’t say the dangers of 
smoking back in the 70’s-80s. 

o Comment: Lee Robinson- She will have to endure 24/7 365 days of radiation, church 
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attendees would not.

I guess there's 
nothing we can do about that, but all you'll get is Smoke Shops and Marijuana Shops, and that's not 
what we want. 

Bill Giamela said he was ready to evict the back tenants, he said he checked on it and the tenant told 
him no police had ever come in. 

On a good note. Cafe Aficionado is doing very well, and we need more businesses like that!!!! But if 
we get more bad elements on the street, we won't keep them long. 

Can Alex rent out to a marijuana shop without them having some type of permit? I know Mitch has 
been instrumental in this matter, so I'm sending this information to him too. 

Sorry, I had to at least pass on this information to all concerned. The challenges are mounting! 

Any info you can supply to me to calm my nerves would be helpful!

NENC Candidate Forum, DONE Rep. Jose Galdavez (moderator): asked 3 questions to the 
candidates regarding their thoughts on a pressing issue, their action on the board if elected and a their 
ideas to have more involvement in NCs 

Aliso Canyon Disaster Health Research Study Community Advisory Group, Jufter Clayson: There 
will be 6 representative from affected NCs. These NCs will then choose the rest of the CAG through 
the nomination fonn. 

o NENC chose Mike Kaiser as the NENC Representative 
Propose Telecommunication Facility ZA-2018-4022-CUW, Brandon Towner from Sprint: Sprint 
had checked out two other locations but they were not viable. The reason for installing is due to the 
‘increase rate of dropped calls” and poor coverage. The tower meets all FCC regulations, 
o Q: Was this the last available location? Yes 

o Q: Where is the nearest antenna? There are 2 on Balboa (Nordhoff and Plummer) and a 
third at CSUN. 

o Q: Is it common for them to be near residential areas? Sprint tries to stay away from 
residential areas but they could not find a commercial location,

Council Budget Advocates which called for more transparency in the 
City, sidewalk repair, and the creation of a City Manager position. Board 
member Asaad Alnajjar pointed out that all of the items named in the 
motion except the City Manager position are already in effect in the City 
of Los Angeles. The Motion passed overwhelmingly. 

• A motion from David Balen and Jason Hector calling on the Board to issue a 
letter to CD12 requesting the formation of a Porter Ranch Arts Council was 
tabled without discussion. 

• Approved motion from Susan Gorman-Chang for a "self nomination" for a 
permanent Fenceline monitoring system under AB617. Discussion regarding 
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how one of the requirement is the area be "economically disenfranchised." It 
was decided to point out that there are several lower income communities in 
the San Fernando Valley at large. During Public Comment on the item Matt 
Pakucko expressed concern that if the current monitoring system isn't 
registering harmful levels of toxins in the air then a new system may only 
further substantiate that data. 

• Approved motion for PRNC to identify what they want to see from the $1 
million health study and present them to the Health Study Technical Advisory 
Group. 

• Motion to spend $21,375 for tree removal was dialed back to $9,000 as the 
Board presently has $15,000 in its account. 

• Approved $2,500 to Porter Ranch Community School for golf tournament. 

• Approved $1,000 to Castlebay Lane Elementary for STEM and Robotics 
program.

Getting Medical Intervention to Those in Need ... 

On Wednesday, City Council unanimously passed a Resolution I presented alongside 
four of my colleagues supporting the County's demand that the California legislature 
expand the definition of "gravely disabled" to include those cases of "medical treatment 
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where the lack or failure of such treatment results in 
substantial physical harm or death." This expanded 
definition would allow officials to more effectively treat 
preventable causes of death among the homeless 
population particularly those suffering from mental 
illness. 

This change to the grave disability law would include 
people who cannot access healthcare because of 
mental illness. It also would allow service providers 
and first responders to administer involuntary care to 
an individual if that person faces immediate harm or 
death without such care. 

Medical intervention is the crucial missing piece as we seek to address the 
homelessness crisis in Los Angeles. First responders cannot be effective in assisting 
those experiencing serious mental health crises if they cannot compel care for those 
unwilling or unable to help themselves. This change will allow us to deliver life changing 
services to those that need it most. 

The need for this change is underscored in a January 10 report from the LA County 
Department of Mental Health that found that a "significant number" of the 831 deaths of 
homeless people in LA County last year were due to treatable medical conditions. When 
State law stops us from preventing individuals from dying on our streets, it's time to 
make a change. 


RECENT LEGISLATION 


Finding a Resolution to the RecycLA Mess... 

This week I introduced legislation today to establish a 
process for the City to exit the troubled Exclusive Waste 
Franchise otherwise known as RecycLA. In 2012, I voted 
against the establishment of the twelve exclusive 
franchise zones that would grant a monopoly on 
sanitation services to a single company within each zone 
because this would eliminate any potential competition 
that would ensure quality of service from haulers. 

Unsurprisingly, RecycLA is failing to deliver the basic city 
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service of reliable trash pickup. The waste haulers have had more than enough 
opportunity to work out the difficulties of the transition yet our constituents remain 
overcharged and underserved. There comes a time when we must recognize that the 
fault lies not with the service providers but with the program itself. Rather than persist in 
error, it's time for the City to clean up this mess. 

RecycLA was purportedly established in order to move towards the City's Zero Waste 
Goals, improve air quality, and reduce traffic congestion. However, the program's 
implementation has brought disastrous challenges and shortcomings. 

In the six months since the initial rollout, City Council offices have been inundated with 
phone calls and complaints from property managers, business owners, and residents all 
with concerns regarding the failures of the RecycLA program. Common complaints 
include confusion and frustration regarding new fees, over-charging and inaccurate 
billing, frequent and repeated missed pickups, and poor customer service from waste 
haulers. Missed collections have led to substantial health risks and citations from the LA 
County Department of Health. Moreover, many residents have complained of their rates 
skyrocketing up to 400% more than previous rates. There are currently 28,000 service 
complaints. For perspective, there are 80,000 accounts citywide. 

The motion I filed instructs the City Attorney to report back to Council regarding the 
actions necessary to exit the Exclusive Waste Franchise.

1) First, would you be able to start be explaining a little bit about the Neighborhoods FIRST initiative and how it is addressing the 
homelessness crisis in CD-12? 

Neighborhoods FIRST (Fully Integrated Resources & Support Team) is a 
multi-pronged effort that leads with compassion to remove barriers to 
housing and employment for people currently experiencing homelessness 
while working to prevent those on the edges from slipping into the 
homeless population and improve the tools available to communities to 
alleviate the impacts of homelessness on neighborhoods. 


2) A lot of what is in the media right now regarding the councilman and the homeless crisis is his response to issue of homeless 
individuals and families living out of RV and other vehicles. Would you be able to share more about this particular issue and what the 
councilman plans to do about the regulating of sales of RVs and other vehicles to those who intend on living out of them? 
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RE: Meet Your Representative 


LAMC 85.02 restricted overnight dwelling vehicles to industrial areas of 
the City. The result is industrial areas of Los Angeles, like a large area of 
Chatsworth, has seen an exponential spike in the number of RVs lining the 
streets. Council member Englander's Office works closely with LAPD and 
the Department of Transportation's Parking Enforcement to ensure that all 
parking regulations are followed and enforced. 

3) What is the councilman’s stance regarding the homeless encampments around LA and the policing taking place in and around these 
encampments? 

Council member Englander has provided additional funding for the LAPD 
HOPE Team operating in CD12. Our HOPE Officers are on patrol in CD12 
four days a week. The goal of the HOPE Team is to make contact with those 
experiencing homelessness and offer them resources. They will also 
enforce city ordinances regarding public right of way and ADA access. 

4) The councilman was quoted in the LA Daily News saying: “We must still address the policy failures that are at root of the homelessness 
crisis in Los Angeles”, would you be able to share a bit more about the specific policies that the councilman is referring to and what those 
failures are? 

I can't speak for Councilmember Englander, however the City and County 
are lacking in the number of shelter beds available to those experiencing 
homelessness. Prop HHH is bringing new funding specifically to build 
housing for those in need, but it will take time for new construction to be 
completed. Also, many recent statewide 
ballot initiatives have exacerbated the crisis. 


5)What is the influence or how much influence do Neighborhood Councils have in the districts ability to move initiatives forward and 
allow for resolve to take place in solving the homeless crisis in our city? 

The Neighborhood Councils of CD12 are vital partners in this crisis. The 
Neighborhood Councils serve as an 

invaluable advisory resource. Councilmember Englander recently brought 
together members from the ten Neighborhood Councils in CD12 for a 
conversation on the homelessness crisis. All of those in attendance were 
seeking way in which their communities could help. Councilmember 
Englander's Office has an open door for our Neighborhood Councils and 
their ideas and opinions are crucial. CD12 is fortunate to have caring and 
active Neighborhood Councils.

Our Mutual Responsibilities... 
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Homelessness is currently impacting the safety and quality of life in 
every neighborhood in our City. While historically the issue may have 
been concentrated to a few areas, those days are long past. 

While the problem may be larger than ever, today, thanks to the voters 
of Los Angeles, the City now has more resources than ever to address 
the crisis. Measure H and Proposition HHH have given us a once in a 
generation chance to provide housing and services to those 
experiencing homelessness.

Selecting a New Chief for LAPD... 

On Wednesday of this week, City Council 
held a special hearing with the 
leadership of the Los Angeles Police 
Commission so that Councilmembers 
could have the opportunity to articulate 
their views on what they want to see in 
the next Chief of the Los Angeles Police 
Department. 

The Los Angeles Police Chief holds one 
of the most important positions in Los 
Angeles City government. His or her decisions impact the lives and 
safety of every resident of our City. As Chair of the City's Public Safety 
Committee, I believe it is critical that the next Chief meet the 
expectations of not just the City's political leadership and department 
rank-and-file, but of the people of Los Angeles. 

I'm pleased that the Los Angeles Police Commission has conducted the 
most open and collaborative search process in the history of the 
department. They have solicited the input of Councilmembers and the 
public through town halls and an online survey . If you have not yet 
completed the online survey you should do so. here. 

My own view is that the new chief needs to be accountable for the 
performance of the department. That accountability is not limited only 
to crime statistics but also how the department manages and deploys 
the resources it is allotted. The new chief must also recognize the 
changing nature of policing as social media transforms the relationship 
of the police with the community. The police department must also have 
a strategy for how it confronts new challenges like homelessness which 
are different in nature than some of the gang and drug challenges of 
the past.

Celebrating the Pioneer Women of Los Angeles... 
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March marks the beginning of Women's History Month. This is a time 
when we acknowledge the often overlooked accomplishments and 
contributions of women. I want to personally thank the many hard¬ 
working, talented women of my staff which I'm proud to say make up 
50% of my office including the top positions of Chief of Staff and 
Deputy Chief of Staff. I am very aware of the fact that much of my 
success as your Councilmember is due to the dedication and 
professionalism of these individuals. 

In Council, we also celebrated some very special women whose 
accomplishments merited recognition with the Pioneer Woman Awards. 
Each Council District selected one woman for the award. In Council 
District 12, we recognized the work and sacrifice of Officer Kristin 
Dimich. 

Normally, after such a ceremony, this article would include a picture of 
Officer Dimich. However, her role with the Los Angeles Police 
Department includes undercover work which prevents me from sharing 
a photo of her online. And while I cannot share a photo of the event, I 
can tell you her story which is both remarkable and not uncommon 
among the female officers of LAPD. 

Kristen Dimich was born and raised in the Los Angeles area with her 
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younger brother. As the daughter of a Deputy District Attorney, she 
learned about law enforcement and the criminal justice system at 
an early age. 

As a young adult, Kristen began working for the Los Angeles County 
Probation Department and quickly worked into the position of a 
counselor, primarily with those who were contemplating suicide. 

While working in this role, Kristen found great satisfaction in making a 
real difference in people’s lives. She knew, however, that she might be 
able to make a bigger difference in her community by becoming a 
law enforcement officer. 

Kristen started the Los Angeles Police Academy on March 28, 2011. 
Her attitude towards her work and passion for the job made her a 
popular person around the station and someone who was a 
valued partner. Because of her positive attitude and her willingness to 
put forth maximum effort into any assignment, Kristen has been chosen 
to work a variety of assignments despite her short tenure on the job. 
Her reputation has allowed her to work the assignments that she is 
most passionate about. 

Kristen has chosen to work those assignments that give her the ability 
to work hands-on with those who cannot defend themselves. She was 
such a standout while working with young prostitutes in the Devonshire 
Vice Section that she was selected to work the Valley Bureau Human 
Trafficking Task Force, where she was not only able to arrest and 
prosecute Human Trafficking suspects, but to remove the victims from 
their grasp and put them on a path to recovery. Through her work, 
Kristen earned an “E” award for Excellence in Public Safety. 

Kristen’s current assignment is in Valley Bureau’s Homeless Outreach 
and Proactive Engagement (HOPE) unit, working exclusively in Council 
District 12. Working with the homeless has given her, once again, the 
opportunity to work hands-on with vulnerable people and truly make a 
positive difference in their lives. Drawing on her background of 
counseling, Kristen has the unique ability to convince people to take 
the help that is offered to put them on a path to get off the streets.

This week, I had the honor of representing Los 
Angeles and our interests as a City at the 
National League of Cities Conference in 
Washington DC and Access DC. I met with our 
national representatives and various federal 
agencies to discuss the priorities of our region 
as well as share our on-the-ground experience 
of what works when it comes to addressing 
common challenges. 

My view is that as local elected officials, we have a better 
understanding of how the federal government can assist our efforts 
and can report back on which national initiatives are working and which 
need improvement. Therefore my job is to advocate for the resources 
to augment our efforts so our federal, state, and local services can 
complement each other. 

This year, my main focus at the conference 
was addressing the issue of homelessness. I 
frequently state that meeting this challenge 
requires an "all-hands-on-deck" approach and 
that absolutely includes the federal 
government. With homelessness 
disproportionately impacting veterans, those 
battling addiction, and individuals suffering 
from mental illness, the federal government is 

a necessary participant to providing adequate services to resolve the 
issue. 

In my time in DC, I met with the US Department of Veterans Affairs, the 
National Alliance to End Homelessness, and multiple Members of 
Congress alongside other members of Los Angeles' delegation. Our 
collective presence and focus made the point that this issue is the 
primary challenge and concern facing our communities and that we 
expect the various agencies working in this space to be part of the 
solution.

Securing our City Before the Next Earthquake -- 
UPDATED... 


Last week, my colleagues on City Council took a major step to securing 
the safety of tens of thousands of residents in Los Angeles with the 
Budget and Finance committee approving mv legislation to establish a 
seismic retrofit loan program in Los Angeles for at-risk properties. This 
week, that legislation passed the full City Council unanimously. The 
Chief Legislative Office and Chief Administrative Office will now prepare 
options for structuring the loan program. 
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In 2015, Council approved an ordinance for mandatory retrofits of 
certain buildings which pose a risk of collapse during an earthquake. 
Many of these are older, rent-controlled units. The cost of 
performing these much-needed retrofits is often prohibitively expensive 
and there are few available financing options that could make it feasible 
for landlords. 

By establishing a loan program, we can reduce the financial burden of 
these retrofits while securing the lives and property of residents 
throughout Los Angeles. The legislation now moves to the full Council 
for a vote. 

The next major earthquake is not a matter of if, but when. By adopting 
this motion and establishing this program swiftly, we can ensure the 
safety of the residents of our city living in vulnerable housing. Read the 
LA Times write-up of the legislation.

My CD12 Rapid Response team is a proactive effort to remove blight 
and hazards from our streets before they are allowed to linger and 
negatively impact our neighborhoods. 

On any given day, you can spot our Rapid Response team patrolling 
the district in a yellow pick up truck and removing things like bulky 
items, downed vegetation blocking the street, and illegal dumping. They 
also serve comb our neighborhoods while identifying and reporting 
service needs that require specialized equipment or safety gear to 
address.

RECENT LEGISLATION 


Requiring Reformation of Residential Drug and 
Alcohol Treatment Facility Laws... 

This week, I submitted a resolution to support Assembly Bill 3162 
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Councilmember Mitchell Englander's E-News - April 13, 2018 


(Friedman), which would clarify and 
reform state licensing laws for residential 
drug and alcohol treatment facilities. 

Currently, the California Department of 
Health Care Services (DHCS) has the 
authority to regulate residential drug and 
alcohol treatment facilities and enforce 
state licensing laws via fines and 
penalties. 

Under existing regulations, residential licensing does not require that 
services permitted under the license are provided solely at the location 
where the State license is issued. Some licensees are exploiting this 
loophole by buying multiple adjacent houses and creating campus-style 
facilities in residential neighborhoods that combine services at multiple 
addresses. 

Due to the huge profits and the current nominal fines and penalties, 
many licensees continue to operate these campus-style facilities and 
suffer minimal recourse. This is a detriment to patients seeking an 
individualized therapeutic environment, as well as to the character and 
quality of life of the surrounding neighborhood. 

AB 3162 is currently pending in the State Assembly and, if passed, 
would grant DHCS greater licensing oversight for small facilities, update 
fines, and prevent clustering of treatment centers in residential 
neighborhoods.

The 
men grabbed a garden hose and began to spray water on the driver 
and his surroundings to keep him from burning alive. The driver was 
transported to the West Hills Hospital burn unit with burns over 50% of 
his body. Without their intervention, the driver surely would have

burned to death.

The second set of heroes observed a Toyota Corolla drive through a 
red light narrowly colliding with a vehicle on Roscoe Blvd. The vehicle 
eventually stopped after colliding with one of the railroad crossing 
signal boxes, disabling the vehicle and leaving it on the train's tracks. 

Community members exited their own vehicles and quickly ran up to the 
driver’s window. They observed the driver passed out, leaning against

the window. At that moment, the crossing arms began to come down as 
the bells and signals activated. They managed to break the driver's 
window, unlock the door, and drag the driver out mere moments before 
the train collided with the vehicle on the tracks. 

The driver had suffered a medical condition which impeded her driving 
ability but is alive and well today because of the strangers that saved 
her life.

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These men and women play a critical role in managing emergency 
incident communications. They are the first line of communication when 
someone has an emergency. They must remain calm while extracting 
essential, life-saving invormation - often providing comfort to callers.

Public Safety Telecommunicators Week, we must continue to express 
our sincere appreciation every day of the year. 

Thank you to our dispatchers for not only handling stressful situations 
and ensuring our public safety, but for always being the FIRST first 
responder in an emergency.

Reports from our Staff: Rattlesnake Safety while 
Hiking... 
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Our Field Deputy, Jessie Strobel, would like to remind you to stay safe 
while hiking or enjoying outdoor activities during snake season. 

With the Spring's warmer weather conditions, snakes of many species 
are through hunkering down for Winter, making human encounters with 
these elusive creatures more likely. Although most native snakes are 
harmless, the California Department of Fish and Wildlife recommends 
steering clear of the venomous rattlesnake - and knowing what to do in 
the event of a strike. 

Snakes, including California rattlesnakes, may be encountered while 
recreating outdoors in parks, open spaces or on hiking trails. 

Snakes generally seek shelter from the sun by hiding under rocks, 
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bushes or in caves and animal burrows during the day. When it’s cooler 
at night, they can become more active as they hunt for prey. 

Remember the following safety tips to help avoid snake bites: 

• Always be aware of your surroundings 

• Walk in areas where the ground is clear so you can see a few 
steps ahead 

• Be aware of where you sit, before you sit, especially in shady 
areas 

• Wear protective clothing, such as long pants, long-sleeved shirts 
and hiking boots 

• Wear gloves and long-sleeved shirts when moving brush or rocks 

• Never reach into cracks in rocks, animal burrows or under bushes 

• Avoid nighttime hikes & sleeping outdoors on the ground 
when snakes are most active 

• Do not tease, handle or attempt to kill a rattlesnake 

• If you encounter a snake, move out of the way 

• Do not panic or blindly run away without looking carefully where 
you are going 

Wildlife officials say it is a misconception that all rattlesnakes make 
noise before striking. The majority of rattlesnakes are silent, but 
generally will not attack unless provoked. The most important first-aid 
tip if bitten by any snake is to call 911 immediately and get to the 
nearest hospital or emergency room right away. It is best to not use 
other first-aid methods because they are often useless and may cause 
you more harm. 

If you are bitten by a snake, follow these safety precautions: 

• Remain calm 

• Put a safe distance between you and the snake 

• Call 9-1-1 for help; speak clearly and give accurate landmark 
information about your location for first responders to find 

• Immediately remove rings, watches and bracelets from all limbs 
due to the potential for swelling once bit 

• If possible, get to the nearest hospital or emergency room right 
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away 

• Keep the bite area immobilized and level with the heart

The Coalition to Ban Billboard Blight, led by Patrick Frank, has been 
advocating to receive support from NCs around LA. There are a few already filed under CF 11-1705 which will be similar 
to NWNC.

Board Comments 

• Jason Hector praised our office and Jessie in particular for help with matters 
related to Porter Ranch parks. David Balen echo'd Hector's comments. 

• Susan Gorman-Chang announced the start of Clean Streets - Clean Starts in 
Porter Ranch. The program begins May 8th. David Balen pointed out the program 
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began with our office. She also promoted the Earth Day event's vegan food and 
pretend passports with stickers for children. Gorman-Chang was asked if parking 
had been relaxed so cars could park on the street. Jennifer Milbauer responded 
that it was "fine" and they used the street for parking last year with no issues. 

David Balen expressed his gratitude for how helpful our office had been regarding 
the Earth Day event. 

• Treasurer Andrew Krowne reported that the PRNC has roughly $15,000 left to spend in this 
fiscal year. Jennifer Milbauer inquired if the Board could ask our office to roll over the 
funds to the next fiscal year, Krowne informed her that the answer is "no" and it has 
nothing to do with CD12, the City Clerk's Office is the deciding entity. The rollover of funds 
last year was a "gift" due to the malfeasance of the previous treasurer.

• Board took up support of a White Paper issued by Neighborhood Council Budget 
Advocates which called for more transparency in the City, sidewalk repair, and 
the creation of a City Manager position. Board member Asaad Alnajjar pointed 
out that all of the items named in the motion except the City Manager position are 
already in effect in the City of Los Angeles.

Mounds of rotting clothes, a broken U-Haul trailer, sleeping bags, rusting shopping carts (some hidden 
under trees), food and paper trash now litter the area near the 118 overpass. I have seen evidence of 
a small campfire, too. It is unsafe, unsightly and unsanitary.

From increased enforcement of sanitation and safety codes to stronger 
partnerships with service providers, and most importantly, funding to move those living on the 
street into shelters, I'm looking forward to seeing this plan in writing and reviewing it during the 
upcoming budget hearings for the Fiscal Year. 

I've said it many times that there is no quick fix to resolving the homelessness crisis in Los 
Angeles. Rather, it will take focus, determination, and perseverance from all involved parties. I 
look forward to working with the mayor and my colleagues to bring the necessary resources to 
bear to truly address this issue.

RECENT LEGISLATION 


Initiating the LADWP 'Floating Solar' Pilot Program... 
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This week, I joined LADWP Chief Operating Officer Marty Adams, LADWP Chief Sustainability 
Officer Nancy Sutley, Los Angeles County Business Coalition President Mary Leslie, 
Actor/Enviornmental Activists Ed Begley Jr. and Matt Walsh, and students from Porter Ranch 
Community School to introduce legislation calling for LADWP to explore options to install “floating 
solar” panels on Los Angeles reservoirs. 

Floating solar is an emerging and extremely efficient form of renewable clean energy. By 
covering the surface of reservoirs, floating solar conserves water by reducing evaporation and 
prevents harmful algae growth by blocking sunlight. Additionally, there is no land costs 
associated with the installation and there is greater efficiency of output due to the cooling effect 
of water. 

Los Angeles reservoirs provide hundreds of acres of local surface area that can be used as a 
platform for capturing solar energy. The initial pilot calls for approximately 11.6 MegaWatts of 
solar installation on DWP reservoirs. That is enough energy to power approximately 3,190 homes 
per year and the offset 15.9 million lbs. of C02 emissions per year or the equivalent of removing 
1,567, cars from the road. LADWP estimates that Los Angeles Reservoirs have an achievable 
potential of 53 MW which translates to the electrical use of 21,000 homes annually or the 
equivalent of taking 10,320 cars off the road. 

According to the State Renewable Portfolio Standards (RPS), retail sellers and publicly owned 
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utilities are required to procure 50 percent of their electricity 
from renewable energy resources by 2030. 

Los Angeles is in a unique position to lead the country in the 
adoption of clean, renewable energy. With our geography, 
our climate, and our city-owned and operated utility, we have 
all the ingredients necessary to push for the wide-use and 
adoption of solar energy. By co-locating these panels on 
city-owned reservoirs, we eliminate the land-use cost and 
impacts of traditional solar panels.

"Surrender Your Supply Before You Fly": Marijuana 
Amnesty Boxes at LAX... 

This week I introduced legislation calling for Los Angeles International Airport (LAX) to install 
"marijuana amnesty boxes" so that travelers can surrender cannabis that they may accidentally 
have on their person before they fly. Although possession is legal in the City of Los Angeles, it 
remains illegal in any amount under federal law which has jurisdiction over air travel. 
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I want to make sure that residents and visitors to Los Angeles can 
enjoy a hassle-free experience at our airport. And while I do not 
encourage that travelers have marijuana on their person when 
they arrive at LAX, this legislation provides an easy remedy for the 
occasions when this does occur so that flyers can stay on the right 
side of the law. 

LAX services over 84 million travelers each year. Those that 
mistakenly carry with them any amount of cannabis can be subject 
to a verbal warning, fine, or arrest. To mitigate the chance of a 
traveler being cited or arrested for possession of cannabis, 

several airports across the nation have installed "amnesty boxes" which allow individuals the 
opportunity to surrender cannabis without punishment before boarding flights. 

With California the latest state to legalize the recreational use of marijuana, it is important to take 
necessary steps to inform and protect law abiding citizens by installing amnesty boxes at LAX.

The primary issue affecting safety and livability in CD12 today is the rise in homelessness: 

• RVs 

• Panhandling 

• property crime 

• blight 

This is an issue affecting every corner of Los Angeles and we've been developing programs around it for a while. 

• Helped find funding (no taxpayer dollars) to establish and build first shelter in district for homeless families at the San 
Fernando Valley Rescue Mission 

• 250LA with SFV Rescue Mission seeks to shelter an additional 250 homeless children and their families through commitment 
donations by local small businesses (100 dollars a month) 

• 2 Mobile Showers each provide 104 showers a day to homeless individuals across the value and serves as a key start of the 
conversation to getting someone to accept health 

• Donuts and Donations drive brings additional resources to the shelter through individual contributions 

On August 1st, 2017 the Councilmember announced the launch of a far more aggressive program than anything we've seen so far 
and will focus specifically on CD12, the Neighborhoods FIRST program: 

• FIRST stands for Fully Integrated Resources and Support Team 

• Office will hire a full-time staffer devoted to addressing issues of homelessness 

• First task will be assessing/mapping all of the homeless hot spots, potential funding sources, advocacy groups, and volunteer 
networks active in the area 

• The Neighborhoods FIRST initiative will help coordinate action to tackle problems by marshaling the resources identified and 
developing plans of action to address the issues 

• Will also look to pilot untested ideas working with leading policy makers in this space. 

Main goal is to stop managing the problem and start fixing it. There will be measurable goals/metrics and we are looking for the 
involvement of every community to not just tell us what/where problems are but what a workable solution could be. 

We must also recognize collective responsibility. Communities that block responsible development and housing is committing 
NIMBYism and complicit in this problem. Over the long term, the only thing that can stop rising homelessness is by getting the price of 
housing under control. The high price of housing is a direct result of the lack of new housing which has constricted supply.

• Susan Gorman-Chang announced the start of Clean Streets - Clean 
Starts in Porter Ranch. The program begins May 8th. David Balen 
pointed out the program began with our office. She also promoted the 
Earth Day event's vegan food and pretend passports with stickers for 
children. Gorman-Chang was asked if parking had been relaxed so cars 
could park on the street. Jennifer Milbauer responded that it was "fine" 
and they used the street for parking last year with no issues. David Balen 
expressed his gratitude for how helpful our office had been regarding the 
Earth Day event. 

• Treasurer Andrew Krowne reported that the PRNC has roughly $15,000 left to 
spend in this fiscal year. Jennifer Milbauer inquired if the Board could ask our 
office to roll over the funds to the next fiscal year, Krowne informed her that the 
answer is "no" and it has nothing to do with CD12, the City Clerk's Office is the 
deciding entity.

Yet even as he celebrates that milestone, Musk faces new challenges on another 
underground project: a 2.7-mile tunnel planned along Sepulveda Boulevard on L.A.'s 
Wests ide. 

Tw o neighborhood groups have filed a law suit over the city of Los Angeles' proposal 
to fast-track the project by exempting it from environmental review. In Culver City, 
w here the Sepulveda tunnel could end, officials are contemplating their ow n court 
challenge. And debate continues over the effect Musk's transportation initiative could 
have on surface traffic, economic equity and the environment. 

"There's pressure in Silicon Valley for companies to move fast and break things," said

Meghan Sahli-Wells, Culver City's vice mayor. "But those companies don't have to pick 
up the pieces. ... We're not going to let them come in here w ithout a plan." 

Two Westside organizations, the Brentwood Residents Coalition and the Sunset 
Coalition, sued L.A. this month, saying the city violated state law w hen it sought to 
w aive environmental review for the tunnel. 

Musk's Boring Co. has posted images online show ing a spider w eb of possible tunnel 
routes across L.A., with proposed stations at the Getty Center, Dodger Stadium, Union 
Station and Los Angeles International Airport. Opponents say that map is evidence that 
the proposed Westside tunnel, w hich w ould start near Pico and Sepulveda boulevards, 
is part of a much larger planned underground transportation network. 

The law suit said state law bars agencies from giving "piecemeal" approval to one 
component of a larger construction project. The state's environmental law "cannot be 
evaded by chopping large projects into smaller pieces that taken individually appear to 
have no significant environmental impacts," the suit said. 

Last month, the Los Angeles City Council's public works committee unanimously agreed 
to exempt the tunnel from environmental analysis, w hich can add months or years to 
project timelines. The move still needs a full council vote. 

In March, a city commission approved the route that the Boring Co. would use for 
hauling 80,000 cubic yards of dirt from the Westside tunnel. The panel also determined 
the project is exempt from state environmental law, according to the law suit. The tw o 
Westside groups are challenging both actions. 

A spokesman for Mayor Eric Garcetti had no comment on the lawsuit, and a 
representative of the Boring Co. did not respond to questions Friday from The Times. 
The firm w ould conduct an environmental review if it moved forw ard w ith plans for 
passenger service in L.A., a Boring Co. official said last month. 

The Boring Co. has said its technology could move drivers, as well as pods carrying 
passengers and bicyclists, through tunnels at speeds of up to 130 mph. A video 
simulation released by the company last year show s a driver steering onto a car-sized 
platform on the street, parallel to the curb. The platform, called a skate, sinks 
dow nw ard like an elevator, then carries the car through the tunnel. 

The Boring Co. is set to participate in a tow n hall-style meeting Thursday at Bel-Air's 
Leo Baeck Temple. One online flier for the event read, "Please join us to learn more 
about the Boring Company's vision to alleviate soul-destroying traffic through Loop, a 
zero-emissions, high-speed, underground public transportation system!" 

The video posted on Instagram show s a sped-up trip through the Haw thorne tunnel on 
a narrow railw ay track. Musk said in the caption that the public w ill be able to take free 
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rides in the tunnel in a few months, "pending final regulatory approvals." 

Faced with Musk's bold vision and aggressive timelines, cities in Los Angeles County 
w ill be forced to balance the painstaking process of public planning w ith efforts to 
innovate and embrace new technology, experts said. 

Officials from the Metropolitan Transportation Authority, w hich has jurisdiction over 
county transportation projects, met w ith Boring Co. employees last month. In a 
statement, Metro said the Boring Co. will coordinate with the agency to avoid conflicts 
between Musk's proposed tunnel and a heavy rail line planned through the Sepulveda 
Pass. 

An environmental review could help address residents' fears that tunneling in an 
earthquake-prone area could damage their homes or pose a threat to public safety, said 
Jim Moore, a USC professor who is a longtime critic of Metro's subway projects. 
Approving a project w ithout that information also could expose the city to law suits, he 
said. 

As rich as Musk may be, Moore said, "L.A.'s pockets are deeper." 

Santa Monica City Manager Rick Cole criticized L.A.'s push for the environmental 
exemption, arguing that tw o council members are "trying to ingratiate themselves w ith a 
billionaire to promote a misguided approach to transportation." 

Cole, a former deputy mayor to Garcetti, argued that the project w ill undermine L.A.'s 
w ork in discouraging spraw I, considered a major contributor to greenhouse gases. He 
also w arned that the tunneling project could create a new class divide among 
commuters. 

"We'll have people stuck in traffic on the surface, and this miracle fast lane 
underground for the people w ho can afford it," he said. "It'll be toll lanes on steroids." 

City Councilman Paul Koretz, who is pushing for the exemption, disputed the notion that 
he is currying favor w ith Musk. "Billionaires are all over my district," said Koretz, w ho 
represents Bel-Air, w here Musk has a home. "I don't particularly care. I treat them like 
anyone else." 

Koretz said he is acting because he is excited by the technology being pursued by the 
Boring Co. and hopes the project can be built more quickly and at a low er cost than 
other forms of transportation — and at no government expense. 

"I w ould like to see something like this take us from LAX to Westw ood to the Valley at a 
minimum by the Olympics" in 2028 — w hen L.A. w ill host the Summer Games and 
Westw ood w ill play a major role, he said. 
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In recent weeks, Koretz has helped setup tours of the Hawthorne test site for 
neighborhood leaders in his district. 

Barbara Broide, president of the Westwood South of Santa Monica Boulevard 
Homeow ners Assn., got to see the entrance to the tunnel but did not go inside. She 
said the tour did not change her opinion that the project needs more environmental 
review than Garcetti and the council are contemplating. 

"It should have more rigorous discussion," Broide said. "It looks like a transportation 
project, and I w ant to know w hy it's not being review ed like a transportation project."

Elon Musk Promises Free Rides Through Tunnel, but to Where?

Billionaire businessman Elon Musk is promising the public "free rides" in the next few 
months through the first high-speed passenger tunnel drilled beneath Los Angeles by 
his aptly named underground transit venture, the Boring Company. 

The question is w hether the tunnel as advertised by Musk on social media w ill live up to 
the sensation he stirred by suggesting commuters w ill soon get to sample a new 
subterranean traffic system he has under development in the nation's second-largest 
city. 

The tunnel show n in an attention-getting video clip Musk posted to Instagram on 
Thursday actually runs not under Los Angeles but beneath the tiny, adjacent 
municipality of Hawthorne, where his Boring Company and SpaceX rocket firm are both 
headquartered. 

And it w as uncertain w hether the permits he received from the Haw thorne w ould even 
allow the public to set foot in the tunnel, originally proposed strictly as an experimental 
project to test Musk's concepts for a high-speed transit netw ork. 

"There will be no cars or people in the research tunnel," according to the minutes of a 
special Hawthorne city council meeting last August to review the proposed easement, 
or right-of-w ay, Boring sought for the tunnel. 

Musk, w ho also leads the Tesla Inc electric car manufacturing company, launched his 
foray into public transit after he complained on Tw itter in December 2016 that clogged 
traffic w as "driving me nuts," vow ing then to "build a boring machine and just start 
digging." 
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Musk maintained his air of bravura in his latest Instagram message, w hich w as 
repeated to his Tw itter account. 

"First Boring Company tunnel under LA almost done! Pending final regulatory approvals, 
w e w ill be offering free rides to the public in a few months," he w rote. 

According to public records, Boring started w ith a 350-foot-long tunnel on private 
property belonging to SpaceX and later sought the easement to extend the tunnel 
another 2 miles underground beneath Hawthorne city streets. 

Boring has since sought approval to dig a similar experimental tunnel that w ould run for 
2.7 miles beneath the busy w est side of Los Angeles proper but has yet to break 
ground there. 

Both plans were pitched as first steps toward developing a subterranean network of 
tunnels envisioned by Musk for rapidly w hisking car and pedestrian traffic w ithin and 
betw een cities to ease road congestion at the surface. 

"Super huge thanks to everyone that helped w ith this project," Musk said in his social 
media messages. "As mentioned in prior posts, once fully operational (demo system 
rides w ill be free), the system w ill alw ays give priority to pods for pedestrians & 
cyclists for less than the cost of a bus ticket." 

The message accompanied a fast-forward video of the tunnel's interior shot by a 
camera traveling the length of the cylindrical passagew ay, w ell lit and roughly 12 feet in 
diameter. A man in a hard hat is seen w orking at one end of apparently unfinished 
underground tube. 

Musk w as not available for comment. Jehn Hemme, a spokesw oman for Boring, 
declined to comment w hen asked to clarify Musk's Instagram post and w hat the video 
actually depicted. 

While Musk referred to the tunnel as the first his company has excavated under "LA", 
the footage is from the existing tunnel in Hawthorne, said Alison Simard, a 
spokeswoman for Los Angeles City Councilman Paul Koretz, who has supported 
Boring's request to fast-track approval of a Los Angeles test tunnel. 

She said there was nothing in that request, which City Council's public works 
committee approved in April, that w ould allow public entry into a test tunnel. 

Hawthorne city officials were not available for comment; city offices there are typically 
closed on Fridays.

City Seeking Comments on Silver Lake Master Plan 

May 11, 2018 

The Los Angeles Bureau of Engineering has issued a request for proposals (RFP) for 
an updated Silver Lake Master Plan, and is seeking public comment by May 22nd. 

The Silver Lake and Ivanhoe reservoirs, known collectively as the Silver Lake Reservoir 
Complex, w ere taken offline as a drinking w ater source in 2008, after federal w ater 
quality standards changed, and the city plans to update the master plan, originally 
drafted in 2000 to reflect that change in use. 

According to the RFR the city “has the goal of expanding current successful public use 
of the site, and of discussing new ideas that could be realized over time at the site,” 
including the possibility of opening additional areas of the complex for public use. 

Although the reservoirs no longer store potable water, according to the RFP, the Los 
Angeles Dept, of Water and Pow er (LADWP) still operates several facilities at the 
complex, including pipelines, vaults, equipment, buildings, power and communication 
systems and other infrastructure that w ill continue limit the amount of public access to 
the area. 

“It is mandatory to strike a balance between LADWP operational needs and security 
requirements, and public access,” the RFP reads.

Goldstein Investigation: $1.3M Paving Machine Homeless Man Was Using For 
Shelter Back On The Road After CBS2 Report 

May 11,2018 

A barely-used, $1.3 million paving machine that a homeless man had been using as 
shelter w as back on the road Friday, just days after a CBS2 New s’ report. 

On a torn up street in San Pedro, city crew workers banged on the machine called a 
cold recycler w ith a shovel, tried to figure out w hat buttons to press, and even used a 
piece of firew ood from someone’s yard to try to stabilize the machine’s chassis. 

How ever, most of the time, more than a dozen Los Angeles city w orkers stood around 
and watched as the million-dollar machine made its debut after CBS2’s investigation 
revealed it had been sitting idle in a city yard for almost a year. 
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Street services director Nazario Sauceda claims there’s no connection. 

“Just a coincidence it’s out today the same w eek w e did our investigation?” 
investigative reporter David Goldstein asked him. 

“You used the word ‘coincidence,’” said Sauceda. 

“What word would you use?” countered Goldstein. 

“I w ould support that w ord,” Sauceda conceded. 

On Tuesday, CBS2 showed how a homeless man was sleeping underneath the paver 
after taxpayers shelled out more than $1.3 million to buy it. 

City logs show it w ent into service on June 16 of last year but had only been used 51 
hours in 10 months up to April, including just five hours this year. 

That w as, until today, but w hat happened to the homeless man? 

“There are shelters for homeless if they need help,” said Sauceda, adding he didn’t 
know w hat happened to the man. 

After tw o hours of figuring out how to use it, the paver w as w orking to resurface a 
street in San Pedro. It’s designed to rip up the asphalt, recycle it and repave the street, 
but it didn’t last long. 

Workers w ere back using the shovel after the machine w orked for about an hour, but 
Sauceda refused to admit it. 

“We’re very excited to have the machine here,” said Sauceda. 

“But it’s not doing anything!” Goldstein noticed. 

“That’s w hat you think,” replied Sauceda. “There’s a lot of calibration involved, David.” 
“It’s not paving. It’s not doing anything most of the morning,” Goldstein said. 

“That’s your view,” said Sauceda. 

The City of Los Angeles maintains the machine is still in the testing stages and promised 
it w ill be in use in quite a few streets in a few months.

Here’s where LA’s emergency homeless shelters could go

Los Angeles city leaders are pressing forward with plans to build new emergency 
homeless shelters on land ow ned by the city. 

Last week, Mayor Eric Garcetti and Los Angeles City Council president Herb Wesson 
announced that a shelter w ould rise in a transportation department parking lot in 
Koreatow n, and at least seven more city-ow ned parcels are being considered for 
shelter sites. That’s in addition to a group of trailers near the El Pueblo de Los Angeles 
Historic Monument that w ill be installed later this year. 

Sites include a vacant lot in South LA at Figueroa Street and Slauson Avenue, a small 
parking facility near the Hollywood YMCA, and a West LA lot on Santa Monica 
Boulevard (across the street from the Beverly Hills Porsche dealership). 

Councilmember Paul Krekorian has proposed a total of eight sites in the San Fernando 
Valley, but not all w ould hold shelters; some could support parking lots for people living 
in their vehicles, or storage centers for homeless residents to use, according to 
Krekorian’s motion. 

Ian Thompson, a spokesperson for the councilmember, tells Curbed that Krekorian 
“wants to move forward aggressively to provide housing and services for the 
homeless” in his district. 

Other potential sites for shelters include a pair of lots along busy Ventura Boulevard, a 
vacant parcel near the Van Nuys Metrolink station, and a lot in the heart of the North 
Hollywood Arts District. 

Thanks to a new state law, construction of new shelters w ill be accelerated, allow ing 
projects to bypass much of the city’s lengthy planning process. Garcetti announced last 
month that he w ould include $20 million in his proposed 2018-19 budget to fund the new 
temporary housing centers, expected to provide about 1,500 beds to residents who 
might otherw ise be sleeping on streets and sidewalks. 

According to the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority, the city of Los Angeles 
has few er than 8,000 shelter beds to serve more than 34,000 homeless residents. A 
recent KPCC investigation found that poor conditions in many of those shelters mean 
that thousands of those beds are unoccupied each night. 

The mayor argues that the shelters constructed through his new plan, called “A Bridge 
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Home,” w ill serve as transitional space w here residents can stay w hile w aiting on 
permanent housing the city is funding through Measure HHH. That ballot initiative 
produced $1.2 billion to build 10,000 units of supportive housing with on-site services 
for residents, like job training and drug counseling. 

Plans call for the shelters to be in use for three years. Residents are only expected to 
stay a few months—enough time to be connected w ith needed social services and a 
long-term residence. 

The shelters w ill include beds, bathrooms, and storage for residents’ belongings. 

According to Anna Bahr, deputy press secretary for Garcetti, LA County will pay to 
staff each shelter with service providers so that residents have access to healthcare, 
addiction treatment, and case management. 

These facilities might not be popular w ith neighbors. Already, some Koreatow n 
residents and business ow ners have protested the shelter set to rise close to the 
intersection of Wilshire Boulevard and Vermont. A petition opposing it has garnered 
close to 8,000 signatures since last w eek. 

Vanessa Rodriguez, a spokesperson for Wesson, tells Curbed that the councilmember 
is also considering a site at the intersection of Fairfax Avenue and Venice Boulevard, 
but that a shelter there w ould be “in addition to,” rather than “in lieu of” the Koreatow n 
structure.

City Council President Herb Wesson says the Koreatown location was picked due to 
the high level of homeless in the area and w ould only operate for up to three years. 

Protestors, how ever, are upset that the city decided to move ahead w ith plans for the 
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shelter w ithout holding any public hearings. 

People in favor of the emergency shelter held a counter protest, saying that w hile 
mental health resources need to be added to the city’s plan, the proposal is a step in the 
right direction.

Furor is mounting over proposed Koreatown shelter. Is it NIMBYism, or a 
com m unity 'blindsided' by the city?

The 62-year-old man w ith a scraggly beard and glasses poured w ater from a plastic 
jug onto a towel and began washing up for the new morning outside the tent he shares 
w ith his w ife. 

Koreatow n's been kind to him, said the man, w ho gave his name only as Tony but is 
know n to most as "Maddogg." Those w ho w alk along this stretch of New Hampshire 
Avenue daily know he's sick w ith colon cancer and ask how he's feeling. Others come 
by w ith food. Once, a w ell-dressed man dropped a $100 bill in front of him. When Tony 
tried to return it to him, the man said it w asn't his. 

He returns the favor— keeping the block that he calls home meticulous, picking up 
around him every day. 

"If w e stay here," he said, "w e respect it and keep it clean." 

Mayor Eric Garcetti and City Council President Herb Wesson earlier this month chose a 
city-ow ned Koreatow n parking lot, tw o blocks from w here Tony has been living, to be 
the launch site for the mayor's $20-million initiative for temporary homeless shelters 
across the city. 

With about 400 people living on the streets and nearly 70 encampments, the need in 
Koreatown is pressing and palpable, Garcetti and Wesson said. The 65-bed shelter 
w ould be a "pathw ay" to getting people off the street w hile the city builds permanent 
housing, one of 15 in each council district, they said. 

But the decision to put the shelter near the corner of Wilshire Boulevard and Vermont 
Avenue, in the heart of Koreatow n and w ithin a short distance from several schools, 
has led to overw helming opposition from residents and business ow ners that has 
caught city and community leaders by surprise. 
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Opponents accuse the city of having blindsided the community by choosing the site for 
the shelter and making the announcement w ith little input from those w ho live, w ork and 
run businesses there. They say they see the need, and agree there should be a shelter 
in Koreatow n, but that the current site is unacceptable. 

More than 8,000 people have signed an online petition opposing the plan, and hundreds 
have protested at two weekend rallies demanding the city relocate the shelter site. (A 
smaller group also staged a counter-protest expressing support.) Korean-language 
media have been lambasting the plan, calling it "an arbitrary decision by city 
government." An anonymous donor cut a check for $20,000 to the Korean American 
Federation of Los Angeles to push back against it. 

Many contend that the w ay the lot w as selected and the decision announced w as just 
the latest incident in the city's long history of failing to include the Korean community in 
decisions affecting them. 

"This is just one more time w here the Korean community feels like it w as just invisible," 
said Emile Mack, vice president of the federation, w hich w as inundated w ith calls and 
social media messages from those concerned about the shelter. "It w as just, 'Here's the 
decision.'" 

Mack and other community leaders w ho stood alongside Garcetti and Wesson w hen 
the announcement for the shelter w as made said they w eren't given enough details 
about the proposal in advance, and that the city appeared to have finalized the plans 
before approaching them the w eek before. 

Steve Kang, director of external affairs for the Koreatow n Youth and Community 
Center, said the furor ignited in a grass-roots manner through online forums and social 
media netw orks. 

"Unlike other big Koreatow n issues, this one w as very organic — young moms, young 
dads, grandparents, first and second generation, average ordinary folks," he said. 

Several organizers of the opposition drew comparisons to the 1992 riots, w hen the 
Korean American community felt abandoned and sidestepped by the city. One television 
spot by a Korean-language new s station urging people to come out to this Saturday's 
rally spliced footage from the post-riot peace rally with the previous weekend's protest 
against the shelter. In the clips, Wesson can be heard saying that there w ould be no 
public hearing and Garcetti saying that the lot was city property. 

"Because this crisis demands it," Garcetti said of the shelter. "And w e ow n it." 

Faced w ith the uproar, Garcetti and Wesson, accompanied by Councilman David Ryu, a 
Korean American w ho has previously w orked in the community, met w ith neighborhood 
groups and held a rare news conference specifically for the Korean-language media. 
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They acknow ledged there could have been more outreach but said they did contact 
area businesses, schools, religious organizations and community groups to seek 
support before the public announcement. 

They attempted to dispel notions that the shelter w ill result in blight and safety issues in 
the area, emphasizing there w ould be around-the-clock police presence and that they 
would be bringing those already sleeping on nearby streets to indoor beds where they 
can receive supportive services. 

"No community ever has one voice," Garcetti told the Korean media on the steps of City 
Hall. "Every community w ill alw ays have voices that may have fear, and others that 
have hope." 

Wesson spokeswoman Vanessa Rodriguez said "more outreach could have been 
done," but that given the limited options of city-ow ned property, the lot w as the best 
location in an area of dire need. 

"There may never be a perfect place, but this is pretty close," she said. "It w as about 
w here there are the most of them, and how can w e get them immediate services." 

The entreaties by city leaders have done little to assuage the ire. 

Chan Yong Jeong, a Koreatown attorney, said he has filed a public records request for 
analyses, reports and email correspondence w ithin City Hall regarding the shelter and 
its location. 

He said he and others feared the shelter w ill result in a surge of homeless individuals 
w ho can't all be accommodated by the 65 beds in w hat is a busy corridor central to 
Koreatow n w here schoolchildren often pass. 

"This spot is the w rong place," said Jeong, w ho passed out thousands of fliers urging 
residents to come out to a Saturday afternoon protest. "I don't think there w as a real 
impact analysis. Look at skid row dow ntow n — they could not do anything about it for 
decades." 

Laura Jeon, president of the Korean American Federation, said much of the outrage 
comes from a history of feeling that the community has no voice in city matters. 

"There's distrust in governmental authority and City Hall from the riots. The hurt, the 
memory runs too deep," she said. "We haven't seen this kind of united anger and 
outrage since the riots." 

One community organization, the Korean Resource Center, expressed full support for 
the shelter. 
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David K. Song, chair of its board of directors and an 18-year Koreatow n resident, said 
the vocal opponents didn't speak for everyone in the community. He said he sees the 
need every day on the streets around him, w hen he w alks his daughter to day care or 
takes a stroll w ith his son. 

"You're assuming the w orst. It's not that just because they're there, they'll be a threat," 
he said. "It makes sense to have it in that area for a w hile." 

Tony, the Koreatow n tent dw eller, hadn't heard of the proposed shelter or the uproar 
over it. He had more pressing matters, like sorting out his health insurance. 

Raymond Hunter, 38, has been staying next door to Tony and his w ife in a smaller tent. 
He said he liked Koreatow n for its diversity and energy. "Nobody feels like the king of 
this place," he said. 

He said a shelter w ould go a long w ay to help, especially now that motel vouchers for 
the homeless had dried up. He said it w as the first time in his life that he w as living on 
the street and hoped others could see that the same could happen to them. 

"It could be just the luck of the draw," he said. "Why w ouldn't they w ant to help?"

Lawsuits target city over new laws for homeless housing projects and 
motel conversions

A Venice group sued the city of Los Angeles on Friday over a pair of laws recently 
passed by the City Council that are intended to ease requirements for sheltering 
homeless people. 

Oxford Triangle Assn, claims in a suit filed in Los Angeles Superior Court that the city 
failed to fully consider the environmental impacts of the tw o law s. Another group, Fight 
Back, Venice, filed an identical suit Friday, said Jamie Hall, the attorney for both groups. 

The ordinances being challenged make it easier to build permanent supportive housing 
and to convert motels to units for homeless people. 

The lawsuits cite the California Environmental Quality Act, which requires government 
officials to fully evaluate a new development's impact on the environment. The plaintiffs 
w ant to set aside the law s and force the city to require full environmental review s for 
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projects. 

The law suits don't target specific developments, but Hall said the plaintiffs are 
concerned about two proposed projects in Venice. 

Hall said residents are concerned that the projects are being "shoved dow n their throat 
w ithout any opportunity to provide for comment or feedback." 

Under the permanent supportive housing law passed last month, homeless housing 
developments that meet a list of requirements can avoid a lengthy process at City Hall 
that includes environmental review and can trigger a public hearing. 

The law also slashes parking requirements and allows permanent supportive housing 
projects to be built taller or denser than otherw ise allow ed. 

The other law eases the way for motels to be converted temporarily into housing. To 
participate, motel ow ners must show that they had struck an agreement to lease out 
their building for homeless tenants. 

As the laws were being debated this year, several neighborhood groups expressed 
concern. 

Court filings identify some of the members of the Oxford Triangle Assn, as Mark 
Shockley, Karen E. Kennedy and Linda Giambrone Vaughn. Christian Wrede is listed as 
a member of Fight Back, Venice, Hall said. 

Mayor Eric Garcetti's office had no immediate comment.

Gov. Jerry Brown offers part of a historic budget bonanza to help ease 
California's homelessness crisis

Even in the w ake of previous tax w indfalls, Gov. Jerry Brow n's announcement on 
Friday was breathtaking: The state has collected an unexpected $9 billion in tax 
revenue in recent months, $3 billion more in cash than projected in January. 

The money is the latest installment in a fiscal w inning streak of historic proportions in 
California. And, as in previous years, the governor's newly revised budget seeks to 
divvy it up on either short-term spending or long-term savings by putting it into 
government reserves. 
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The infusion of cash to help the homeless is one of only a few new proposals in the 
$199.2-billion spending plan, a revision of Brown's original proposal to the Legislature in 
January. As was the case then, the governor continues to believe the lion's share of 
the tax w indfall should be socked aw ay in the state's rainy-day fund. 

"I'll be very cautious in this year's budget," he told reporters at the state Capitol on 
Friday. 

Brow n's plan calls for topping off the reserve account at $13.8 billion by next summer, 
the largest in state history. Under the provisions of a 2014 ballot measure approved by 
voters, the fund can grow to no more than 10% of projected general fund revenues. 
That law also requires some of the early money be spent on repaying government 
debts. 

A portion of the extra cash would go toward a new $1-billion effort to reduce the 
backlog of delayed maintenance in state departments and agencies. Almost one-third of 
the money would pay for projects on community college campuses, state prisons and 
aging river levees. In addition, the University of California and California State University 
systems would each receive $100 million for maintenance needs. 

Brow n also fired a w arning shot to UC and CSU leaders in his budget. Should either 
college system raise tuition in the coming school year, he proposed a cap on state 
scholarship funds. That support, money for the Cal Grant and Middle-Class Scholarship 
programs, w ould otherw ise rise automatically to meet student financial needs. UC 
leaders delayed action on a tuition hike while they awaited action on a state budget. Cal 
State officials have said they w ill not raise tuition next year. 

As in previous years, a key debate point over the next few weeks is likely to be how to 
categorize much of the unexpected cash. Brown has consistently argued the windfalls 
should be considered temporary, and thus not used to pay for ongoing state services. 
Legislative Democrats have largely acceded to those demands, thereby narrow ing the 
number of social services programs that can be boosted. 

Those agreements have left some programs at or near recession-era levels. The 
governor insists that his administration has made significant strides toward helping 
Californians w ho live in poverty, including creating a tax credit for the w orking poor in 
2015 and gradual increases in the state's minimum w age. 

And yet law makers, in budget committee hearings through the w inter and spring, heard 
from scores of advocates w ho pleaded for additional funds to boost subsidized child 
care and cash grants for the aged and disabled. Democrats in both the Senate and 
Assembly are expected to insist on more long-term funding for CalWORKS, the state's 
w elfare assistance program, as they begin negotiations w ith Brow n over the next few 
w eeks. 
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The governor acknow ledged "there w ill be some back and forth" in those private 
conversations, though he insisted there's noway to match dollars with demands. "If 
you take all these needs, and there are a lot of them, it's endless," he said. 

The new focus on homelessness is intended to help cities and counties that are 
struggling to address the steady stream of adults and families living on the streets. A 
federal study concludes that more than 130,000 residents of the state are homeless, a 
14% increase in the last year alone. 

Legislators have expressed particular frustration that a $2-billion bond to help pay for 
additional housing, agreed to by the governor and law makers in 2016, has been tied up 
in court and remains unspent. 

Brown is now supporting a bill by Sen. Kevin de Leon (D-Los Angeles) to have voters 
sign off on the housing bond instead of w aiting for a court decision. A tw o-thirds 
supermajority of law makers w ill have to agree for the bond measure to reach the ballot. 

The slow pace of spending on homelessness efforts is one reason for calls earlier this 
year from Los Angeles Mayor Eric Garcetti and mayors from the state's 10 other largest 
cities to spend $1.5 billion from the budget surplus to help local governments address 
the problem. State senators also have put forward a plan to spend $2 billion of the 
surplus on low -income housing development, w ith half that amount earmarked for 
homelessness programs. 

Of the $359 million for homelessness efforts in the governor's proposal, the state 
would provide $250 million in grants to cities and counties that have declared 
homelessness emergencies. The remaining amount is for spending increases to 
existing state health, emergency and social service programs designed to help 
homeless domestic violence victims, the mentally ill and poor senior citizens. 

Garcetti and the other mayors praised the governor for his proposal but indicated they 
would be seeking more money. 

"I look forw ard to w orking w ith the governor, the Legislature and mayors across 
California to make certain that there are enough dollars to make meaningful and lasting 
strides toward ending the moral and humanitarian crisis on our streets," Garcetti said in 
a statement. 

Several of the candidates vying to succeed Brow n as governor w ere critical of the 
state's response thus far to the homelessness crisis in a televised debate on Tuesday. 

"What lacks is leadership in this state," said Lt. Gov. Gavin Newsom, the front-runner in 
the race. 
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Brow n said Friday that he w elcomes additional action from w hoever his successor 
might be. "I think that's a good challenge," he said of New som's critique. "That w ill take 
leadership because it's going to require changes in the law s that currently exist." 

In a nod to last year's deadly w ildfires up and dow n the state, Brow n's new budget 
also adds nearly $100 million to the budget for fire prevention. The state w ould increase 
controlled burns and boost education and training programs in fire-prone areas. 
California environmental officials said Thursday that the money is needed because the 
state's forests are facing "a catastrophic shift" toward increased risk of major events. 

"Science tells us that these trends w ill only be exacerbated by climate change," 
California Secretary for Natural Resources John Laird said. 

California's K-12 schools and community colleges would continue to receive the largest 
share of tax dollars under the budget proposal, w ith a $2.8-billion boost compared w ith 
earlier projections. Spending is estimated to be close to $4,600 more per student than 
seven years ago, during the budget's bleak times. 

While experts have pointed out that both the state and the nation are overdue for an 
economic course correction that would slow the rate of tax collections, California's 
fiscal watchers see multiple reasons for three consecutive years of better-than- 
expected revenue collections. There's also the temporary surcharge on high-income 
earners that California voters approved in 2012 and extended in 2016. 

Stock market strength has again produced sizable capital gains for the state's most 
wealthy, one of the primary drivers of income tax revenue. Brown remarked on Friday 
that as few as 15,000 tax filers in the state provide one-quarter of the income taxes 
collected. When the fortunes of those Californians suffer, so does the state budget. 

"Life is very giddy at the peak," the governor told reporters. "But I'm not giddy." 

Brown's revised budget plan marks the traditional beginning for a month's worth of 
intense budget negotiations with legislative leaders. By law, the Legislature must send 
him a spending plan no later than June 15 — a deadline routinely ignored for most of the 
modern era, but strictly adhered to since voters approved a 2010 ballot measure that 
garnishes legislators' pay for every day a budget is late in arriving on the governor's 
desk.

LA county supervisor awards $15,000 to street beautification program aimed 
at helping the homeless

Los Angeles County Supervisor Kathryn Barger aw arded a $15,000 grant this month to 
organizers of Clean Streets, Clean Starts, a beautification program in w hich people 
experiencing homelessness are recruited to help spruce up streets around the San 
Fernando Valley. 

The funds w ould helppay for a mobile show er, office space and other expenses. 
Barger presented a check to the program organizers during an event last w eek at Los 
Toros Mexican Restaurant in Chatsworth, on May 4. The funding comes from the 
supervisor’s county district office’s discretionary funds, her spokesperson, Tony Bell, 
said. 

The $15,000 w ill go tow ard the program’s practical needs, as w ell as a show er unit — 
an oft-needed amenity for the program’s homeless participants. 

Laura Rathbone, who runs the clean-up program for the Northridge Beautification 
Foundation (formerly known as the Northridge Sparkle Campaign), said they plan to use 
the grant to purchase a mobile unit “equipped w ith a show er, cell-phone charging 
station, aw ning for shade, tool storage and an office for navigation.” 

“We have found difficulties in arranging show ers and office space w here w e bring 
Clean Streets, Clean Starts, so we figured, hey, let’s just make it!” Rathbone said. 

The program was started in 2016 in Northridge when the Beautification Foundation’s 
president, Don Larson, began recruiting and training homeless individuals to do clean¬ 
ups and beautification work in the neighborhood. In exchange, the homeless 
participants got a meal and supermarket gift cards. The program also puts homeless 
individuals in contact with social workers and clinicians. 

Rathbone said the program is also recruiting community volunteers to help homeless 
participants of the program get connected to services. 

The funding from Barger’s office comes as the group is hoping to expand to more 
neighborhoods in the San Fernando Valley. So far the Clean Streets, Clean Starts 
program has gotten funding to expand to Chatsworth, Porter Ranch, other parts of 
Northridge, Sylmar and Mission Hills, and there are also plans to expand to areas like 
North Hills West, Sherman Oaks and Woodland Hills, Rathbone said. 

Barger praised Clean Streets Clean Starts, calling it a “w in-w in program that puts 
homeless individuals to w ork keeping our streets clean and safe, w hile offering them a 
sense of accomplishment for bettering the community.” 

Aides in Barger’s office said the supervisor has worked to expand the county’s 
homeless shelter system and increase the number of mental evaluation teams 
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responding to homeless people experiencing mental illness. 

Barger is also pushing for an amendment to state law that w ould give county social 
w orkers and law enforcement greater authority to detain people w ith severe mental 
illness w ho refuse treatment even as they face grave danger.

Imagine a city lit by glowing trees instead of streetlights

If you happened to be in San Diego last w eek and stood on the beach at night, you 
might have seen the ocean glow ing an electric shade of blue as bioluminescent algae 
bloomed, a relatively rare natural phenomenon. In a lab in Denmark, researchers are 
trying to isolate the genes that makes the microalgae glow for another purpose: 
potential natural streetlights. 

If the genes could be tw eaked and added to trees, they say, it could be possible for 
trees to stand in for standard street lighting. “We could try to change some of that 
lighting from conventional, electricity-consuming lights to a more natural way of creating 
light,” says Kristian Ejlsted, CEO of Allumen, a new startup based near Copenhagen. 

Ejlsted began researching bioluminescent algae as a student at the Technical University 
of Denmark, and his startup now sells kits w ith the algae that teachers can use to help 
visually explain photosynthesis, respiration, and other natural processes in science 
classes. Another product, for home use, w ill be a little like a lava lamp, w ith algae living 
in a saltw ater-nutrient mixture, taking up sunshine during the day, and glow ing at night. 
But Ejlsted is most interested in the larger potential for the genes that make the algae 
glow. 

The tens of thousands of streetlights in large cities can make up, in some cases, the 
largest piece of city’s energy bills. Over the last decade, cities have increasingly 
sw itched from older technology to LED lights; in Los Angeles, for example, w here the 
city began sw itching its 200,000-plus streetlight to LEDs in 2013, it cut energy use for 
the lights by more than 63%, saving nearly $10 million a year on energy and 
maintenance bills. But the lights are still a major source of emissions. 

“In Denmark, almost all streetlights are now being replaced by LED lights,” Ejlsted says. 
“That’s a huge deal right now, and it’s going to save a lot of energy. But the fact is that 
they’re still using electricity-they’re using a little bit less, but it’s still electricity, and it still 
comes from burning fossil fuels. The real advantage of changing to a biological system 
is that the algae, for example, or the plant, they only need C02 and sunlight and some 
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w ater.” 

The company is not the first to explore the idea of glow ing plants and trees. One 
Kickstarter project, the Glowing Plant, raised nearly half a million dollars, but later told 
backers they’d failed in their quest to genetically engineer small plants that could glow. 

A team of researchers at MIT embedded nanoparticles w ith an enzyme from fireflies 
into plants, creating a faint glow. In France, biologist Pierre Calleja is experimenting with 
prototypes of lamps filled with glow ing microalgae. Designer Daan Roosegaarde has 
also experimented w ith the idea of glow ing trees. 

Any project like this presents ethical challenges, says Dimitri Deheyn, a researcher at 
Scripps Institution of Oceanography. “The problem remains the same on the ethics of 
using genetically engineered trees,” he says. “What happens to the animals and plants 
that surround them, cross-fertilize w ith them, or feed on them?” 

The projects are also far from reality. Eljsted, w ho continues to w ork w ith researchers 
at the university, believes that the relevant genes in the microalgae he’s studying can be 
found relatively quickly. “I think w e’re very close to getting it,” he says. But several more 
complicated steps w ould also have to happen to make that gene perform as needed in 
a tree. The blue light may also not be bright enough, w ithout more tw eaking, to stand in 
for LEDs. 

Denmark is aiming for all-renew able electricity by 2035, and it’s possible it w ill be close 
to that goal by the time a theoretical bioluminescent light becomes a reality. But if the 
lights are ever made, they could potentially have some advantages over lights powered 
by renewable electricity. Even if every streetlight ran on renewables, that energy 
source (and the streetlights themselves) w ould still take resources to build and operate. 
Gene-edited glow ing trees, if they can be grown, could theoretically eliminate the need 
to manufacture that equipment, would require little cost, and zero electricity. They also 
w ould be efficient. “Algae and plants have evolved through billions of years to very 
efficiently capture sunlight,” says Eljsted. “We can’t really recreate that yet in solar 
panels.”

Results of the 2018 Greater Los Angeles Homeless 
Count... 
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This week, we received the results 
for the 2018 Greater Los Angeles 
Homeless Count. The results show 
that our Neighborhoods FIRST 
strategy is working with a reduction 
of homelessness by almost 20% 
within Council District 12. 

By funding both increased 
outreach services and code 
enforcement, our all-hands-on- 
deck approach is turning the tide 
by reducing the total number of 

individuals experiencing homelessness on our streets. This crisis is far 
from resolved, but Neighborhoods FIRST provides a blueprint for how 
we can help those living on our streets while protecting the health and 
safety of neighborhoods. 

The 2018 Greater Los Angeles Homeless Count surveyed 700 
homeless individuals living within Council District 12. This is a reduction 
from 869 in 2017 and a peak of 906 in 2016. 

Neighborhoods FIRST began in late 2016 with the Clean Streets Clean 
Starts Initiative which paired individuals experiencing homelessness 
with job skills training through a neighborhood beautification program. 

In exchange for attending regular neighborhood clean ups, participants 
received drug treatment, job training, food gift cards, and access to 
housing. The program model has since spread to communities across 
Los Angeles. 

In 2017, I began directing office resources to fund additional 
deployments for LAPD HOPE teams and LA Sanitation workers. These 
teams work jointly with homeless outreach services to ensure that 
encampments don't threaten public health and that individuals living on 
the street are given the option of immediate shelter and access to 
LAHSA's Coordinated Entry System. 

Additionally, Neighborhoods FIRST has involved launching public- 
private partnerships with the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission 
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including fund raising for for two mobile shower units to provide 
approximately 1500 showers per month per unit along with outreach 
services, Donuts & Donations drives to support the Mission, and 
the 250LA Project to engage local small businesses in supporting 
homeless services.

Staff Report: Beating the Heat and Saving Money for 
Summer... 


Our Council Deputy Matt Vallecilla has some important money and 
health saving tips as we head into the summer months. If you have 
lived through previous Valley Summers, you already know how hot this 
side of town can get. Staying cool is staying safe, but it can also mean 
higher energy costs. Below are a few tips you should remember on how 
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to stay safe, stay cool, save money, and beat the heat! 

• Staying Safe 

o Remember to drink lots of water. Lack of hydration is 
dangerous and can mean a costly ambulance ride to the 
hospital. Aim to drink around a gallon of water per day. It 
sounds like a lot, but it really isn’t. Replacing soda or coffee 
with water is a good rule of thumb and can help you consume 
more H20. Sports drinks will also help you to replace 
electrolytes that you lose when you sweat, 
o Wear Sunscreen. Ultraviolet light will damage your skin if 
exposed for a prolonged period of time. Wearing sunscreen 
will keep you from getting painful sunburns and can prevent 
skin cancer over the long run. Make sure to apply sunscreen 
before and after swimming. 

o Eating “cool foods”. Fresh fruit and vegetables are delicious 
and will keep you feeling fresh, while also keeping you 
hydrated. Melons have lots of fluids and mixing them with ice 
cubes into a smoothie makes for a great summertime drink, 
o Seniors and infants. Seniors and infants are the most at 
risk of becoming sick due to heat related conditions. Make 
sure that you or your infants remain in cool, controlled, and 
comfortable temperatures, preferably indoors with air 
conditioning. If you do not have access to air conditioning, 
you can visit your local library, mall, or local establishment 
that has air conditioning. You can find other locations with air 
conditioning throughout the City by calling 3-1-1. 
o Animals. Always make sure that your pets have plenty of 
water and are left in a cool place. If your animals are left 
outdoors, make sure they have a well shaded area to rest. 
Water bowls should be placed in a shaded area to lessen 
evaporation and keep the water as cool as possible. Placing 
lots of ice cubes in their dish will also help to keep their water 
cool throughout the day. Remember when running errands to 
never leave your pets inside of a car . Temperatures can soar 
up to 40 degrees within just one hour. Parking cars in the 
shade and cracking the windows is not enough to keep pets 
cool, and air conditioning can fail. Leave pets at home or 
bring them with you if a local establishment allows pets. For 
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additional tips on howto keep your animals safe and cool 
during the summer, visit www.laanimalservices.com . 

• Save Energy and Money! 

o When temperatures rise, it’s easy to run up high air 
conditioning costs. A few simple ways to ensure your bill stays 
reasonable during the Summer months include: 
o Spend time outside of your home. The less time you spend at 
home, the less time you will spend turning the air conditioning 
on. Visiting places like the mall, restaurant, local library, or a 
friend’s house is a great way to stay air conditioned without 
having to pay for it! 

o Keep your home thermostat set to 78 degrees, 
o Use natural ventilation when temperatures permit, 
o Make sure your next appliance purchase is an energy 
efficient product. 

o Water your grass and plants at night to lessen the amount of 
evaporation and increase the actual amount of water your 
plants will use.

Councilmember Englander on Greater LA Homeless Count Results 

Upon receiving the results for the 2018 Greater Los Angeles Homeless Count, Councilmember 
Englander credited his Neighborhoods FIRST strategy with reducing homelessness by almost 20% 
within Council District 12. 

"The results from the count show that our strategy is working," Councilmember Englander said. "By 
funding both increased outreach services and code enforcement, our all-hands-on-deck approach is 
turning the tide by reducing the total number of individuals experiencing homeless on our streets. 
This crisis is far from resolved, but Neighborhoods FIRST provides a blueprint for how we can help 
those living on our streets while protecting the health and safety of neighborhoods." 

The 2018 Greater Los Angeles Homeless Count surveyed 700 homeless individuals living within 
Council District 12. This is a reduction from 869 in 2017 and a peak of 906 in 2016. This is the 
largest percentage decline recorded of any geographic area in the City. 

The Neighborhoods FIRST program began in late 2016 with the Clean Streets Clean Starts Initiative 
which paired individuals experiencing homelessness with job skills training through a neighborhood 
beautification program. In exchange for attending regular neighborhood clean ups, participants 
received drug treatment, job training, food gift cards, and access to housing. The program model 
has since spread to communities across Los Angeles. 

In 2017, Councilmember Englander began directing office resources to funding additional 
deployments for LAPD HOPE teams and LA Sanitation workers. These teams work jointly with 
homeless outreach services to ensure that encampments don't threaten public health and that 
individuals living on the street are given the option of immediate shelter and access to LAHSA's 
Coordinated Entry System.

Additionally, Councilmember Englander has launched public-private partnerships with the San 
Fernando Valley Rescue Mission including fund raising for for two mobile shower units which 
provide approximately 1500 showers per month per shower along with outreach services. Donuts & 
Donations drives to support the Mission, and the 250LA Project engaging local small businesses in 
supporting homeless services.

Upon receiving the results for the 2018 Greater Los Angeles Homeless Count, Councilmember Englander 
credited his Neighborhoods FIRST strategy with reducing homelessness by almost 20% within Council District 12. 

"The results from the count show that our strategy is working," Councilmember Englander said. "By funding both 
increased outreach servicesand code enforcement, our all-hands-on-deck approach isturning the tide by 
reducing the total number of individuals experiencing homelessness on our streets. This crisis is far from 
resolved, but Neighborhoods FIRST provides a blueprint for how we can help those living on our streets while 
protecting the health and safety of neighborhoods." 

The 2018 Greater Los Angeles Homeless Count surveyed 700 homeless individuals living within Council District 
12. This is a reduction from 869 in 2017 and a peak of 906 in 2016. 

The Neighborhoods FIRST program began in late 2016 with the Clean Streets Clean Starts Initiative which 
paired individuals experiencing homelessness with job skills training through a neighborhood beautification 
program. In exchange for attending regular neighborhood clean ups, participants received drug treatment, job 
training, food gift cards, and access to housing. The program model has since spread to communities across Los 
Angeles. 

In 2017, Councilmember Englander began directing office resourcesto funding additional deployments for 
LAPD HOPE teams and LA Sanitation workers. These teams workjointly with homeless outreach services to 
ensure that encampments don't threaten public health and that individuals living on the street are given the 
option of immediate shelter and access to LAHSA's Coordinated Entry System. 
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Additionally, Councilmember Englander has launched public-private partnerships with the San Fernando Valley 
Rescue Mission including fund raising for for two mobile shower units which provide approximately 1500 showers 
per month per unit along with outreach services, Donuts & Donations drives to support the M ission, and 
the 250LA Project engaging local small businesses in supporting homeless services.

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including fund raising for for two mobile shower units to provide 
approximately 1500 showers per month per unit along with outreach 
services, Donuts & Donations drives to support the Mission, and 
the 250LA Project to engage local small businesses in supporting 
homeless services.

Protecting Neighborhood Health & Safety... 

Just because something is beyond view doesn't mean that it does not 
pose a hazard to public health and safety. This week, my office 
organized and funded the cleanup of one such site. 

On Sherman Way in West Hills, there is a property with a grove of trees 
set back from the street. While there did not appear to be a problem 
from the street, inside the grove had become a dumping ground. 
Working with our City's General Services Department, my office 
directed resources to ensure that this property is properly maintained 
and that even unseen blight does not end up posing a threat to public 
health within our community.

Staff Report: Beating the Heat and Saving Money for 
Summer... 


Our Council Deputy Matt Vallecilla has some important money and 
health saving tips as we head into the summer months. If you have 
lived through previous Valley Summers, you already know how hot this 
side of town can get. Staying cool is staying safe, but it can also mean 
higher energy costs. Below are a few tips you should remember on how 
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to stay safe, stay cool, save money, and beat the heat! 

• Staying Safe 

o Remember to drink lots of water. Lack of hydration is 
dangerous and can mean a costly ambulance ride to the 
hospital. Aim to drink around a gallon of water per day. It 
sounds like a lot, but it really isn’t. Replacing soda or coffee 
with water is a good rule of thumb and can help you consume 
more H20. Sports drinks will also help you to replace 
electrolytes that you lose when you sweat, 
o Wear Sunscreen. Ultraviolet light will damage your skin if 
exposed for a prolonged period of time. Wearing sunscreen 
will keep you from getting painful sunburns and can prevent 
skin cancer over the long run. Make sure to apply sunscreen 
before and after swimming. 

o Eating “cool foods”. Fresh fruit and vegetables are delicious 
and will keep you feeling fresh, while also keeping you 
hydrated. Melons have lots of fluids and mixing them with ice 
cubes into a smoothie makes for a great summertime drink, 
o Seniors and infants. Seniors and infants are the most at 
risk of becoming sick due to heat related conditions. Make 
sure that the elderly and infants remain in cool, controlled, 
and comfortable temperatures, preferably indoors with air 
conditioning. If you do not have access to air conditioning, 
you can visit your local library, mall, or local recreation 
center that has air conditioning. You can find other locations 
with air conditioning throughout the City by calling 3-1-1. 
o Animals. Always make sure that your pets have plenty of 
water and are left in a cool place. If your animals are left 
outdoors, make sure they have a well shaded area to rest. 
Water bowls should be placed in a shaded area to lessen 
evaporation and keep the water as cool as possible. Placing 
lots of ice cubes in their dish will also help to keep their water 
cool throughout the day. Remember when running errands to 
never leave your pets inside of a car . Temperatures can soar 
up to 40 degrees within just one hour. Parking cars in the 
shade and cracking the windows is not enough to keep pets 
cool, and air conditioning can fail. Leave pets at home or 
bring them with you if a local establishment allows pets. For 
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additional tips on howto keep your animals safe and cool 
during the summer, visit www.laanimalservices.com . 

• Save Energy and Money! 

o When temperatures rise, it’s easy to run up high air 
conditioning costs. A few simple ways to ensure your bill stays 
reasonable during the Summer months include: 
o Spend time outside of your home. The less time you spend at 
home, the less time you will spend turning the air conditioning 
on. Visiting places like the mall, restaurant, local library, or a 
friend’s house is a great way to stay air conditioned without 
having to pay for it! 

o Keep your home thermostat set to 78 degrees, 
o Use natural ventilation when temperatures permit, 
o Make sure your next appliance purchase is an energy 
efficient product. 

o Water your grass and plants at night to lessen the amount of 
evaporation and increase the actual amount of water your 
plants will use.

One Year of Neighborhoods FIRST 


Addressing homelessness and it impacts on our neighborhoods has 
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become the primary issue that I deal with on a day-to-day basis. In order to 
streamline efforts and ensure resources are directed accordingly, I 
reorganized my staff around my Neighborhoods FIRST (Fully Integrated 
Resources and Support Team) initiative. As of this month, Neighborhoods 
FIRST completes its first full year and I wanted to share an update around 
our progress. 

This Neighborhoods FIRST anniversary edition of my newsletter will 
primarily focus on the efforts and initiatives taking place in Council District 
12. Flowever, there is also a lot of activity happening citywide which affects 
our district and is helpful in understanding the wider picture of 
homelessness in Los Angeles. For a useful primer on the city and 
countywide efforts, check out this recent article from Los Angeles 
Magazine. 


It is also important to remember as we address many of the operational 
statistics and numbers behind homelessness, that each of these numbers 
represents actual people's lives. Those experiencing homelessness are our 
neighbors, children, and siblings. This crisis is a humanitarian crisis first 
and the greatest moral challenge of our time. 
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I'm 

pleased to report that in the first year of Neighborhoods FIRST, Council 
District 12 saw a significant 19% drop in the number of homeless 
individuals living on our streets. These are numbers from the Los Angeles 
Housing Services Authority based on their 2018 Greater Los Angeles 
Homeless Count . And while there is still a lot of work to do, Neighborhoods 
FIRST is reducing the total number of homeless individuals living on our 
streets and lessening the negative impact on our communities. 

What follows is a detailed review of the program and its components. 

Operational HQ: CD12 as the Neighborhoods FIRST 
Control Center... 

Much of the success of Neighborhoods FIRST is a result of redirecting 
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resources and coordinating service teams from distinct City of Los Angeles 
Departments to streamline efforts and augment their impact. For this task, I 
promoted veteran staffer Colin Crews who drew on his experience as a 
Field Deputy in my office for his new role as the CD12 Neighborhoods 
FIRST Director. 


Coordinating Multiple City Department Service Teams 


The 

primary City services requiring coordination are the LAPD FIOPE Teams, 
Bureau of Sanitation Rapid Response, and the Department of 
Transportation Parking Enforcement. Typically, LAPD HOPE Teams rotate 
between Council Districts, only have access to the sanitation 
component about every ten days, and are not coordinated with Parking 
Enforcement. In CD12 these teams work together as a unit. This allows the 
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teams to, if necessary, visit encampments multiple times within one week. 

My Neighborhoods FIRST Director sets a schedule for these teams so that 
they tackle the most problematic hot spots on a regular basis. This 
approach not only helps keep the streets clean, but builds relationships 
and trust between the LAPD HOPE officers and the homeless individuals to 
whom they offer shelter services. 

Building a rapport with these individuals, who may be service resistant, has 
proven to be the most effective legal means to get individuals into the 
coordinated entry system (CES) for housing. Additionally, this persistent 
approach of regular contact and code enforcement prevents encampments 
from becoming entrenched to the point where they negatively impact the 
quality of life in our neighborhoods. 

Since being put into practice, this new coordinated effort has resulted in a 
five-fold increase in the number of monthly contacts LAPD HOPE officers 
make with individuals experiencing homelessness. And while not every 
contact results in a person moving off the street, HOPE officers report that 
some of the most service-resistant individuals experiencing homelessness 
have accepted outreach services only after regular, repeated contacts. 

Addressing Vehicle Dwelling 

Council District 12 also faces a unique 
challenge when it comes to 
unsheltered individuals living out of 
unsafe and non-functioning RVs. Prior 
to the creation of Neighborhoods 
FIRST, the LA City Council voted to 
allow overnight sleeping in vehicles in 
commercially zoned areas only - a law 
known as Los Angeles Municipal Code 
(LAMC) 85.02 which I voted against. 
With the CD12 Chatsworth-Northridge 
Industrial corridor being the largest 
such zone in the City, the result was a 
massive influx of individuals living in unsanitary, unsafe conditions. 

In addition to sanitation and safety concerns, this resulted in a disruption to 
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many local businesses that found much of the available street parking that 
would normally be used by customers being taken up by vehicles and RVs 
being used for habitation. LAMC 85.02 also created the additional problem 
of slum lords buying up disabled RVs, towing them to a location where 
vehicle dwelling is permitted and renting these vehicles to those in need of 
shelter. 

While vehicle dwelling might seem like an appealing alternative, in practice 
it has proven very problematic. Disabled vehicles have no means to 
dispose of waste and can quickly become an environmental hazard. What's 
more, there have been instances in which a vehicle has caught fire and — 
due to the lack of ingress and egress options — resulted in the death of 
persons living inside the vehicle. 

In response, we devoted additional enforcement resources towards 
ensuring that vehicles using the public right of way are safe and 
operational. In cases in which they were unsafe or otherwise non-compliant 
with posted signage, we ensured that these vehicles were removed from 
our streets. 

This required additional coordination with LADOT's parking enforcement 
divisions as well as finding new space for vehicle storage working by 
working with Official Police Garages (OPG) and the Los Angeles 
Department of Water & Power (LADWP). The result is fewer dangerous 
vehicles occupying the public right of way with regular enforcement to 
ensure that businesses and quality of life within and beyond the industrial 
corridor are not disrupted. 

CD12 In-House Rapid Response Team 

Our efforts with various City Departments is complemented by a rapid 
response service operating directly out of my Neighborhoods FIRST 
headquarters at the Council District 12 Community Service Center. Unlike 
the Bureau of Sanitation, Parking Enforcement, and LAPD HOPE officers, 
the two member team is comprised of direct employees of my office. The 
team represents a proactive effort to quickly remove blight and hazards 
from our streets before they are allowed to linger and negatively impact our 
neighborhoods. 
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On any given day, you can spot our Rapid Response team patrolling the 
district in a yellow pick up truck and removing things like bulky items, 
downed vegetation blocking the street, and illegal dumping. They also 
comb our neighborhoods while identifying and reporting service needs that 
require specialized equipment or safety gear to address. Because of their 
efforts, we're able to provide much more efficient and precise customer 
service that then frees up resources for other city service providers to 
perform larger, more difficult tasks. 

While nearly 90% of Rapid Response pickups have resulted from a 
dumped item being identified while on patrol, our team also responds to 
service requests made to our office. To report a Rapid Response service 
request, call the Community Service Center (818) 882-1212 or 
email Councilmember.Enqlander@lacitv.org . 

Building Partnerships Throughout CD12... 

Partnerships are critical to the general Neighborhoods FIRST strategy. I 
have worked to cultivate these partnerships with many of the non-city 
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entities that may not fall under my office's direct jurisdiction but 
represent key support work in delivering services, reporting issues, and 
providing relief to those facing homelessness and near homelessness. 

San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission 

An essential partner in many of our 
efforts has been the San Fernando 
Valley Rescue Mission. When the 
original Rescue Mission location in 
Studio City was destroyed during a 
fire, I was more than happy to help as 
they secured a new location in 
Northridge. In that time, they've not 
only helped serve thousands of 
individuals and families experiencing 
homelessness, they have set a new 
bar for shelters as a neighbor and 
member of a community. 

In the time since moving into CD12, the Rescue Mission and my office have 
developed multiple points of partnership without spending public tax dollars. 
Nevertheless, this partnership has resulted in tremendous public good. 

Mobile Mission 
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Last year, my office successfully completed our Mobile Mission campaign to 
raise funds for the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission’s Rescue SOS 
(Survival Outreach Services) Program. 

The Rescue SOS Team is dedicated to helping individuals and families to 
meet life-essential needs. They serve as a link to social services in the 
community, including emergency shelter at the rescue mission, residential 
substance abuse recovery, transitional housing programs, and most 
importantly, hope. 

Throughout the week, the Rescue SOS truck travels around the San 
Fernando Valley and is equipped with a mobile unit that provides hot 
showers, nutritious food, clothing, and hygiene items for distribution. 
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Previously, the truck could only reach 20% of the homeless community in 
the San Fernando Valley. 

Thanks to the tremendous support of our community, we exceeded our 
original goal of $17,000 and raised over $26,000 towards a brand new 
mobile shower unit for their team. 

My Mobile Mission campaign helped bring resources and dignity to those in 
need of a clean start by providing a new truck and mobile shower unit, 
ultimately doubling the Rescue SOS program resources and allowing the 
team to bring even more services to thousands of men, women, and 
children each week. 


250LA 
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Supporting the Rescue Mission is truly a community effort. Recently I 
launch LA250 by hosting local businesses and community leaders at the 
San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission as a call to action to support and 
house 250 unsheltered children and their families this year. 

By coming together and involving local, small business and leaders in this 
effort, we build a network of community support to address the challenges 
and easily overcome them with creative, coordinated action. By partnering 
local leaders and stakeholders with the Rescue Mission we are able to 
make a significant, successful impact on the families and children in need 
throughout our community. 

The Rescue Mission dedicated the LA250 project to help 250 local children 
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receive shelter, clothing, nutrition, school supplies, tutoring, therapy, 
support, and extra-curricular activities this year. Those on the tour were 
able to see the classrooms and hear from the stories of children and 
families and see their results - the average academic improvement among 
youth at the mission is two letter grades. At the end of the tour, I was 
moved to see so many pledge a commitment to get involved, support, and 
help our homeless neighbors, ( https://sfvrescuemission.org/250la/) 

Donuts and Donations 

My office continues our partnership 
with the San Fernando Valley Rescue 
Mission by hosting a “Donuts and 
Donations” event quarterly throughout 
Council District 12. As an institution 
that does not receive public money, 
residents and local organizations are 
encouraged to bring gently used 
clothing and household items to fill the 
Rescue Mission’s donation truck while 
enjoying donuts and coffee with the 
Council District 12 staff, The Rescue 
Mission team, and our community. 

The event promotes community involvement and allows residents to 
become involved and learn more about that we are doing to find a solution 
to the homelessness issue and provides essential resources to those in 
need by raising an average of $15,000 each time the truck is filled. 

Clergy Summit & Partnership with Faith Leaders 

While we may not refer to faith leaders and the institutions they represent 
as "first responders," when it comes to addressing homelessness, they are 
exactly that. Churches, mosques, temples, and synagogues are often one 
of the first places someone turns to when they are struggling. The struggle 
may be one of many things — an addiction, a domestic crisis, loss of 
employment — but any of these can result in the loss of a home. Clergy are 
an essential bulwark in providing support services for these individuals and 
their partnership is invaluable. 

That is why earlier this year, I convened a Faith leaders summit on 
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homelessness to build coordination both between my office and faith 
institutions and to build points of connection between different churches 
and religious organizations. During the event we asked members of 
assembled groups to share what their faith teaches us about how we 
approach an issue like homelessness. Their answers were a resounding 
voice of compassion and offering of dignity for others. 


At the summit, we were able to develop an inventory of all the resources 
and programs every church, synagogue, temple, and mosque already 
performs for homeless individuals as well as what they wish to add to their 
programming and how was can share that with each other and the 
community at large. Working groups made up of different faith institutions 
also developed strategies of how each could collaborate and complement 
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each other's work with facilities, resources, volunteer power, and services 
to those experiencing homelessness. 

One of the most exciting moments of this event was when two neighboring 
churches discovered that while one had an overflowing food pantry from 
donations, the other was struggling from a shortage of food from their free 
lunch offerings for those in need. That is just one example of how the 
process of building partnerships creates new connections throughout our 
community. 

Together these groups can develop a powerful network to ensure that 
those in need can access care and we can begin to put them on the road 
to recovery. 

Continuing Conversations with Neighborhood Councils 

Key partners in my office's 
Neighborhoods FIRST effort are the 
10 neighborhood council bodies that 
make up our district. These entities are 
deeply familiar with how homelessness 
impacts these neighborhoods and very 
useful in gauging the needs of each 
community as they address this issue. 

Through both my staff's attendance at 
all Neighborhood Council meetings as 
well as my Conversations with Councils 
series in which I convene all 

Neighborhood Councils for a group discussion, I get to hear the various 
viewpoints on how the issue of homelessness is developing in each 
neighborhood and whether there is improvement or a need for additional 
resources. 

Neighborhood Councils are also critical as part of the working groups I'm 
forming to help determine the types of additional services that may be 
needed and where they should be located. 

Homeless Connect Day 

My office was able to draw on the partnerships described above to put on a 
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very successful Homeless Connect Day event. Homeless Connect Days are 
pop-up style events organized by LA Family Housing where for one day 
dozens of disparate service providers can set up shop at a single location 
in order to help those experiencing homelessness. 

Many of the partners that my office have engaged were present at this 
event not only to offer their services but also as volunteers. It was a 
heartening example of what can be achieved when our community comes 
together to tackle difficult issues. 


Innovative Programming to Address Homelessness... 

As we combine the work of our office and partnerships with non-city 
entities, my office has also piloted new programs that work to change 
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the lives of those currently living on our streets. Being homeless often 
leads individuals to a cycle of hopelessness and despair. These 
programs are designed to help individuals change the narrative 
around their own lives and build from a foundation of confidence. 

Clean Streets-Clean Starts 


The 

premier pilot program to come out of Neighborhoods FIRST is the Clean 
Streets Clean Starts program. This effort began as a neighborhood 
beautification grant application my office submitted to combine 
neighborhood clean-ups with job training and addiction counseling. My 
office was awarded the grant and partnered with Northridge South 
Neighborhood Council, neighborhood non-profit Northridge Sparkle, and 
the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission to execute the program. 
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The Clean Streets Clean Starts Program recruited participant through the 
San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission's Mobile Shower unit. The initial pilot 
saw 14 individuals enter the program. The curriculum started out with basic 
activities like trash collection and sweeping and worked its way up to tree 
planting, landscaping, and coordination with City work crews doing Great 
Streets projects. 

In all, participants completed 16 community 
cleanups and 16 mentoring sessions where they 
worked to develop job skills and clear personal 
impediments to housing and full-time employment. 

In exchange for their efforts, they were paid with 
supermarket gift cards with which they could 
purchase necessities. The San Fernando Rescue 
Mission also worked tirelessly to obtain housing for 
participants. At the end of the program, 

ten individuals received job offers, nine received housing, and five 
achieved sobriety. 

The program itself was awarded the "Game Changer" award by Mayor Eric 
Garcetti and the Los Angeles Board of Public Works. Since this initial pilot, 
Clean Streets Clean Starts has become it's own non-profit operating out of 
multiple neighborhood Council throughout the Valley. The program has 
highlighted the contributions that those who are experiencing 
homelessness can bring to a community if given the opportunity. 

Making Movies that Matter 

The Making Movies that Matter Youth Film Festival is a program that long 
predates Neighborhoods FIRST. This year was the 3rd installment in which 
allow young artist from elementary, middle, and high school to participate in 
writing, developing, directing, and editing their own films on issue of 
importance. 

This year however, we partnered with the San Fernando Valley Rescue 
Mission to ensure that unsheltered youth were also given the opportunity to 
participate in the program. 

Making Movies that Matter has grown into the largest youth film festival in 
California. Over 1000 students are provided with top of the line equipment 
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to develop their own creative voice. By 
partnering with the San Fernando 
Valley Rescue Mission, we were able to 
include young artists who might 
otherwise never have the opportunity 
to work with cameras and editing 
software. 

It's programs like this that give young 
people the confidence and drive to 
overcome the difficulties and hardships 
they may face and build a brighter 
future for themselves and the 

community of which they are a part. 

Future of Neighborhoods FIRST... 
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Neighborhoods FIRST is constantly evolving as new programs, funding 
sources, and services come online. Homelessness as an issue continues to 
shift. As the population and demographics of those experiencing 
homelessness continues to change, so must we. 

With new housing coming online and an increased focus on homelessness 
citywide, we are seeing a change in which the greatest difficulties lie not 
with families and children, but with the chronically homeless due either 
because of addiction or mental health issues. 

Unfortunately the current addiction treatment and mental health services 
networks are plagued with bad actors which vastly complicates connecting 
these individuals with the services they need. While as a City 
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Councilmember, legislative options for improving these state and county 
run services are limited, I've been working with local app developers to 
create a smart phone app that could help first responders identify 
reputable treatment services in their vicinity. 

By creating a reliable quality control network that is not dependent on the 
pay-to-play advertisement that dominates most search engines, we'll be 
able to connect individuals with services that actually benefit them rather 
than seek to profit off of their illnesses addictions.

One Year of Neighborhoods FIRST 


Addressing homelessness and its impacts on our neighborhoods has 
become the primary issue that I deal with on a day-to-day basis. In order to 
streamline efforts and ensure resources are directed accordingly, I 
reorganized my staff around my Neighborhoods FIRST (Fully Integrated 
Resources and Support Team) initiative. As of this month, Neighborhoods 
FIRST completes its first full year and I wanted to share an update around 
our progress. 
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This Neighborhoods FIRST anniversary edition of my newsletter will 
primarily focus on the efforts and initiatives taking place in Council District 
12. However, there is also a lot of activity happening citywide which affects 
our district and is helpful in understanding the wider picture of 
homelessness in Los Angeles. For a useful primer on the city and 
countywide efforts, check out this recent article from Los Angeles 
Magazine. 


It is also important to remember as we address the statistics and numbers 
behind homelessness, that each of these numbers represents actual 
people's lives. Those experiencing homelessness are our neighbors, 
children, and siblings. This crisis is a humanitarian crisis first and the 
greatest moral challenge of our time. 


I'm 

pleased to report that in the first year of Neighborhoods FIRST, Council 
District 12 saw a significant 19% drop in the number of homeless 
individuals living on our streets. These are numbers from the Los Angeles 
Housing Services Authority based on their 2018 Greater Los Angeles 
Homeless Count . And while there is still a lot of work to do, Neighborhoods 
FIRST is reducing the total number of homeless individuals living on our 
streets and lessening the negative impact on our communities. 
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Much of the success of Neighborhoods FIRST is a result of redirecting 
resources and coordinating service teams from distinct City of Los Angeles 
Departments to streamline efforts and augment their impact. For this task, I 
promoted veteran staffer Colin Crews who drew on his experience as a 
Senior Field Deputy in my office for his new role as the CD12 
Neighborhoods FIRST Director. 

Coordinating Multiple City Department Service Teams 


The 

primary City services requiring coordination are the LAPD Homeless 
Outreach and Proactive Engagement (HOPE) Teams, Bureau of Sanitation 
Rapid Response, and the Department of Transportation Parking 
Enforcement. Typically, the LAPD HOPE Teams that rotate between Council 
Districts, only have access to the sanitation component about every ten 
days, and are not coordinated with Parking Enforcement for issues related 
to RVs and vehicle dwelling. In CD12 these teams work together as a unit. 
This allows the teams to, if necessary, visit encampments multiple 
times within one week. We've found that this frequent intervention yields 
the best results. 

My Neighborhoods FIRST Director sets a schedule for these teams so that 
they tackle the most problematic hot spots on a regular basis. This 
approach not only helps keep the streets clean, but builds relationships 
and trust between the LAPD HOPE officers and the homeless individuals to 
whom they offer shelter services. 

Building a rapport with these individuals, who may be service resistant, has 
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proven to be the most effective legal means to get individuals into the 
Coordinated Entry System (CES) for housing. Additionally, this persistent 
approach of regular contact and code enforcement prevents encampments 
from becoming entrenched to the point where they negatively impact the 
quality of life in our neighborhoods. 

Since being put into practice, this new coordinated effort has resulted in a 
five-fold increase in the number of monthly contacts LAPD HOPE officers 
make with individuals experiencing homelessness. And while not every 
contact results in a person moving off the street, HOPE officers report that 
some of the most service-resistant individuals experiencing homelessness 
have accepted outreach services only after regular, repeated contacts. 

Addressing Vehicle Dwelling 

Council District 12 also faces a unique 
challenge when it comes to 
unsheltered individuals living out of 
unsafe and non-functioning RVs. Prior 
to the creation of Neighborhoods 
FIRST, the LA City Council voted to 
allow overnight sleeping in vehicles in 
commercially zoned areas only — a law known as Los Angeles Municipal 
Code (LAMC) 85.02 which I voted against. With the CD12 Chatsworth- 
Northridge Industrial corridor being the largest such zone in the City, the 
result was a massive influx of individuals living in unsanitary, unsafe 
conditions and impacting CD12 in disproportionate numbers relative to the 
City as a whole. 

In addition to sanitation and safety concerns, this resulted in a disruption to 
many local businesses that found much of the available street parking that 
would normally be used by customers being taken up by vehicles and RVs 
being used for habitation. LAMC 85.02 also created the additional problem 
of slum lords buying up disabled RVs, towing them to a location where 
vehicle dwelling is permitted and renting these vehicles to those in need of 
shelter. 

While vehicle dwelling might seem like an appealing alternative, in practice 
it has proven very problematic. Disabled vehicles have no means to 
dispose of waste and can quickly become an environmental hazard. What's

This required additional coordination with LADOT's parking enforcement 
divisions as well as finding new space for vehicle storage working by 
working with Official Police Garages (OPG) and the Los Angeles 
Department of Water & Power (LADWP). The result is fewer dangerous 
vehicles occupying the public right of way with regular enforcement to 
ensure that businesses and quality of life within and beyond the industrial 
corridor are not disrupted. 

CD12 In-House Rapid Response Team 

Our efforts with various City Departments is complemented by a rapid 
response service operating directly out of my Neighborhoods FIRST 
headquarters at the Council District 12 Community Service Center. Unlike 
the Bureau of Sanitation, Parking Enforcement, and LAPD HOPE officers, 
the two member team is comprised of staff employed by my office. The 
team represents a proactive effort to quickly remove blight and hazards 
from our streets before they are allowed to linger and negatively impact our 
neighborhoods. 
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On any given day, you can spot our Rapid Response team patrolling the 
district in a yellow pick up truck and removing things like bulky items, 
downed vegetation blocking the street, and illegal dumping. They also 
comb our neighborhoods while identifying and reporting service needs that 
require specialized equipment or safety gear to address. Because of their 
efforts, we're able to provide much more efficient and precise customer 
service that then frees up resources for other city service providers to 
perform larger, more difficult tasks. 

While nearly 90% of Rapid Response pickups have resulted from a 
dumped item being identified while on patrol, our team also responds to 
service requests made to our office.

Building Partnerships Throughout CD12... 

Partnerships are critical to the general Neighborhoods FIRST strategy. I 
have worked to cultivate these partnerships with many of the non-city 
entities that may not fall under my office's direct jurisdiction but 
represent key supporters in delivering services, reporting issues, and 
providing relief to those facing homelessness and near homelessness. 

San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission 

An essential partner in many of our 
efforts has been the San Fernando 
Valley Rescue Mission. When the 
original Rescue Mission location in 
Studio City was destroyed during a 
fire, I was more than happy to help as 
they secured a new location in 
Northridge. In the time since, they've 
not only helped serve thousands of 
individuals and families experiencing 
homelessness, they have set a new 

bar for shelters as a good neighbor and welcomed member of a community. 

The Rescue Mission and my office have developed multiple points of 
partnership without spending public tax dollars. Nevertheless, this 
partnership has resulted in tremendous public good. 
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Mobile Mission 


Last year, my office successfully completed our Mobile Mission campaign to 
raise funds for the Rescue Mission’s Rescue SOS (Survival Outreach 
Services) Program. 

The Rescue SOS Team is dedicated to helping individuals and families to 
meet life-essential needs. They serve as a link to social services in the 
community, including emergency shelter at the Rescue Mission, residential 
substance abuse recovery, transitional housing programs, and most 
importantly, hope. 

Throughout the week, the Rescue SOS truck travels around the San 
Fernando Valley and is equipped with a mobile unit that provides hot 
showers while nutritious food, clothing, and hygiene items are distributed. 

Previously, the truck could only reach 20% of the homeless community in 
the San Fernando Valley. Thanks to the tremendous support of our 
community, we exceeded our original goal of $17,000 and raised over 
$26,000 towards a brand new mobile shower unit for their team. 

Rescue SOS helped bring resources and dignity to those in need of a 
clean start by providing a new truck and mobile shower unit, ultimately 
doubling the Rescue SOS program resources and allowing the team to 
bring even more services to thousands of men, women, and children each 
week. 
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250LA 


Supporting the Rescue Mission is truly a community effort. Last year, I 
launched 250LA by hosting local businesses and community leaders at the 
San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission as a call to action to support and 
house an additional 250 unsheltered children and their families. 

By coming together and involving local, small business and leaders in this 
effort, we built a network of community support to address the challenges 
through creative, coordinated action. By matching local leaders with the 
Rescue Mission we are able to make a significant, ongoing impact for the 
families and children in need throughout our community.

Donuts and Donations 

My office continues our partnership 
with the San Fernando Valley Rescue 
Mission by hosting a “Donuts and 
Donations” event quarterly throughout 
Council District 12. As an institution 
that does not receive public money, 
the Mission counts on residents and 
local organizations to bring gently used 
clothing and household items to be 
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sold in the Rescue Mission’s thrift stores. 

Enjoying donuts and coffee with the Council District 12 staff, The Rescue 
Mission team, and our community is an added bonus and promotes 
community involvement, allowing residents to become involved and learn 
more about programming, resources, and ongoing needs. An average of 
$15,000 is raised to support these efforts each time the truck is filled. 

Clergy Summit & Partnership with Faith Leaders 

While we may not refer to faith leaders and the institutions they represent 
as "first responders," when it comes to addressing homelessness, they are 
exactly that. Churches, mosques, temples, and synagogues are often the 
first place someone turns to when they are struggling. The struggle could 
involve an addiction, a domestic crisis, loss of employment - but any of 
these can result in the loss of a home. Clergy are essential to providing 
support services for these individuals and their partnership is invaluable. 

That is why earlier this year, I convened a faith leaders summit on 
homelessness to build coordination both between my office and 
religious institutions and to build points of connection between the various 
religious organizations. During the event we asked members of assembled 
groups to share what their faith teaches about how we approach an issue 
like homelessness. Their answers were a resounding voice of compassion 
and offering of dignity for others. 


At the summit, we were able to develop an inventory of all the current 
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programmatic resources and programs of the attendees related to 
homeless individuals. Participants also shared their wish list for new 
programming and solutions that could benefit the community at 
large. Working groups made up of different faith institutions also developed 
strategies to collaborate and complement each other's work with facilities, 
resources, volunteer power, and services for those experiencing 
homelessness. 

One of the most exciting moments of this event was when two neighboring 
churches discovered that while one had an overflowing food pantry from 
donations, the other was struggling from a shortage of food from their free 
lunch offerings for those in need. That is just one example of how the 
process of building partnerships creates new connections throughout our 
community. 

Continuing Conversations with Neighborhood Councils 

Key partners in my office's 
Neighborhoods FIRST effort are the 
10 neighborhood council bodies that 
make up our district. These boards are 
deeply familiar with how homelessness 
impacts our neighborhoods and very 
helpful in gauging the 
community's needs as they address 
this issue. 

Through both my staff's attendance at all Neighborhood Council meetings 
as well as my Conversations with Councils series where I convene all 
Neighborhood Councils for a group discussion, I get to hear the various 
viewpoints on how the issue of homelessness is developing in each 
neighborhood and whether there is improvement or a need for additional 
resources. 

Neighborhood Councils are also critical as part of the working groups I'm 
forming to help determine the types of additional services that may be 
needed and where they should be located. 

Homeless Connect Day 

My office was able to draw on the partnerships described above to put on a 
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very successful Homeless Connect Day event. Homeless Connect Days are 
pop-up style events organized by LA Family Housing. For one day dozens 
of disparate service providers can set up shop at a single location in order 
to help those experiencing homelessness. 

Many of the partners that my office has engaged were present at this 
event to offer their services and do outreach and intake with attendees. It 
was a heartening example of what can be achieved when our community 
comes together to tackle difficult issues. 


Innovative Programming to Address Homelessness... 

As we combine the work of our office and partnerships with non-city 
entities, my office has also piloted new programs that work to change 
the lives of those currently living on our streets. Being homeless often 
leads individuals to a cycle of hopelessness and despair. These 
programs are designed to help individuals change the narrative 
around their own lives and build from a foundation of confidence. 

Clean Streets-Clean Starts 
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The 

premier pilot program to come out of CD12 is the Clean Streets Clean 
Starts program. This effort began through a neighborhood beautification 
grant my office won to combine neighborhood clean-ups with job training 
and addiction counseling. The grant and partners included Northridge 
South Neighborhood Council, neighborhood non-profit Northridge Sparkle, 
and the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission. 

The Clean Streets Clean Starts Program recruited participants through the 
San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission's Mobile Shower unit. The initial pilot 
consisted of 14 individuals. The curriculum started out with basic activities 
like trash collection and sweeping and worked its way up to tree planting, 
landscaping, and coordination with City work crews doing Great Streets 
projects. 

In all, participants completed 16 community 
cleanups and 16 mentoring sessions where they 
worked to develop job skills and clear personal 
impediments to housing and full-time employment. 

In exchange for their efforts, they were paid with 
supermarket gift cards with which they could 
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purchase necessities. The San Fernando Rescue 
Mission also worked tirelessly to obtain housing 
and employment for participants. At the end of the 
program, ten individuals received job offers, 
nine received housing, and five achieved sobriety. 

The program itself was awarded the "Game Changer" award by Mayor Eric 
Garcetti and the Los Angeles Board of Public Works. Since this initial pilot, 
Clean Streets Clean Starts has become its own entity operated by the 
Northridge Beautification Foundation in partnership with multiple 
Neighborhood Councils. The program has highlighted the contributions that 
those who are experiencing homelessness can bring to a community if 
given the opportunity. 

Making Movies that Matter 

The Making Movies that Matter Youth 
Film Festival is a program 
that predates Neighborhoods FIRST. 
This year was the 3rd installment that 
brings together young artists from 
elementary, middle, and high schools 
to participate in writing, developing, 
directing, and editing their own films on 

issue of importance. 

Making Movies that Matter has grown into the largest youth film festival in 
California. Over 1000 students are provided with top of the line equipment 
to develop their own creative voice. This year however, we partnered with 
the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission to ensure that homeless youth 
were also given the opportunity to participate in the program. 

It's programs like this that give young people the confidence and drive to 
overcome the difficulties and hardships they may face and build a brighter 
future for themselves and the community of which they are a part. 

Future of Neighborhoods FIRST... 
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Neighborhoods FIRST is constantly evolving as new programs, funding 
sources, and services come online. Homelessness as an issue continues to 
shift. As the population and demographics of those experiencing 
homelessness continues to change, so must we. 

With new housing coming online and an increased focus on homelessness 
citywide, we are seeing a change in which the greatest difficulties lie not 
with placing families and children in services, but with the chronically 
homeless because of addiction or mental health issues. 

Unfortunately, the current addiction treatment and mental health services 
networks are plagued with bad actors which vastly complicates connecting 
these individuals with the services they need. As a City Councilmember, 
legislative options for improving these state and county run services are 
limited, so I've been working with local app developers to create a smart 
phone app that could help first responders identify reputable treatment 
services in their vicinity. 

By creating a reliable quality control network that is not dependent on the 
pay-to-play advertisement that dominates most search engines, we'll be 
able to connect individuals with services that actually benefit them rather 
than seek to profit off of their illnesses and addictions.

One Year of Neighborhoods FIRST 


Addressing homelessness and its impacts on our neighborhoods has 
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become the primary issue that I deal with on a day-to-day basis. In order to 
streamline efforts and ensure resources are directed accordingly, I 
reorganized my staff around my Neighborhoods FIRST (Fully Integrated 
Resources and Support Team) initiative. As of this month, Neighborhoods 
FIRST completes its first full year and I wanted to share an update around 
our progress. 

This Neighborhoods FIRST anniversary edition of my newsletter will 
primarily focus on the efforts and initiatives taking place in Council District 
12. Flowever, there is also a lot of activity happening citywide which affects 
our district and is helpful in understanding the wider picture of 
homelessness in Los Angeles. For a useful primer on the city and 
countywide efforts, check out this recent article from Los Angeles 
Magazine. 


It is also important to remember as we address the statistics and numbers 
behind homelessness, that each of these numbers represents actual 
people's lives. Those experiencing homelessness are our neighbors, 
children, and siblings. This crisis is a humanitarian crisis first and the 
greatest moral challenge of our time. 
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I'm 

pleased to report that in the first year of Neighborhoods FIRST, Council 
District 12 saw a significant 19% drop in the number of homeless 
individuals living on our streets. These are numbers from the Los Angeles 
Housing Services Authority based on their 2018 Greater Los Angeles 
Homeless Count . And while there is still a lot of work to do, Neighborhoods 
FIRST is reducing the total number of homeless individuals living on our 
streets and lessening the negative impact on our communities. 

What follows is a detailed review of the program and its components. 

Operational HQ: CD12 as the Neighborhoods FIRST 
Control Center... 

Much of the success of Neighborhoods FIRST is a result of redirecting 
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resources and coordinating service teams from distinct City of Los Angeles 
departments to streamline efforts and augment their impact. For this task, I 
promoted veteran staffer Colin Crews who drew on his experience as a 
Senior Field Deputy in my office for his new role as the CD12 
Neighborhoods FIRST Director. 

Coordinating Multiple City Department Service Teams 


The 

primary City services requiring coordination are the LAPD Flomeless 
Outreach and Proactive Engagement (HOPE) Teams, Bureau of Sanitation 
Rapid Response, and the Department of Transportation Parking 
Enforcement. Typically, the LAPD HOPE Teams that rotate between Council 
Districts only have access to the sanitation component about every ten 
days, and are not coordinated with Parking Enforcement for issues related 
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to RVs and vehicle dwelling. In CD12 these teams work together as a unit. 
This allows the teams to, if necessary, visit encampments multiple 
times within one week. We've found that this frequent intervention yields 
the best results. 

My Neighborhoods FIRST Director sets a schedule for these teams so that 
they tackle the most problematic hot spots on a regular basis. This 
approach not only helps keep the streets clean, but builds relationships 
and trust between the LAPD HOPE officers and the homeless individuals to 
whom they offer shelter services. 

Building a rapport with these individuals, who may be service resistant, has 
proven to be the most effective legal means to get individuals into the 
Coordinated Entry System (CES) for housing. Additionally, this persistent 
approach of regular contact and code enforcement prevents encampments 
from becoming entrenched to the point where they negatively impact the 
quality of life in our neighborhoods. 

Since being put into practice, this new coordinated effort has resulted in a 
five-fold increase in the number of monthly contacts LAPD HOPE officers 
make with individuals experiencing homelessness. And while not every 
contact results in a person moving off the street, HOPE officers report that 
some of the most service-resistant individuals experiencing homelessness 
have accepted outreach services only after regular, repeated contacts. 

Addressing Vehicle Dwelling 

Council District 12 also faces a unique 
challenge when it comes to 
unsheltered individuals living out of 
unsafe and non-functioning RVs. Prior 
to the creation of Neighborhoods 
FIRST, the LA City Council voted to 
allow overnight sleeping in vehicles in 
commercially zoned areas only -- a law 
known as Los Angeles Municipal Code 
(LAMC) 85.02 which I voted against. 
With the CD12 Chatsworth-Northridge 
Industrial corridor being the largest 
such zone in the City, the result was a 
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massive influx of individuals living in unsanitary, unsafe conditions and 
impacting CD12 in disproportionate numbers relative to the City as a whole. 

In addition to sanitation and safety concerns, this resulted in a disruption to 
many local businesses that found much of the available street parking that 
would normally be used by customers being taken up by vehicles and RVs 
being used for habitation. LAMC 85.02 also created the additional problem 
of slum lords buying up disabled RVs, towing them to a location where 
vehicle dwelling is permitted and renting these vehicles to those in need of 
shelter. 

While vehicle dwelling might seem like an appealing alternative, in practice 
it has proven very problematic. Disabled vehicles have no means to 
dispose of waste and can quickly become an environmental hazard. What's 
more, there have been instances in which a vehicle has caught fire and — 
due to the lack of ingress and egress options — resulted in the death of 
persons living inside the vehicle. 

In response, we devoted additional enforcement resources towards 
ensuring that vehicles using the public right of way are safe and 
operational. In cases where they were unsafe or otherwise non-compliant 
with posted signage, we ensured that these vehicles were removed from 
our streets. 

This required additional coordination with LADOT's parking enforcement 
division as well as finding new space for vehicle storage by working with 
Official Police Garages (OPG) and the Los Angeles Department of Water & 
Power (LADWP). The result is fewer dangerous vehicles occupying the 
public right of way with regular enforcement to ensure that businesses and 
quality of life within and beyond the industrial corridor are not disrupted.

Participants also shared their wish list for new 
programming and solutions that could benefit the community at 
large. Working groups made up of different faith institutions also developed 
strategies to collaborate and complement each other's work with facilities, 
resources, volunteer power, and services for those experiencing 
homelessness. 

One of the most exciting moments of this event was when two neighboring 
churches discovered that while one had an overflowing food pantry from 
donations, the other was struggling from a shortage of food from their free 
lunch offerings for those in need. That is just one example of how the 
process of building partnerships creates new connections throughout our 
community. 

Continuing Conversations with Neighborhood Councils 

Key partners in my office's 
Neighborhoods FIRST effort are the 
10 neighborhood council bodies that 
make up our district. These boards are 
deeply familiar with how homelessness 
impacts our neighborhoods and very 
helpful in gauging the 
community's needs as they address 
this issue. 

Through both my staff's attendance at 
all Neighborhood Council meetings as 
well as my Conversations with Councils 

series where I convene all Neighborhood Councils for a group discussion, I 
get to hear the various viewpoints on how the issue of homelessness is 
affecting each neighborhood and whether there is improvement or a need 
for additional resources. 

Neighborhood Councils are also critical as part of the working groups I'm 
forming to help determine the types of additional services that may be 
needed and where they should be located. 

Homeless Connect Day 

My office was able to draw on the partnerships described above to put on a 
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very successful Homeless Connect Day event. Homeless Connect Days are 
pop-up style events organized by LA Family Housing. For one day dozens 
of disparate service providers can set up shop at a single location in order 
to help those experiencing homelessness. 

Many of the partners that my office has engaged were present at this 
event to offer their services and do outreach and intake with attendees. It 
was a heartening example of what can be achieved when our community 
comes together to tackle difficult issues. 


Innovative Programming to Address Homelessness... 

As we combine the work of our office and partnerships with non-city 
entities, my office has also piloted new programs that work to change 
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the lives of those currently living on our streets. Being homeless often 
leads individuals to a cycle of hopelessness and despair. These 
programs are designed to help individuals change the narrative 
around their own lives and build from a foundation of confidence. 

Clean Streets-Clean Starts 


The 

premier pilot program to come out of CD12 is the Clean Streets Clean 
Starts program. This effort began through a neighborhood beautification 
grant my office won to combine neighborhood clean-ups with job training 
and addiction counseling. The grant and partners included Northridge 
South Neighborhood Council, neighborhood non-profit Northridge Sparkle, 
and the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission. 

The Clean Streets Clean Starts Program recruited participants through the 
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San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission's Mobile Shower unit. The initial pilot 
consisted of 14 individuals. The curriculum started out with basic activities 
like trash collection and sweeping and worked its way up to tree planting, 
landscaping, and coordination with City work crews doing Great Streets 
projects. 

Over an eight week period, participants completed 
16 community cleanups and 16 mentoring 
sessions where they worked to develop job skills 
and clear personal impediments to housing and 
full-time employment. In exchange for their efforts, 
they were paid with supermarket gift cards with 
which they could purchase necessities. The San 
Fernando Rescue Mission also worked tirelessly to 
obtain housing and employment for participants. 

Ten of the fourteen participants completed the program. Of those, 
ten individuals received job offers, nine received housing, and five 
achieved sobriety. 

The program itself was awarded the "Game Changer" award by Mayor Eric 
Garcetti and the Los Angeles Board of Public Works. Since this initial pilot, 
Clean Streets Clean Starts has become its own entity operated by the 
Northridge Beautification Foundation in partnership with multiple 
Neighborhood Councils. The program has highlighted the contributions that 
those who are experiencing homelessness can bring to a community if 
given the opportunity. 

Making Movies that Matter 

The Making Movies that Matter Youth Film Festival is a program 
that predates Neighborhoods FIRST. This year was the 3rd installment that 
brings together young artists from elementary, middle, and high schools to 
participate in writing, developing, directing, and editing their own films on 
issue of importance. 

Making Movies that Matter has grown into the largest youth film festival in 
California. Over 1000 students are provided with top of the line equipment 
to develop their own creative voice. This year however, we partnered with 
the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission to ensure that homeless youth 
were also given the opportunity to participate in the program. 
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It's programs like this that give young 
people the confidence and drive to 
overcome the difficulties and hardships 
they may face and build a brighter 
future for themselves and the 
community of which they are a part. 


Future of Neighborhoods 
FIRST... 


Neighborhoods FIRST is constantly evolving as new programs, funding 
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sources, and services come online. Homelessness as an issue continues to 
shift. As the population and demographics of those experiencing 
homelessness continues to change, so must we. 

With new housing coming online and an increased focus on homelessness 
citywide, we are seeing a change in which the greatest difficulties lie not 
with placing families and children in services, but with the chronically 
homeless because of addiction or mental health issues. 

Unfortunately, the current addiction treatment and mental health services 
networks are plagued with bad actors which vastly complicates connecting 
these individuals with the services they need. As a City Councilmember, 
legislative options for improving these state and county run services are 
limited, so I've been working with local app developers to create a smart 
phone app that could help first responders identify reputable treatment 
services in their vicinity. 

By creating a reliable quality control network that is not dependent on the 
pay-to-play advertisement that dominates most search engines, we'll be 
able to connect individuals with services that actually benefit them rather 
than seek to profit off of their illnesses and addictions.

FIRST Anniversary Edition... 


One Year of Neighborhoods FIRST 
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Addressing homelessness and its impacts on our neighborhoods has 
become the primary issue that I deal with on a day-to-day basis. In 
order to streamline efforts and ensure resources are directed 
accordingly, I reorganized my staff around my Neighborhoods FIRST 
(Fully Integrated Resources and Support Team) initiative. As of this 
month, Neighborhoods FIRST completes its first full year and I wanted 
to share an update around our progress. 

This Neighborhoods FIRST anniversary edition of my newsletter will 
primarily focus on the efforts and initiatives taking place in Council 
District 12. However, there is also a lot of activity happening citywide 
which affects our district and is helpful in understanding the wider 
picture of homelessness in Los Angeles. For a useful primer on the city 
and countywide efforts, check out this recent article from Los Angeles 
Magazine. 

It is also important to remember as we address the statistics and 
numbers behind homelessness, that each of these numbers represents 
actual people's lives. Those experiencing homelessness are our 
neighbors, children, and siblings. This crisis is a humanitarian crisis first 
and the greatest moral challenge of our time. 


I'm pleased to report that in the first year of Neighborhoods FIRST, 
Council District 12 saw a significant 19% drop in the number of 
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homeless individuals living on our streets. These are numbers from the 
Los Angeles Housing Services Authority based on their 2018 Create! 
Los Angeles Homeless Count . And while there is still a lot of work to do, 
Neighborhoods FIRST is reducing the total number of homeless 
individuals living on our streets and lessening the negative impact on 
our communities. 

What follows is a detailed review of the program and its components. 

Operational HQ: CD12 as the Neighborhoods FIRST 
Control Center- 

Much of the success of Neighborhoods FIRST is a result of redirecting 
resources and coordinating service teams from distinct City of Los 
Angeles departments to streamline efforts and augment their impact. 
For this task, I promoted veteran staffer Colin Crews who drew on his 
experience as a Senior Field Deputy in my office for his new role as the 
CD12 Neighborhoods FIRST Director. 


Coordinating Multiple City Department Service Teams 


The primary City services requiring coordination are the LAPD 
Homeless Outreach and Proactive Engagement (HOPE) Teams, 
Bureau of Sanitation Rapid Response, and the Department of

Transportation Parking Enforcement. Typically, the LAPD HOPE Teams 
that rotate between Council Districts only have access to the sanitation 
component about every ten days, and are not coordinated with Parking 
Enforcement for issues related to RVs and vehicle dwelling. In CD12 
these teams work together as a unit. This allows the teams to, if 
necessary, visit encampments multiple times within one week. We've 
found that this frequent intervention yields the best results. 

My Neighborhoods FIRST Director sets a schedule for these teams so 
that they tackle the most problematic hot spots on a regular basis. This 
approach not only helps keep the streets clean, but builds relationships 
and trust between the LAPD HOPE officers and the homeless 
individuals to whom they offer shelter services. 

Building a rapport with these individuals, who may be service resistant, 
has proven to be the most effective legal means to get individuals into 
the Coordinated Entry System (CES) for housing. Additionally, this 
persistent approach of regular contact and code enforcement prevents 
encampments from becoming entrenched to the point where they 
negatively impact the quality of life in our neighborhoods. 

Since being put into practice, this new coordinated effort has resulted 
in a five-fold increase in the number of monthly contacts LAPD HOPE 
officers make with individuals experiencing homelessness. And while 
not every contact results in a person moving off the street, HOPE 
officers report that some of the most service-resistant individuals 
experiencing homelessness have accepted outreach services only after 
regular, repeated contacts. 

Addressing Vehicle Dwelling 

Council District 12 also faces a 
unique challenge when it comes to 
unsheltered individuals living out of 
unsafe and non-functioning RVs. 
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Prior to the creation of 
Neighborhoods FIRST, the LA City 
Council voted to allow overnight sleeping in vehicles in commercially 
zoned areas only — a law known as Los Angeles Municipal Code 
(LAMC) 85.02 which I voted against. With the CD12 Chatsworth- 
Northridge Industrial corridor being the largest such zone in the City, 
the result was a massive influx of individuals living in unsanitary, unsafe 
conditions and impacting CD12 in disproportionate numbers relative to 
the City as a whole. 

In addition to sanitation and safety concerns, this resulted in a 
disruption to many local businesses that found much of the available 
street parking that would normally be used by customers being taken 
up by vehicles and RVs being used for habitation. LAMC 85.02 also 
created the additional problem of slum lords buying up disabled RVs, 
towing them to a location where vehicle dwelling is permitted and 
renting these vehicles to those in need of shelter. 

While vehicle dwelling might seem like an appealing alternative, in 
practice it has proven very problematic. Disabled vehicles have no 
means to dispose of waste and can quickly become an environmental 
hazard. What's more, there have been instances in which a vehicle has 
caught fire and — due to the lack of ingress and egress options — 
resulted in the death of persons living inside the vehicle. 

In response, we devoted additional enforcement resources towards 
ensuring that vehicles using the public right of way are safe and 
operational. In cases where they were unsafe or otherwise non- 
compliant with posted signage, we ensured that these vehicles were 
removed from our streets. 

This required additional coordination with LADOT's parking 
enforcement division as well as finding new space for vehicle storage 
by working with Official Police Garages (OPG) and the Los Angeles 
Department of Water & Power (LADWP). The result is fewer dangerous 
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vehicles occupying the public right of way with regular enforcement to 
ensure that businesses and quality of life within and beyond the 
industrial corridor are not disrupted. 


CD 12 In-House Rapid Response Team 

Our efforts with various City Departments is complemented by a rapid 
response service operating directly out of my Neighborhoods FIRST 
headquarters at the Council District 12 Community Service Center. 
Unlike the Bureau of Sanitation, Parking Enforcement, and LAPD HOPE 
officers, the two member team is comprised of staff employed by my 
office. The team represents a proactive effort to quickly remove blight 
and hazards from our streets before they are allowed to linger and 
negatively impact our neighborhoods. 


On any given day, you can spot our Rapid Response team patrolling 
the district in a yellow pick up truck and removing bulky items, downed 
vegetation blocking the street, and illegal dumping. They also comb our 
neighborhoods while identifying and reporting service needs that 
require specialized equipment or safety gear to address. Because of 
their efforts, we're able to provide much more efficient and precise 
customer service that then frees up resources for other city service 
providers to perform larger, more difficult tasks. 
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While nearly 90% of Rapid Response pickups have resulted from a 
dumped item being identified while on patrol, our team also responds to 
service requests made to our office. To report

Building Partnerships Throughout CD12... 

Partnerships are critical to the general Neighborhoods FIRST strategy. I 
have worked to cultivate these partnerships with many of the non-city 
entities that may not fall under my office's direct jurisdiction but 
represent key supporters in delivering services, reporting issues, and 
providing relief to those facing homelessness and near homelessness. 

San Fernando Valiev Rescue Mission 

An essential partner in many of our 
efforts has been the San Fernando 
Valley Rescue Mission. After the 
Rescue Mission's donation center 
in Studio City was destroyed during 
a fire, I joined the community to 
raise awareness and donations 
and helped open a beautiful new 
90-bed facility in Northridge. In the 
time since, they've not only helped 
serve thousands of individuals and families experiencing 
homelessness, they have set a new bar for shelters as a good 
neighbor and welcomed member of a community. 

The Rescue Mission and my office have developed multiple points of 
partnership without spending public tax dollars. Nevertheless, this 
partnership has resulted in tremendous public good. 


Mobile Mission 
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Last year, my office successfully completed our Mobile Mission 
campaign to raise funds for the Mission’s Rescue SOS (Survival 
Outreach Services) Program. 

The Rescue SOS Team is dedicated to helping individuals and families 
to meet life-essential needs. They serve as a link to social services in 
the community, including emergency shelter at the Rescue Mission, 
residential substance abuse recovery, transitional housing programs, 
and most importantly, hope. 

Throughout the week, the Rescue SOS truck travels around the San 
Fernando Valley and is equipped with a mobile unit that provides hot 
showers while nutritious food, clothing, and hygiene items 
are distributed. 

Previously, the truck could only reach 20% of the homeless community 
in the San Fernando Valley. Thanks to the tremendous support of our 
community, we exceeded our original goal of $17,000 and raised over 
$26,000 towards a brand new mobile shower unit for their team. 

Rescue SOS helps bring resources and dignity to those in need of a 
clean start by providing a new truck and mobile shower unit, ultimately 
doubling the Rescue SOS program resources and allowing the team to 
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bring even more services to thousands of men, women, and children 
each week.

Supporting the Rescue Mission is truly a community effort. Last year, I 
helped launch 250LA by hosting local businesses and community 
leaders at the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission as a call to action 
to support and house an additional 250 unsheltered children and their 
families. 

By coming together and involving local, small business and leaders in 
this effort, we built a network of community support to address the 
challenges through creative, coordinated action. By matching local 
leaders with the Rescue Mission we are able to make a significant, 
ongoing impact for the families and children in need throughout our 
community.

Donuts and Donations 
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My office continues our partnership 
with the San Fernando Valley 
Rescue Mission by hosting a 
“Donuts and Donations” event 
quarterly throughout Council 
District 12. As an institution that 
does not receive public money, the 
Mission counts on residents and 
local organizations to bring gently 
used clothing and household items to be sold in the Rescue Mission’s 
thrift stores. 

Enjoying donuts and coffee with the Council District 12 staff, The 
Rescue Mission team, and our community is an added bonus and 
promotes community involvement, allowing residents to become 
involved and learn more about programming, resources, and ongoing 
needs. An average of $15,000 is raised to support these efforts each 
time the truck is filled. 


Clergy Summit & Partnership with Faith Leaders 

While we may not refer to faith leaders and the institutions they 
represent as "first responders," when it comes to addressing 
homelessness, they are exactly that. Churches, mosques, temples, and 
synagogues are often the first place someone turns to when they are 
struggling. The struggle could involve an addiction, a domestic crisis, 
loss of employment — but any of these can result in the loss of a home. 
Clergy are essential to providing support services for these individuals 
and their partnership is invaluable. 

That is why earlier this year, I convened a faith leaders summit on 
homelessness to build coordination between my office and 
religious institutions and to build points of connection between the 
various religious organizations. During the event we asked members of 
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assembled groups to share what their faith teaches about how we 
approach an issue like homelessness. Their answers were a 
resounding voice of compassion, offering dignity for others. 


At the summit, we were able to develop an inventory of all the current 
programmatic resources and programs of the attendees related to 
homeless individuals. Participants also shared their wish list for new 
programming and solutions that could benefit the community at 
large. Working groups made up of different faith institutions also 
developed strategies to collaborate and complement each other's work 
with facilities, resources, volunteer power, and services for those 
experiencing homelessness. 

One of the most exciting moments of this event was when two 
neighboring churches discovered that while one had an overflowing 
food pantry from donations, the other was struggling from a shortage of 
food from their free lunch offerings for those in need. That is just one 
example of how the process of building partnerships creates new 
connections throughout our community. 


Continuing Conversations with Neighborhood Councils 
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Key partners in my office's 
Neighborhoods FIRST effort are 
the 10 neighborhood council 
bodies that make up our district. 

These boards are deeply familiar 
with how homelessness impacts our 
neighborhoods and very helpful in 
gauging the community's needs as 
they address this issue. 

Through both my staff's attendance at all Neighborhood Council 
meetings as well as my Conversations with Councils series where I 
convene all Neighborhood Councils for a group discussion, I get to 
hear the various viewpoints on how the issue of homelessness is 
affecting each neighborhood and whether there is improvement or a 
need for additional resources. 

Neighborhood Councils are also critical as part of the working groups 
I'm forming to help determine the types of additional services that may 
be needed and where they should be located. 

Homeless Connect Day 

My office was able to draw on the partnerships described above to put 
on a very successful Homeless Connect Day event. Homeless Connect 
Days are pop-up style events organized by LA Family Housing. For one 
day dozens of disparate service providers can set up shop at a single 
location in order to help those experiencing homelessness. 

Many of the partners that my office has engaged were present at this 
event to offer their services and do outreach and intake with 
attendees. It was a heartening example of what can be achieved when 
our community comes together to tackle difficult issues. 
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Innovative Programming to Address 
Homelessness... 

As we combine the work of our office and partnerships with non-city 
entities, my office has also piloted new programs that work to change 
the lives of those currently living on our streets. Being homeless often 
leads individuals to a cycle of hopelessness and despair. These 
programs are designed to help individuals change the narrative around 
their own lives and build from a foundation of confidence. 

Clean Streets-Clean Starts 
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The premier pilot program to come out of CD12 is the Clean Streets 
Clean Starts program. This effort began through a neighborhood 
beautification grant my office won to combine neighborhood clean-ups 
with job training and addiction counseling. The grant and 
partners included Northridge South Neighborhood Council, 
neighborhood non-profit Northridge Sparkle, and the San Fernando 
Valley Rescue Mission. 

The Clean Streets Clean Starts Program recruited participants through 
the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission's Mobile Shower unit. The 
initial pilot consisted of 14 individuals. The curriculum started out with 
basic activities like trash collection and sweeping and worked its way up 
to tree planting, landscaping, and coordination with City work crews 
doing Great Streets projects. 

Over an eight week period, participants 
completed 16 community cleanups and 16 
mentoring sessions where they worked to 
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develop job skills and clear personal 

impediments to housing and full-time 

employment. In exchange for their efforts, they 

were paid with supermarket gift cards with 

which they could purchase necessities. The 

San Fernando Rescue Mission also worked 

tirelessly to obtain housing and employment for 

participants. Ten of the fourteen participants completed the program. 

Of those, ten individuals received job offers, nine received housing, 

and five achieved sobriety. 

The program itself was awarded the "Game Changer" award by Mayor 
Eric Garcetti and the Los Angeles Board of Public Works. Since this 
initial pilot, Clean Streets Clean Starts has become its own 
entity operated by the Northridge Beautification Foundation in 
partnership with multiple Neighborhood Councils. The program has 
highlighted the contributions that those who are experiencing 
homelessness can bring to a community if given the opportunity. 

Making Movies that Matter 

The Making Movies that Matter 
Youth Film Festival is a program 
that predates Neighborhoods 
FIRST. This year was the 3rd 
installment that brings together 
young artists from elementary, 
middle, and high schools to 

participate in writing, developing, directing, and editing their own films 
on issue of importance. 

Making Movies that Matter has grown into the largest youth film festival 
in California. Over 1000 students are provided with top of the line 
equipment to develop their own creative voice. This year however, we 
partnered with the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission to ensure that 
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homeless youth were also given the opportunity to participate in the 
program. 

It's programs like this that give young people the confidence and drive 
to overcome the difficulties and hardships they may face and build a 
brighter future for themselves and the community of which they are a 
part. 

Future of Neighborhoods FIRST... 


Neighborhoods FIRST is constantly evolving as new programs, funding 
sources, and services come online. Homelessness as an issue 
continues to shift. As the population and demographics of those 
experiencing homelessness continues to change, so must we. 

With new housing coming online and an increased focus on 
homelessness citywide, we are seeing a change in which the greatest 
difficulties lie not with placing families and children in services, but with 
the chronically homeless because of addiction or mental health issues. 
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Unfortunately, the current addiction treatment and mental health 
services networks are plagued with bad actors which vastly complicates 
connecting these individuals with the services they need. As a 
City Councilmember, legislative options for improving these state and 
county run services are limited, so I've been working with local app 
developers to create a smart phone app that could help first 
responders identify reputable treatment services in their vicinity. 

By creating a reliable quality control network that is not dependent on 
the pay-to-play advertisement that dominates most search engines, 
we'll be able to connect individuals with services that actually benefit 
them rather than seek to profit off of their illnesses and addictions.

What You Can Do... 

While my office will continue to work diligently and persistently to 
resolve the homelessness crisis, there are many potential ways you 
can get involved to assist our efforts. This is an ongoing campaign and 
anything you can do will not only benefit individuals and families but 
improve our community as a whole.

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Next week will mark the 10th Anniversary of a tragedy that tested our 
community unlike any other. The collision of the Metrolink and Union 
Pacific trains that occurred at 4:22 PM on September 12th, 2008 
forever altered the lives of thousands in our community and beyond. 

25 individuals perished. 135 were injured 
— 46 critically so. Resources and 
personnel were pulled from every local 
emergency response agency to a 
traumatic scene that more closely 
resembled a war zone than the quiet 
residential community with which we are 
all familiar. Neighbors and community 
members with no emergency response 
training came out of the safety of their 
homes to assist those in need. 13 area 
hospitals were inundated with victims. 

Sirens echoed ceaselessly through the 
northwest Valley that afternoon, evening, 
and into the night. 

While the event itself can only be 
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remembered as a horrible tragedy, the response and actions to this 
terrible event revealed the character and strength of the Chatsworth 
community. While we mourn every family member and friend lost that 
day, there are those who are still with us thanks to the courageous acts 
of strangers. 

Please join me next week, Wednesday, September 12 for a special 
community memorial where we will remember those we lost and share 
our gratitude for the first responders and the Chatsworth community for 
the heroism displayed that day.

Why Enforcement Alone Cannot Work... 


My Neighborhoods FIRST initiative is primarily aimed at improving the 
quality of life for our communities and the people that live here. 
Homelessness is currently the primary threat to safety and public health 
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and as such is the main focus of Neighborhoods FIRST. 

In speaking with constituents about the homelessness crisis, I have 
sometimes heard people ask why we can't simply arrest people who 
insist on sleeping on the streets or sweep away encampments 
wherever they pop up. Why do we need to use valuable police officers 
to connect individuals with services they are resistant to taking in the 
first place? Folks also are unhappy with the prospect using public 
dollars to build shelters to house individuals experiencing 
homelessness. 

Earlier this week, a federal court ruling — which carries with it the force 
of law - cut to the heart of why enforcement measures alone will not 
solve this crisis. The U.S. 9th Circuit Court of Appeals ruled this week 
that prosecuting homeless people for sleeping on public property when 
they do not have access to a shelter violates the U.S. Constitution's 
ban on cruel and unusual punishment. 

This ruling will no doubt make it more difficult to enforce the current 
sanitation and access codes that allow us to keep our streets and 
sidewalks safe and clean. Flowever, it does not make the task 
impossible because Neighborhoods FIRST has never solely been 
about enforcement. My office has been recruiting faith-based partners 
to offer services. We've been partnering with mental health and 
addiction treatment centers to get individuals care. We helped open 
and expand the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission which has 
become the model of what a community shelter can be for both families 
experiencing homelessness and the communities that welcome them. 
We've crowd sourced funding for two mobile shower units using them 
as a tool to establish contact with individuals living on our streets. We 
piloted the Clean Streets, Clean Starts program which offers 
employment training, compensated work opportunities, and has spread 
to Council Districts throughout the Valley 

All of these efforts have been joined with our Sanitation Rapid 
Response as well as Parking Enforcement efforts to create an 
environment that both protects the community and offers an open hand 
to those in need. 
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Ultimately, what this ruling does mean is that we must redouble our 
efforts. Only with a sustained all-hands-on-deck approach will we be 
able to keep up the progress we've made since Neighborhoods FIRST 
began one year ago.

STAFF REPORT 


Staff Report: Requesting Speed Humps in Your 
Community... 


Our Transportation Deputy, Eric Moody, would like to inform you of an 
opportunity through the Los Angeles Department of Transportation to 
get car-slowing, speed humps installed in our community. 

Throughout the year, Council District 12 receives many calls from 
constituents requesting speed humps in various areas throughout the 
District. Whenever speeding cars are an issue, the first thought is 
always speed humps. But they don't always resolve perceived problems 
and they aren't appropriate in every situation. However, all these 
inquiries can also be directed to the LADOT website. As LADOT has 
primary responsibility for accepting requests, processing 
applications/petitions, and approving locations for speed humps, they 
are the best location to direct requests. 

Speed humps are designed to reduce vehicle speeds on residential 
local or collector streets that have a single lane of travel in each 
direction. While generally effective in reducing speeds and volume, 
they also have some disadvantages such as increasing vehicle noise 
when vehicles drive over the humps and reduced response times from 
emergency vehicles which also have to slowdown to safely traverse the 
speed humps. Something else to remember is speed hump placement, 
as a speed hump or speed hump related signs may be installed directly 
in front of someone's home creating issues that might not have been 
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anticipated. 

Twice annually, LADOT opens their speed hump request page to 
accept applications for speed humps. Round 2 for 2018 
opens September 12, 2018 at 8:00a.m. Each round, they receive 
many more applications than there are slots available. LADOT has 
limited budget resources that must be equally spread throughout the 
City, which means that not every application is approved. LADOT 
conducts a preliminary review process of "qualifying" streets based on 
location, speed limit, street conditions, etc., and those that pass initial 
checks move on to actual ballots/petitions to the requesting party. 

The requesting party agrees to circulate petitions and obtain 
signatures of a majority of the neighbors along a particular street 
segment, within a specific time period.

LADOT will advise each applicant of the status of their 
application throughout the process.

We've founded and expanded the Devonshire PALS Youth Center 
which every year provides programming and opportunity for thousands 
of at-risk youth turning kids who might end up in gangs or on drugs into 
community leaders in their own right. Our partnerships with non-profits 
such as the North Valley YMCA have raised millions to provide families 
programming and opportunities to thrive. We grew our police force and 
equipped them with the modern tools such as on-body cameras that 
help them build trust and keep communities safe. We transformed our 
Fire Department into a metric driven agency and reduced response 
times for emergencies because, when it comes to matters of life and 
death, seconds matter. We passed legislation that will retrofit and 
improve tens of thousands of structures so that when the next 
earthquake strikes, our residents will be safe. We pioneered new park 
designs to make them accessible to all children regardless of ability, 
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cleaned up and re-opened Chatsworth Park South, funded the 
reconstruction and repair of our pools, acquired and opened a new 
park at the historic Oakridge estate, and broke ground on a brand new 
50-acre park in Porter Ranch which will serve as the gathering point for 
visitors and community members alike. We founded Clean Streets- 
Clean Starts which has expanded from a small, single pilot project in 
Northridge to a city-wide program that allows individuals experiencing 
homelessness to work with community beautification teams and do 
clean-ups of their local neighborhood while receiving job counseling 
and connection to services that put their lives back on track. 

I could go on and on with this list of achievements. However, all of this 
is to make one point: nothing happens because of one person. 
Everything we've accomplished has come to pass because we as a 
community made it happen. The 12th Council District has among the 
highest rates of volunteerism, engagement, and civic participation of 
any area in the City of Los Angeles. 

It is only because I am confident in the durability of this progress that I 
am able to make this decision to move on to the next chapter of my life. 
There will not be a single moment when the 12th District is without 
representation on the Los Angeles City Council. My staff will remain in 
place to ensure that we don't miss a beat when it comes to serving the 
people of our district. What's more, my colleagues on Council have 
agreed to take the historic step and hold a vote to seat a new 
Councilmember to serve the 12th district until a special election can be 
held. The individual nominated is no stranger to the 12th district. Greig 
Smith was my predecessor on the City Council and was already twice 
elected by the voters in 2003 and 2007. There is no person who can 
match his knowledge and experience in serving the communities of the 
Northwest Valley. 

It is thanks to Greig, his wife Christine, and my staff that I leave my 
position on Council confident that the progress we've made will 
continue. And while I am proud of all we have achieved, it is not without 
sadness that I step away from the work and the relationships that have 
defined and enriched my life for the last 15 years. The experience is 
something I will always carry with me and treasure. 
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As we settle in for the holidays and prepare for the New Year, I look 
forward to spending more time with my family and the new opportunities 
that life provides. However, though I am moving on to a new chapter, 
my devotion, love, and gratitude for the community which has given me 
everything in life will always endure.

A Fond Farewell from our Chief of Staff Nicole

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15 years ago, during my original tenure on City Council, I hired a young 
staffer named Nicole Bernson as my Communications and Policy aide. 

In the ensuing years, she would develop and mature into one of the 
most essential and knowledgeable staffers in the Council District 12 
office and ultimately Chief of Staff. Her excellence is reflected in the fact 
that this week she leaves her post as Chief of Staff to become Assistant 
Director for the Office of Finance. Nicole grew up and has spent the 
majority of her professional life in service to our communities. And while 
she will continue to serve us and the City as a whole in her new post, 
she wrote this letter as she bids farewell to her role serving the 12th 
Council District: 


As I leave Council District Twelve to 
accept an opportunity as Assistant 
Director of the City’s Office of 
Finance, I wanted to take a few 
moments to acknowledge what an 
amazing opportunity it’s been to 
serve this community for the past 
15 and a half years. 

I joined CD 12 with Councilmember 
Greig Smith in 2003 as his 
Legislative and Communications 
Deputy In his eight years in office, 

I got to work on projects that 
produced tremendous victories for 
our district, and the City as a 
whole. Some that come foremost to 
mind are the mitigations we 
achieved for the Sunshine Canyon 
Landfill - including having it double-lined; a legacy plan we authored 
called RENEW LA, which would forever change the trash paradigm for 
the City - reguiring commercial and multifamily recycling, creating a 
Zero Waste Policy and an Environmentally Preferred Purchasing 
Policy; and DWP reform, which brought about the Rate Payer Advocate 
and Office of Public Accountability. 

In the dark days of the global financial crisis, we worked with Council 
leadership to minimize the cuts to services and reduce staff layoffs by 
offering an Early Retirement Incentive Package and negotiated pension 
reform worth over $4 billion in savings to Angelenos, while creating a 
Budget Stabilization Fund to offset future downturns. 
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When Mitchell Englander was elected in 2011, he appointed me his 
Deputy Chief of Staff, and eventually, his Chief of Staff. On his team, we 
were finally able to reopen Chatsworth Park South after a nearly 
decade-long closure due to lead and PAH contamination. Returning 
that park to the community was one of the happiest days, ever. It is a 
true jewel in the City’s parks system. We welcomed the City’s first Great 
Street, Reseda Blvd, and became home to it’s first-ever parking- 
protected bike lane. 

We forged partnerships like the one with The San Fernando Valley 
Rescue Mission, the Northridge Beautification Foundation and CD 12 
that created the Clean Streets, Clean Starts program - for which we 
won double the maximum grant award as well as the Mayor’s Game 
Changer award for pairing homeless volunteers with the local 
beautification team to clean their community, while they gained access 
to services, grew their confidence and renewed their dignity. This 
program has now been expanded to serve the entire San Fernando 
Valley. This was just a small piece of the overall Neighborhoods FIRST 
strategy that saw a 19% reduction in homelessness in CD 12 over a 
one-year period. 

I cannot say enough about the community members and nonprofits and 
businesses that make up CD 12. I have enjoyed your spirit, activism 
and your guidance. There is no district that enjoys the generosity and 
involvement of its residents quite like CD 12. I have seen you reach out 
a hand to help others, to create abundance where there was need and 
to share your experience and time toward the common good of our 
neighborhoods. 

To the CD 12 staff - the finest in City Hall - I have learned from your 
experience, been inspired by your advocacy and it has been a true joy 
to lead and mentor you. I don't have the words to say how much I’ll miss 
being part of your team. 

Finally to my mentors and dear friends, Greig Smith and Mitchell 
Englander. The honor of serving you both has been all mine. I’ll never 
be able to adequately thank you for the opportunities you’ve given me 
and the support and friendship you’ve shown me.

On his team, we 
were finally able to reopen Chatsworth Park South after a nearly 
decade-long closure due to lead and PAH contamination. Returning 
that park to the community was one of the happiest days, ever. It is a 
true jewel in the City’s parks system. We welcomed the City’s first Great 
Street, Reseda Blvd, and became home to it’s first-ever parking- 
protected bike lane. 

We forged partnerships like the one with The San Fernando Valley 
Rescue Mission, the Northridge Beautification Foundation and CD 12 
that created the Clean Streets, Clean Starts program - for which we 
won double the maximum grant award as well as the Mayor’s Game 
Changer award for pairing homeless volunteers with the local 
beautification team to clean their community, while they gained access 
to services, grew their confidence and renewed their dignity. This 
program has now been expanded to serve the entire San Fernando 
Valley. This was just a small piece of the overall Neighborhoods FIRST 
strategy that saw a 19% reduction in homelessness in CD 12 over a 
one-year period. 

I cannot say enough about the community members and nonprofits and 
businesses that make up CD 12. I have enjoyed your spirit, activism 
and your guidance. There is no district that enjoys the generosity and 
involvement of its residents quite like CD 12. I have seen you reach out 
a hand to help others, to create abundance where there was need and 
to share your experience and time toward the common good of our 
neighborhoods. 

To the CD 12 staff - the finest in City Hall - I have learned from your 
experience, been inspired by your advocacy and it has been a true joy 
to lead and mentor you. I don’t have the words to say how much I’ll miss 
being part of your team. 

Finally to my mentors and dear friends, Greig Smith and Mitchell 
Englander. The honor of serving you both has been all mine. I’ll never 
be able to adequately thank you for the opportunities you’ve given me 
and the support and friendship you’ve shown me.

Propose Telecommunication Facility ZA-2018-4022-CUW, Brandon Towner from Sprint: Sprint 
had checked out two other locations but they were not viable. The reason for installing is due to the

o Q: Where is the nearest antenna? There are 2 on Balboa (Nordhoff and Plummer) and a 
third at CSUN.

o Q: Is/Are there payments to the church? Yes. 

o Q: Would Sprint be open to making payments to the residents? Would relay the message, 
o Q: What about the neighboring parking lot? Not sufficient ground to build 
o Q; Are you aware that Sprint had to remove tower due to community input? No 
o Comment: Michael Bray acted as the spokesperson for the ~75 individuals that attended the 
meeting for this item. He basically said the same thing I reported on last week (it is a health 
issue but since the City does not conduct business on health tenns he tied it to devaluing 
property value.) 

o Comment: Ron Robinson- The cancer association is the same didn’t say the dangers of 
smoking back in the 70’s-80s.

PRESERVING OAKRIDGE ESTATE MEETING 


DATE: Wednesday, September 19, 2018

Jessie Strobel, Field Deputy - Councilman Mitch Englander (called to emergency meeting 
downtown) 

Before beginning the meeting, Andrea called Paul Davis to see if he was on his way. She was 
connected directly to his office and left a message. The group waited approximately 10 minutes 
and moved forward with the meeting. 

To begin the meeting, the group introduced themselves: 

Andrea: I am member of Northridge Beautification Foundation and founder of Northridge 
Sparkle which started the beautification process on Reseda Blvd. and garnered the interest of 
Mayor Garcetti to make Reseda Blvd. a Great Street. 

Pat LoPresti: Member of Friends of Oakridge. I have been involved with the project since 2010 
in a variety of different things. Additionally I served as a member of the Oakridge Park Advisory 
Board, doing Outreach, with Dave Hasson and Steve Harris for two and half years. We 
succeeded in getting the project off the ground with the help of Megan Cottier of CD12. This is a 
great meeting to have with more people helping us preserve Oakridge Estate. 

Greig Smith: President of Friends of Oakridge. I’ve been there from the very first start of the 
project. I want to thank Andrea for putting this together. You’ve done so much and I just wish 
you were around when I had my store on Reseda Blvd. It would have been nice to know you 
back then. Thank you for all that you’re doing. 

Eric Moody: I’m with the office of Mitchell Englander, sitting in for Jessie Strobel. She was 
called downtown for an emergency meeting. 

Peter Lasky: Former President of Northridge West Neighborhood Council and we gave an NPG 
grant for the Oak Tree, which I’m now famous for being in the picture. When I first heard about 
Oakridge which was about four years or so ago, when I first got involved with the neighborhood 
council, I wondered what in the world is Oakridge - never heard of this before. And it’s nice to 
finally see after a number of years things finally beginning to happen and the property having 
access to the public and all. I’m here to keep our board informed of what’s going on. 

Dave Hasson: I’m Vice President of Friends of Oakridge. I’m also past President of the Park 



Advisory Board for Oakridge, which was the development of the park portion of the property. 
I’ve been involved probably since 2010. 


Margaret Landers: I’m on Northridge Vision, also on HMO Sherwood Forest Home Owner’s 
Association and a member of Northridge Beautification Foundation. 

Chris Sales: I chair Northridge Vision. I’ve known about the Jack Oakie house forever. I grew 
up in this neighborhood. Obviously it’s a very important element in Northridge so lots of 
conversations of the status of it came up so Andrea and I wanted to jump start and see if we 
could start a conversation here. I’m really a fly on the wall here, and hoping that we can 
address some issues and see that everyone’s on the same page. 

But if I could make one comment, it appears the most problematic issue, because it has so 
many custodians so to speak, nothing gets done because no one takes responsibility. 

Andrea: Ken Bernstein could not be here today although he was impressed with the fact that 
we were having this meeting and he sent a paragraph to read about his position as the City’s 
Office of Historic Resources, stating his role and how he fits into the equation and what he can 
do to help. Andrea read the note out loud. 

Andrea then let the group know why she had called the meeting. It’s because I heard from Pat 
that there was some issues with fixing the house. The list of repairs had come to a halt and it 
appeared to have clogged since Steve Harris passed away. So things aren’t getting done. 

What I want to accomplish at this meeting is to start a dialogue, hear what everyone does, talk 
about the issues, unclog anything that can be unclogged. It’s very disappointing that Paul did 
not show. If that’s the clog, we need to work on alternatives to expedite movement on the 
project to prevent the house from further decline. Also, I know money is an issue, so we can 
talk about grants, fundraisers, what needs to be done so we can move forward. 

Also I would like to continue these meetings giving everyone a job they would be responsible 
for, then at the next meeting discuss the status and follow through on whatever was proposed at 
the previous meeting. 

Chris Sales pointed out that before we take that step there’s one major concern before this 
discussion here on how this even happens. He mentioned that if the park opens the most 
important issue to begin with is to keep people away from the house and pool. Sales said, “I 
don’t think that’s brain surgery, and I’m sure people at Rec and Parks are thinking about that, 
because that’s a huge issue from a liability point.” 

Dave Hasson then said that Friends had similar concerns because they were planning some 
events at the house. He said that a couple of months ago, he brought this question up to Jessie 
in the council’s office and also to Leon who is the caretaker at the property. Hasson said Jessie 
said there’s some type of plan, but never defined what the plan is to fence off the house from 
the crowds. So that is an immediate concern that has to happen before the park opens. 

Greig Smith stated they (meaning RAP) talked about a temporary fence; those big yellow 
orange plastic fences for public programs next year. Smith said, “We don’t want that particularly 
but we want something. That’s a short-term solution.” 

After a lengthy discussion about the fence, it was agreed that a more permanent fix was 
needed. And who was paying for it was in question. Hasson reminded the group that he is on 
the Prop K committee of the San Fernando Valley, and they received a $1.3 million grant for the 
development of the park. Smith said we need to find out if there is any money left over. 

Pat LoPresti wanted to inform the group about some important background information. She 
said she pulled two reports for this meeting. One where Paul Davis was sent a contract for 
Rincon Consultants, Inc. in June of 2015. In March of 2016, Friends of Oakridge went through 



the house room by room and suggested, according to the historic information, what could be 
done in each room to maintain it as historic, or what needed to be fixed; what wallpaper could 
come down or changed. Pat believes the revised list was submitted to Mr. Paul Davis at Rec 
and Parks in 2016. Nothing has ever happened. 

Greig Smith reminded everyone that this goes back to the Treatment Plan. 

Chris Sales made some valid points about conflicting forces and the need for clear prioritization 
and concentration on one thing at a time. As for the house, the first thing that is most needed is 
to stabilize the roof. Forget about the other thousands of issues and concentrate on fixing the 
roof so that it’s not going to leak. When a laundry list of stuff is handed over, you’re 
guaranteeing decades of response and discussion, and then the big important things that need 
to happen aren’t getting tackled. 

Sales commented on the situation needing a strong individual at the helm. You have Rec and 
Parks who are suppose to be running it, no offense to them, who has put some guy living in the 
place so nobody burns it down but he has no responsibility to the property. Then you have 
people in the neighborhood who are saying what’s going on. You have the reality of where do 
you get money for things. You have so many things right there that if you don’t have someone 
who is a strong force in charge, they’ll just say, it was nice talking to you, I’m out the door. 

Greig Smith clarified a VERY IMPORTANT ELEMENT TO THE ENTIRE SITUATION. The 
whole thing revolves around this Treatment Plan. All these ideas and things go into a long-term 
plan of what’s going to happen to the property. This should have been done years ago. That 
creates a purpose. From that they budget every year. And what’s not budgeted, Friends of 
Oakridge can go out and support it as well. We can’t go out and decide what we’re going raise 
money on until you guys sit and figure out what to do first. The Treatment Plan is on the priority 
list and it hasn’t been finished, it’s two years late. Everything falls around that. 

Greig Smith voiced a suggestion. He conveyed that he and Mitch met with Mike Shull, the 
General Manager of Rec and Parks and one other person at RAP 6 or 8 months ago. He said 
they let Mike know that this stuff had to get done. He told him he knew he was short handed, 
but if they couldn’t do it, to let Friends go do it but, Greig said, we have to get this done. We’re 
spinning our wheels. The organization can’t raise money to fix things, because every time they 
want to do something they run into the same barrage of things. And that the Treatment Plan is 
first needed. Shull said he’d get it straightened out but nothing happened. 

Greig suggested maybe we should ask the Councilmember to set up a meeting at City Hall with 
Ramon Barajas, the Director of Maintenance and Facilities. We address the problem...how do 
we get this fixed? Do they need money to hire a staff member? What do they need to do to get 
this plan done? It’s already been two years (maybe three years) late. Once we get that in our 
hands, as a community, we can go out and start getting money or do what we we need to do to 
get those things fixed. 

We need to know how much money we have in the budget to fix things this year. Is there 
money surplus from the original grant, which I think there’s a little bit, like a couple hundred 
thousand. From there everything else will fall into place. We just need the Treatment Plan in 
hand. 

Dave Hasson reminded the group that the exterior house has dry rot and needs paint. Before 
any work get started the first PRIORITY is the fence around the house and pool. Sales 
expressed a thought that the secured area would also double as a work area until a permanent 
solution. The second priority is the roof repair. Greig confirmed that because the house is 
considered an historical monument, the shaker roof would be acceptable just the way it is. 
Hasson handed Andrea a new order of priorities which will be input on the list of concerns, but 
first things first. Meeting with Mitch Englander and Rec and Parks to secure we get the 
Treatment Plan, then work on all the renovation and priorities. 



Greig stated that Mitch is Vice Chairman of the Budget Committee. He has a large budget and 
everything goes through this committee. If Mike Shull says he needs an additional planner, 

Mitch can go to the budget committee and get financing for that position. So he’s in a critical 
position and when they call someone into the Councilmember’s office, they listen and will 
always give you a cost list of how much it cost to fix anything when they walk in the door. So 
that is what has to happen! 

Dave Hasson addressed the group and wanted to give the latest information on the Treatment 
Plan. The Treatment Plan is on hold for a cost estimate according to what Steve Harris had told 
him nearly a year ago. The Bureau of Engineering acts as Rec and Park’s consultants. They 
must come up with the values and cost for all the repairs. Hasson was under the impression 
that there were no funds or priority given to get this done. “Again, my understanding is that this 
is in the hands a Mike Shull, top level.” Hasson said, “I’m just trying to bring everybody up to 
date. If you’re going to be involved, you should know the latest. The Treatment Plan was 
supposedly ready to be approved pending this cost estimate. 

A conversation commenced about sufficient parking, meetings with Rec and Parks, bathrooms 
not being included with the opening of the park, public input and outrage. Resolutions that were 
agreed upon regarding parking but were never incorporated. Explanations were given as to 
why bathrooms were not required in a passive park. 

Discussion on how the community WANTS THIS! NEEDS THIS! And, how outsiders and local 
residents want this historical monument to be operational. There’s no lack of enthusiasm 

Other historical sites in L.A. and outside L.A. were brought up and Eric mentioned how great 
Ken Bernstein was as a support base, and how Bernstein saved many historical properties in 
L.A. 

There is a sewer at the property where bathrooms can tie into. Parking needs to be put on the 
list. 

Friends of Oakridge website has been up and running since 2011, tours now given once a 
month, and brochures and other promotional materials have been created for Oakridge 
Estates. Additionally, there is a email list in place of 2,300 names. Greig would like to do 
several fundraisers: Movies in the park, (3) during the year. In the process of raising money. 

No lack of enthusiasm Grants are limited until we have the Treatment Plan. 

PAB, Park Advisory Board (2012-14) was aware of the possibility of events that could take place 
such as weddings, public meetings, organization meetings, movie & commercial shoots, a wide 
spectrum of uses. We need electricity and plumbing. 

If we build it they will come! 

CONCLUSION: Eric Moody is to go back to Jessie and find out about any plans for the fencing 
before the park opens. He will also bring back all the information discussed at this meeting 
including... 

Speaking with Mitch Englander about setting up a meeting at City Hall with Mike Shull, Greig 
Smith, Andrea Alvarado and himself. If someone additionally is required from RAP, Mike will 
know. Small meeting to get some of these issues resolved ASAP. Greig can not do Tuesdays. 

I let the group know that this is something I was told by L.A. Conservancy, that once Mitch 
Englander says “go” it will get done, no question. So this meeting is imperative! 


Dave shared his parking plans with the group, and the meeting was adjourned at 11:20AM.

The wallpaper murals (on all four walls) in the living room of the Oakridge Estate were 
examined on Oct. 25, 2017 in order to provide 4 proposals and budgets: 

1. Minimal art conservation treatments to stabilize the most unstable areas, minimal 
inpainting or blending of aesthetic problems to improve the appearance, make the 
murals more safe against damage during future use of the room. Extent of future use 
is unknown. 

2. Extensive art conservation treatments to stabilize as much as possible the condition 
of the murals, inpaint and blend to return the murals as much as possible to an 
original appearance and make the murals as resistant as possible to damage during 
room use. Extent of future use is unknown. 

3. Proposal for minimum protection of the murals during light renovation of the 
building. Extent of future renovations is unknown. 

4. Proposal for extensive protection measures of the murals during more aggravated 
renovation of the building. Extent of future renovations is unknown. 



Title: Old European countryside scenes 
Artist: English? 

Period: c. 1935 (when house was built?) Style is 1850ish 

Technique: Gouache, tempera and watercolor on paper. Composition may have been 
printed then reworked and modified by hand. The paper support was adhered to fabric 
with starch paste (probably on location) and adhered to the plaster walls with starch paste. 
Dimensions: 3 ft wainscot, mural is 6.5 ft tall by about 60 ft long (80’ with doors and 
windows) or about 390 sq. ft. 
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The murals were examined by Scott M. Haskins, Head of Conservation at FACL, Inc., with 
regular ambient lighting, added lights (including raking light), magnification and with an 
UV exam light. Solubility tests were conducted with mixtures of water, acetone, ethanol, 
naphtha, xylene. 



Conditions due to original installation 
techniques and aging: 

General deterioration of paper support is 
characteristic with low quality highly 
manufactured paper - it has browned and 
embrittled. Joins in sections of the murals are 
evident but stable. Cracks/splits in paper are 
abundant. Stains in paper (mostly visible in the 
areas of sky and light background) due to 
mounting techniques are prevalent. Extensive 
wrinkling of the paper occurred over almost 
all areas of the murals with original 
installation. Areas of most extensive wrinkling 
are evidence of poor adhesion of paper to 
fabric. Adhesion of fabric to wall appears good. 

Several slits by original installers were made 
to evacuate bubbles during installation. Small 
losses of paper and paint exist here and there 
and along some edges. Since the paper is so 
brittle, wherever it is lifting, there is risk of 
loss. It was told us that a leak occurred in the 
roof and trickled down through the upper floors 
the most damaged followed by the corner section of the south-west wall. 


Conditions due to previous restorations: 

There are extensive areas of repainting and generous retouching which changes the color 
of the murals. Some compositional elements were also changed. Cleaning tests revealed 
that with the removal of the overpaint, extensive damage is underneath. It is 
possible/probable that airbrushing-retouching of vast areas of sky was undertaken. 
Presumably, futile attempts were made to clean the murals which resulted in damage to the 
paint layers, being extr emely solub le in water and water based solven ts. 



The blue colors in the center section are original. 

The yellowish/brownish right and left sides are discolored due to previous poor quality retouching/restoration 
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Proposal for Option 1. Budgets. Timelines 

1. Minimal art conservation treatments to stabilize the most unstable areas, minimal 
inpainting or blending of aesthetic problems to improve the appearance, make the 
murals more safe against damage during future use of the room. 

"Minimal art conservation treatments" refers to re-adhering only the most badly detached 
areas of murals to save them from loss. "Make the murals more safe against damage during 
future use of the room" refers to the re-adhering of these major spots of lifting mural so 
that visitors who touch will not knock off sections of the mural when the room is in use... 
although prying fingers will still do damage. All wrinkles and small areas of instability that 
are not at risk of imminent loss will not be treated. "Minimal inpainting or blending of 
aesthetic problems to improve the appearance" refers to inpainting or toning small losses 
without fills which will camouflage the losses so they will not be readily noticeable. 

Timeline, Logistic, Budget: Option 1 will require 2.5 days working onsite for 2 people - 
Budget $7,880.00 The breakdown for this budget is $7,030.00 Labor, $750.00 Admin, 
$100.00 Equipment, $0 Supplies 

Preservation and Aesthetic Results of Treatments Proposed In Option 1: The murals 
will be made safer against light abrasion damage during future use of the room by 
stabilizing the most fragile spots of the mural. Pieces of mural are not likely to fall off or 
flake. However, wrinkles in the mural which are not cracked/split open and lifting (which 
still may be detached from the wall) will still remain untreated. Any losses of paper with 
paint will be toned with similar color to be less noticeable and blend in. But the colors and 
texture will not match perfectly. Any previous restorations, retouchings, stains etc will also 
remain untreated, and therefore, just as visible as before. No general mural treatments are 
proposed.

Proposal for Option 2, Budgets. Timelines 

1. Extensive art conservation treatments to stabilize as much as possible the condition 
of the murals, inpaint and blend to return the murals as much as possible to an 
original appearance and make the murals as resistant as possible to damage during 
room use. Extent of future use is unknown. 
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undertaken. Any and all wrinkles that look unstable would be addressed (not just those 
lifting) but there are many wrinkles that are stable/well-adhered. Therefore maximum 
amount of re-stability of the paper layer would be the objective. Once the unstable wrinkles 
are treated we expect them to be stable long term, but the wrinkle in the paper will still be 
visible. Also, all stabilized wrinkles will remain visible. 

Cleaning/removal of yellowed varnishes on repainted areas will help to return the areas to 
better match the tonality of the original colors and make it easier to blend the old 
retouching colors to blend in with the original colors. 

Extensive retouching/blending/toning will be undertaken of several different types of 
inflicted damage, stains and previous repairs that have changed color. The goal will be to 
obtain an overall much more harmonious flow of color, composition, contrast in the 
composition and better depth of field. 

Surface treatment to consolidate susceptible tempera paint layers without darkening in 
order to make the mural more resistant to touching/staining and accidental exposure to 
liquids. This treatment will not make the paint layers more resistant to impact, abrasions, 
abuse/careless use of the room. 

Timeline, Logistic, Budget: Option 2 will require 3 weeks working time onsite for 3 art 
conservators - Budget $57,884.00 The breakdown for this budget is: 

$38,400.00 /3 people for 16 days at $100 per hour) 

$1,628.00 for documentation and reports; 

$200.00 insurance. 

$12,000.00 Travel expenses could range from $2,000.00 - $12,000.00 depending on where 
the art conservators come from (based on IRS allowances. 

$2,028.00 Admin, 

$2,250.00 Equipment, 

$1,378.00 Supplies. 

However, the client could, in the face of expanding difficulty and scope, designate that the 
work be limited to fit within a certain budget thereby restricting the work to completing 
sections of work according to priorities. The minimum I think this scope of work should be 
budgeted is $39,905.00 reflecting less labor hours and less travel expenses. 


Preservation and Aesthetic Results of Treatments of Option 2 

1. The murals will be made safer against abrasion damage during future use of the 
room by making more resistant the tempera/gouache paint layers of the mural. 

2. In addition to the benefits included in Optionl, much greater stability of the paint 
layers and wrinkles will result. 

3. Option 2 provides for the best possible appearance of the murals, including 
hiding/camouflaging of past poor restoration problems. 

4. The mural's aged appearance will remain. The objective is not to make the murals 
look new. But to the untrained eye, the murals will be in optimum condition. 
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Right side (yellowed) is due to previous retouchings discolored. 
House etc also damaged (abraded) in a previous cleaning. 


3. Proposal for minimum protection of the murals during light renovation of the 
building. Extent of future renovations is unknown. But, for most light renovations not 
located in the immediate proximity of the murals, a single or double layer of thick visqueen 
construction grade plastic attached to the crown molding or the ceiling plaster to drape in 
front of the murals will be sufficient. The joins in the vertical edges of the plastic sheeting 
could be tapped but it may not be necessary. The bottom should not be sealed. Air flow 
under the plastic is advisable so sealing the plastic coverings closed is not recommended if 
at ah possible. The process could be done by facilities or a GC. If FACL, Inc. is awarded the 
mural conservation contract, we will include onsite consultation with the installer at no 
extra charge. If consultation with the installer is a stand-alone task then the charge will be 
$880.00. If you want FACL, Inc. to install the plastic barrier, then the charge will be 
$2,880.00 

4. Proposal for extensive protection measures of the murals during more aggravated 
renovation of the building. Extent of future renovations is unknown. This option 
considers protection in the event that sustained major vibrations will be an issue. If they are 
an issue: 

• Plaster layers of the walls may crack and this proposed option will not be effective 
protection for this problem. 

• Weak, aged starch based paste which hold the mural's canvas to the plaster layers 
could be compromised and separation of the canvas from the plaster will result (air 
pockets). This proposed option will not be effective protection for this problem. 

• Weak, aged starch based paste which hold the mural's paper to the canvas backing 
could be compromised and separation of the mural's paper from the canvas will 
result (air pockets). This proposed option will not be effective protection for this 
problem. 

The proposed structure for the mural's protection includes: 

1. Cover the murals with 3 layers of polypropylene plastic, thick construction grade 
visqueen, as suggested in "3. Proposal for minimum protection of the murals during 
light renovation of the building." 

2. Cover %" - 1" thick plywood panels with extra soft cell foam to be placed on all 
areas of the murals 

3. Brace/hold the plywood panels tightly against the wall with bracing anchored to the 
ceiling and floor 
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causes vibrations is completed or heavy equipment usage in area of the murals is 
complete. 

5. Once this protection is removed, "3. Proposal for minimum protection of the murals 
during light renovation of the building” could be left in place for the remainder of 
the renovation. 

The process should be done by the GC. If FACL, Inc. is awarded the mural conservation 
contract, we will include onsite consultation with the installer at no extra charge. If 
consultation with the installer is a stand-alone task then the charge will be $880.00. FACL, 
Inc. will not construct nor install this protective barrier (we are not licensed to do 
construction). 

Follow up exam and inspection of the murals, once the protective barriers are removed, 
should be conducted by FACL, Inc. to assess any damage during renovation. An inspection 
and report will cost $1,780.00. 

Recommendations for maintenance: In the mural's present state, or even after Option 1 
were performed, given the porous nature of the paint layers, they are easily stained by any 
application of commercial cleaner. If an attempt were made by maintenance to clean 
something off the murals, the damage would be extreme and irreversible. Even a dry 
microfiber cloth lightly wiped over the surface would knock off lifting cracks and break off 
very small pieces of the paint and paper mural. A feather duster is about all I can 
recommend. 

Maintenance Recommendations if Option 2 were performed (more extensive laying down of 
lifting cracks would be performed and a consolidant to the entire surface would be applied 
making the paint layers more resistant). Still, the abundant application of commercial 
cleaners and other liquids would be detrimental and would probably stain the murals, 
though not so readily. However, in the advanced state of protection, a dry microfiber cloth 
could be wiped over the surface to remove dust etc without risk. 

Recommended Protocol for Mural Safety, awkward equipment and a crowded room don’t 
mix well. The paper wall coverings crush and crumble upon impact. Receptions/parties etc 
with drinks and food need to be tame and under control perhaps making sure people, carts, 
equipment etc stay away from the muraled walls. Anything spilled on the murals will be 
permanent damage. 

Research on the production company/artist of the murals was researched with some 
time performing Internet searches. No matching compositional design, style of similar age 
could be found. Professional art conservation literature was reviewed but no similar 
murals were found. 

If a more in-depth illustrated live presentation is required, I am available. If this work also 
requires fundraising, I am experienced in assisting successfully those efforts.

Mitchell Englander was born and raised in the Twelfth District of the City of Los Angeles. He has raised 
his own family there and continues to reside there. 

Prior to resigning his City Council seat on January 1 st , 2019, he had served as the Twelfth District 
Councilmember since his election in 2011 and reelection in 2015 with 100% of the vote. 

From 2003- 2011, Mitchell Englander served as Chief of Staff to Councilmember Greig Smith. In his 
nearly sixteen years of service to the residents and businesses of the Twelfth Council District, he was 
instrumental is stopping the massive Las Lomas development of 5,800 homes, added Rinaldi Park, Aliso 
Canyon Park and Oakridge Estate Park, remediated Chastworth Park South from lead and PAH 
contamination and rebuilt the Northridge Pool. 

Mitchell Englander obtained a closure date for the Sunshine Canyon Landfill, forced the operators to 
eliminate the years-long odor issues and led the City's response to the Aliso Canyon Gas Leak - including 
the relocation of more than 20,000 residents as well as two LAUSAD schools. 

He rebuilt trust in the Fire Department's response times with his FireSTAT program, created the 
Advanced Provider Unit to free-up Paramedic resources for actual emergencies and remained a fiscal 
watchdog over the City's financial resources. His Neighborhoods FIRST initiative and Clean Streets, Clean 
Starts programs have been widely copied around the City. 

Mitchell Englander fought to preserve industrial properties for their job creation potential and created 
the innov818. He was also a constant advocate for retaining the zoning and amenities necessary to 
preserve the equestrian way of life in the North West Valley. 

Mitchell Englander was approached by Toll Brothers, the developer of the City's new, 50-acre park, 
currently in construction to name the park after him. He declined the offer, asking instead that the 
honor be bestowed upon his late mother and sister - two longtime Twelfth District residents who's lives 
were typical of the struggles so many women face. 

His mother, Linda Bloom, passed away at the young age of 50 and was a struggling single mother of 
three. Though she lost her own home due to financial struggle, she continued to volunteer throughout 
the community to help others in need, while raising her children. Linda relied heavily on local parks and 
recreation programs to make sure her children had safe places to go after school.

MOTION 


Mitchell Englander was born and raised in the Twelfth District of the City of Los Angeles. He has raised 
his own family there and continues to reside there. 

Prior to resigning his City Council seat on January 1, 2019, he had served as the Twelfth District 
Councilmember since his election in 2011 and reelection in 2015 with 100% of the vote. 

From 2003- 2011, Mitchell Englander served as Chief of Staff to Councilmember Greig Smith. In his 
nearly sixteen years of service to the residents and businesses of the Twelfth Council District, he helped 
stop the massive Las Lomas development of 5,800 homes, added Rinaldi Park, Aliso Canyon Park and 
Oakridge Estate Park, remediated Chastworth Park South from lead and PAH contamination and rebuilt 
the Northridge Pool. 

Mitchell Englander obtained a closure date for the Sunshine Canyon Landfill, forced the operators to 
eliminate the years-long odor issues and led the City's response to the Aliso Canyon Gas Leak - including 
the relocation of more than 20,000 residents as well as two LAUSD schools. 

He rebuilt trust in the Fire Department's response times with his FireSTAT LA program, created the 
Advanced Provider Unit to free-up Paramedic resources for actual emergencies and remained a fiscal 
watchdog over the City's financial resources. His Neighborhoods FIRST initiative and Clean Streets, Clean 
Starts programs have been widely copied around the City. 

Mitchell Englander fought to preserve industrial properties for their job creation potential and created 
the innov818 zone. He was also a constant advocate for retaining the zoning and amenities necessary to 
preserve the equestrian way of life in the North West Valley. 

Mitchell Englander was approached by Toll Brothers, the developer of Porter Ranch's future, 50-acre 
park, to name the facility after him. He declined the offer, asking instead that the honor be bestowed 
upon his late mother and sister - two longtime Twelfth District residents whose lives were typical of the 
struggles so many women face. 

His mother, Linda Bloom, passed away at the young age of 50 and was a struggling single mother of 
three. Though she lost her own home due to financial struggle, she continued to volunteer throughout 
the community to help others in need, while raising her children. Linda relied heavily on local parks and 
recreation programs to make sure her children had safe places to go after school. 

Natalie Bloom was Linda's oldest child. Natalie truly enjoyed the outdoors, though she often struggled 
with the poor air quality in the basin. For years, Natalie was frequently rushed to the hospital due to 
chronic, severe asthma. Natalie went on to become a Head Start elementary school teacher with a deep 
passion for music and outdoor events. Natalie passed away at the young age of 40 from complications 
resulting from asthma. 

His wish to name the park "Bloom Park" in memory of Linda and Natalie was to honor them by giving 
local residents the opportunity to check their own troubles at the door, and enjoy outdoor recreation 
and events with their family, friends and neighbors. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the 50-acre park in construction in the Porter Ranch community be named 
"Bloom Park in Porter Ranch" in tribute to Linda and Natalie Bloom so as to honor the request of a loyal 



steward of the Twelfth District for more that 15-years, Mitchell Englander. Bloom Park of Porter Ranch 
would serve as a monument to the everyday struggles and sacrifices of the women of the San Fernando 
Valley - whom even through their own personal adversity find a way to contribute to the betterment of 
their communities.

Dear Friends, 

This update marks the six-year anniversary of my service as your Councilmember. I wanted to share some of the 
many accomplishments that my staff and I have undertaken on your behalf. I would also like to reiterate my 
commitment to enhancing the efficient delivery of City sendees and protecting the safety and beauty of our 
unique Council District Twelve neighborhoods. 

When I ran for office, I told you that I believed that maintaining our infrastructure and allowing local business 
to flourish are essential services the City should encourage. I plan to devote even more energy to solving other 
quality of life issues which plague all cities in their quest to update and support these critical resources. 

Currently, the primary issue affecting safety and livability in our communities is the rise in homelessness. The 
homelessness crisis in the City of Los Angeles has been growing for a number of years and recently reached 
proportions that none of us have previously seen in our lifetimes. It is estimated that there are between 30.000- 
40,000 unsheltered individuals in the City of Los Angeles. To address this crisis in our communities, I launched 
the Neighborhoods FIRST initiative. Neighborhoods FIRST is a two-pronged effort that leads with compassion 
to remove barriers to housing and employment for people currently experiencing homelessness while working to 
prevent those on the edges from slipping into the homeless population. The second prong aims to improve the 
tools available to communities to alleviate the impacts of homelessness on neighborhoods. 

As both the Chair of the Public Safety Committee and Vice Chair of the Budget and Finance Committee, I have 
been a constant advocate for the safety of our residents. I am pleased that the latest budget expands resources 
provided to our sworn police officers and fire fighters in order to increase the City’s ability to keep our residents 
safe and to protect our communities, including increased patrol and funding for vital technology and equipment 
needs. 

Our recreation and parks facilities, so essential to our communities, have been a particular focus this year. Wc 
reopened the Aliso Canyon Equestrian Ring after closing it briefly to adjust the arena's sand levels for equine 
safety and continually maintain the equestrian trails throughout our district, brought universally accessible play 
equipment to three of our District's parks, and funded and began the design process to update and enhance the 
Granada Hills pool. Additionally, the remediation plan and environmental clcan-up of Chatsworth Park South 
has concluded and the park is now open to the community after many years of closure. 


As I begin serv ing my seventh year in office, I am eager to build upon our successes and look forward to doing 
so in partnership with you. Thank you for the proud honor of allowing me to serve as your Councilman.

Putting LAPD Back on the Streets to Protect our Communities — Increased 
the number of police officers on patrol through a civilianization process that 
added back necessary crime solving support services, including technicians to 
staff our DNA, latent fingerprint and firearm units — helping to increase the 
solve rate for property crimes and homicides while returning officers to the 
streets. Further, the final phase of detention officer hiring to return police 
officers working in the jails back to patrol functions was accelerated. 


Funding Technology and Equipment Needs — helped ensure the City budget 
included on-body cameras for over 7,000 LAPD officers and worked to create 
a replacement of the non-emergency phone systems at all four Valley 
stations.

Providing a $50,000 Reward to Thwart Knock-Knock Burglaries — I submitted 
a motion to offer a reward of up to $50,000 for information leading to the 
identification, apprehension of, and conviction of the persons responsible for 
the series of 1,700 residential knock-knock burglaries and those that purchase 
stolen property from knock-knock" burglars across the City of Los Angeles. 

Broadening the Definition of Violent Felonies — I submitted a series of 
resolutions aimed at supporting three pieces of state legislation aimed at 
expanding the definition of "violent felonies" under the California Penal Code. 
Previously, California's definition of violent felony did not include many 
violent sexual crimes involving children or the elderly, human trafficking 
involving a minor, solicitation of murder, and many other crimes. Existing law 
imposes an additional one-year term for a felony and a three-year term for a 
violent felony for each prior separate prison term for a violent felony. 



Councilmember Englander has been an LAPD 
Reserve Police Officer since 2005, and is assigned 
to the Gang and Narcotics Division - Fugitive 
Warrant Squad.

Serving as a volunteer LAPD Reserve Police Officer is a highly rewarding 
way to make a valuable contribution to the safety and well-being of the 
City, develop deep and lasting ties to the community, and be part of the 
greatest Police Department in the nation.

Focusing on Our Fire Department — Increased firefighter hiring and added 
vital technology like the Automatic Vehicle Locator (AVL) System. Added a 
facility for the Operations Valley Bureau and provided support systems and 
civilian service personnel to the department to better facilitate reduced 
response times and firefighter health and safety. 


Expanding the Fire Department's Nurse Practitioner Program — Due to the 

overwhelming success of the Nurse Practitioner Response Unit (NPRU) Pilot 
Program, Council voted to expand and deploy an additional NPRU for the Fire 
Department. The NPRU is an alternative Emergency Medical Services response 
model for Los Angeles. Non-urgent, low-level 911 call requests can be 
screened by LAFD Firefighter / EMTs and rerouted to nurse practitioners 
within the LAFD organization. In their scope of practice, nurse practitioners 
can perform comprehensive onsite assessments and treat and release, or 
treat and transfer the nearly 350,000 EMS calls coming into LAFD each year. 


Ensuring First Responders Have the Resources They Need During this Fire 
Season — I worked to clear the maintenance backlog on LAFD helicopters that 
caused 50% of the helicopter fleet to be offline when fires broke out during 
fire season. Clearing the backlog as swiftly as possible will ensure that our first 
responders are not left without critical support resources as they work to 
protect the lives and homes of our City's residents. 


Stopping Illegal Street Racing in Its Tracks — I piloted a potential deterrent 
against illegal street racing that would not hinder emergency vehicles on the 
road or affect the regular flow of traffic. This innovative Rumble Strips Pilot 
Program utilizes this technology for the first time in the City of Los Angeles for 
this purpose. The rumble strips pilot have been installed on Plummer Street 
along the stretch of road known as the "Canoga Speedway" because of the 
number of illegal racing events and fatal injuries. 

In the last five years, nine people have been killed and an additional 64 injured 
during illegal street racing events at this location. With these new rumble 
strips, we are sending a message that our neighborhood streets are not race 
tracks and that we will not tolerate the kind of reckless behavior that puts lives 
at risk. 


Putting More Officers on the Streets — Most significantly in this year's 
budget, we were able to reduce the overtime and pension burden of the 
Metro Transit Contract and ensure our LAPD officers are in these public areas, 
patrolling our communities.

This year, my office worked with the Northridge South Neighborhood Council, the 
San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission, and local non-profit Northridge Sparkle to 
develop a groundbreaking new program to turn around the lives of several homeless 
individuals through participation in a community beautification project. 

The Clean Streets Clean Starts program recruited participants through the Rescue 
Mission's Mobile Shower unit. Northridge Sparkle and the SFV Rescue Mission then 
created a curriculum that started out with very basic activities like trash collection 
and sweeping, and worked its way up to tree planting, landscaping and coordination 
with City work crews doing Great Streets projects. The program provided “payment” 
in the form of Vons gift cards and meals. 

The Rescue Mission supplemented the daily work activities with group sessions 
designed to help participants clear personal impediments to housing and full-time 
employment. Some participants became sober for the first time in many years as a 
result of this support. 

Additionally, the SFV Rescue Mission worked tirelessly to obtain housing for all 
participants. This program highlighted the contributions that those who are 
experiencing homelessness can bring to a community if given the opportunity. 

The program was awarded the "Game Changer" award by Mayor Eric Garcetti and 
the Los Angeles Board of Public Works and has expanded into multiple areas 
throughout the district.

• Added a facility for the Operations Valley Bureau and provided

• Expanded the Public-Private Partnerships utilized to reduce EMT/ 
Ambulance response times through utilization of a Nurse 
Practitioner program 



Safe Sidewalks LA 


Rebate Program: A limited-time rebate for up to $10,000 for residential 
and commercial lots for owners willing to pay for their own sidewalk 
repairs and get them fixed in an accelerated time. 


Our Access Request Program: Gives priority repair requests to people 
with a mobility disability who encounter physical barriers due to broken 
sidewalks, missing curb ramps or other barriers in the public right of 
way. The program also gives community members the ability to report 
a sidewalk in need of repair.

Business Outreach and Assistance 

Northwest Valley Business Roundtables and Outreach Team — Utilized 
my office to create a connection for heads of local businesses to easily 
meet with my staff. City departments, safety officials, the Valley 
Economic Development Center, L.A. County Economic Development 
Corp. and various other business development organizations. During 
these meetings we are able to access valuable information and facilitate 
ideas and challenges while building strong working relationships. 

Leading "Accessing Opportunities" - An Educational Event for Local 
Businesses — Provided local business owners information about the 
City's Contractor Development and Bonding Program. The Contractor 
Development and Bonding Program assists our community members 
with contracting capacity and business growth. The event provided 
resources to improve local business, a pathway to accessing these 
opportunities, and information on how to improve the safety and quality 
of life within our community. When LA Businesses can easily work with 
the City, our services improve and businesses prosper. 

Ensuring a Business Friendly City to Reduce the Tax Filing Burden for 
Local Businesses — I am working to move the deadline for businesses to 
file taxes to align with State and Federal filing deadlines. 

Aligning the deadlines will benefit both the City and its businesses by 
reducing accounting and administrative costs. Currently, less than 70 
percent of businesses file on time, the more businesses filing on time 
will mean less fines and penalties levied against businesses, reduced 
enforcement costs due to less tax delinquency, and more revenue 
certainty for the City.

Reseda Blvd: The First Great Street in Los Angeles — Reseda Blvd in 
Northridge has been the center of its community going back to when it was a 
rail line in the community of Zelzah. With its proximity to the only University in 
the San Fernando Valley - and a worldclass performing arts center, it deserves 
to be more than a highway serving commuters. My office, along with the 
Department of Transportation, Department of Street Services, the Bureau of 
Engineering, Northridge South Neighborhood Council, Northridge Chamber of 
Commerce, Northridge Vision, Northridge Sparkle, California State University, 
Northridge, the Museum of the San Fernando Valley, and a multitude of 
community members and stakeholders, came together to create a vibrant 
public space along a major corridor in the San Fernando Valley by furthering its 
potential and bringing arts back to the street. 

Established and Improved the Matador Mile — Enhanced Parnership with 
California State University, Northridge's Urban Planning Students to create 
connectivity and safety between the University and the Reseda Blvd Great 
Street along the "Matador Mile" 

REvisit REseda Blvd: ioby Challenge Grant — REvisit REseda Blvd aimed to get 
people out of their cars and spend more time in the community. My office was 
a part of a partnership that received a Challenge Grant and crowdfunded 
community donation match for the project budget. I am proud to say that our 
community exceeded the donation goal and allowed Reseda Blvd to come to 
life. The area now has a thriving business community, an engaged 
neighborhood beautification team, and three active neighborhood councils 
and is home to the Reseda Blvd Summer Art Series. 

Presented a Prompt Payment Policy — Instructed City departments to study 
the feasibility of a Prompt Payment Policy based on similar policies adopted by 
other entities in our region. Adoption of Prompt Payment will ensure that 
those who do business with the City of Los Angeles do not have to wait months 
on end to receive payment for services rendered. Timely payments are critical 
to small businesses because of their cash flow requirements. With up to 37 
separate departments, businesses that contract or do business with the City 
often experience payment delays from having to navigate through varying 
invoice and payment processes, or not knowing who to communicate with in 
the appropriate department. 

Participating in the Creation of a Citywide Comprehensive Jobs Plan — The 

plan establishes Jobs and Economic Development Incentive (JEDI) zones, which 
will help key sectors in our economy like the biotech/biomed industry, grow in 
Los Angeles. The biotech industry is the fastest growing industry in California 
but has had the slowest growth in Los Angeles. 

Standing Up for Small Businesses — Suffering the sticker shock of the new 
commercial waste franchise bin, I introduced a motion to create more flexible 
pricing options for businesses and commercial properties including bin sharing. 
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Ensuring our streets are safe 

goes beyond the number of police officers and first 
responders. In fact, traffic injuries and fatalities far exceed 
crime and other causes as a source of tragedy in our 
City. This year, working with the Los Angeles Department 
of Transportation, we debuted new signal technology and 
streetscape warnings at Jason & Roscoe which had been 
the site of one such tragedy last year...

Researched the Implementation of Clean Energy Storage Projects — I 

directed the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power (LADWP) to 
immediately report to the City Council on its efforts to implement clean energy 
storage projects within the City and the feasibility of partnering with local 
investor-owned and municipal-owned utilities to implement clean energy 
storage projects in the region. 

Initiated Intersection Improvements throughout the San Fernando Valley — 

Addressed concerns with projects that improved traffic flow including the 
Orange line, California State University, Northridge, and METRO. Upgraded 
and added stop signs and signal projects in areas needed throughout the 
community. 

Ensured That Repairs to City Streets Are Always Done to Quality Standards 

— Required that all road repairs by private contractors be done to City quality 
standards. Work crews doing 10,000 utility repair jobs every year often dig up 
public streets and then repave them afterward. Despite requirements for 
permits, notification and inspection, the repaving work is very often such poor 
quality that it compromises traffic safety, traffic flow and damages the vehicles 
of residents, businesses and the City fleet. 

Repaired & Maintained Streets — Provided 66 miles of street paving, 214 
miles of streets slurry sealed, and 75,000 pothole repairs in CD12. 

Launched "Safe Sidewalks LA" Sidewalk Repair Warranty and Sidewalk 
Repair Incentive Program — The comprehensive 30-year sidewalk repair 
program provides an unprecedented City investment of $1.4 billion to fix its 
sidewalks, making them accessible to everyone and renewing them as a center 
of civic life and pride. 

Provided Resources for the Urban Forestry Division — Doubled the Urban 
Forestry Division resources by adding a second crew to work throughout the 
City of Los Angeles to focus on emergency tree work and manage trees and 
plants contained in the public right-of-way. 

Restored and Improved Community Monuments — Helped fund the 
maintenance and improvements for the Granada Hills Memorial Veteran's 
Park designed by the Granada Hills Rotary Foundation. 

Funded Weed Abatement and Median Maintenance — Provided funding for 
median maintenance and weed abatement in CD12 through the West Valley 
Alliance. I paid for additional crews that go above and beyond those funded 
with the City's budget.

Cleaned Up Our Community — Provided organizational support and supplies 
and participated in numerous volunteer community clean-up projects with 
Neighborhood Councils and other community organizations in our District to 
remove trash, weeds, graffiti and debris from streets, sidewalks and medians. 

The Reseda Blvd Zerogation Median — The first in the City, it was redesigned 
to remove its failed irrigation system and enable it to catch and retain rainfall 
or periodic waterings in order to grow native plants and flowers that are able 
to survive in the hot climates of the San Fernando Valley. The median uses 
recycled plastic mulch that has been affixed to the median so as not to migrate 
off and cause a traffic hazard. In addition, there is custom grating in the Blvd's 
signature yellow for the native flora to grow through. Finally, the median 
contains a flagpole and solar lighting paid for by Don Larson, Northridge 
Sparkle and our Northridge Neighborhood Councils. 

Chatsworth Nature Preserve Ecology Pond — After much community input, 
we were able, in partnership with the DWP, to engineer improvements to the 
Chatsworth Nature Preserve Ecology Pond. Many years of sediment were 
removed and the pond water pathways to the pond were cleared of 
impediments so that as much rainfall from the fall and winter storms could be 
captured. For the first time in many years, the wildlife of the nature preserve 
was able to enjoy a plentiful water supply. 

Launched my CD12 Neighborhoods FIRST Initiative — The homelessness crisis 
in the City of Los Angeles has reached proportions that none of us have 
previously seen in our lifetimes. Solving this issue will involve commitment 
from all possible partners working on many fronts, in coordination. 
Neighborhoods FIRST is a two-pronged effort that leads with compassion to 
remove barriers to housing and employment for people currently experiencing 
homelessness while working to prevent those on the edges from slipping into 
the homeless population. The second prong aims to improve the tools 
available to communities to alleviate the impacts of homelessness on 
neighborhoods.

Fully Integrated Resources and Support Team 



The primary issue affecting safety and livability in CD12 today is 
the rise in homelessness. This is an issue affecting every corner 
of Los Angeles and my office has been developing programs to 
address it for some time. However, it has become clear that this 
issue requires a comprehensive response. 

With voters approving the passage of Measure H and Proposition 
HHH, there will be significant funding for housing and services in 
the coming years. However, funding alone will not be enough to 
resolve this issue. What is required is persistence, creativity, and 
the dedication of every community in our city. 

Neighborhoods FIRST is a two pronged approach that leads with 
compassion to remove barriers to housing and employment for 
those experiencing homelessness and aims to improve the tools 
available to communities to alleviate the impacts of homelessness 
on neighborhoods. 





Homelessness Coordinator 


My first act of the Neighborhoods FIRST Initiative was selecting a full-time staffer 
to coordinate and manage this program which required knowledge of key services, 
familiarity with the relevant agencies, and the ability and patience to work with an 
array of individuals facing a multitude of challenges. For this key role, I chose 
Colin Crews, a veteran staffer with a deep understanding of the district and an 
incredible work ethic. 

The Neighborhoods FIRST Team 

This newly formed special team represents the front line of the City's 
response to homelessness. It is comprised of closely coordinated 
units from LAPD and the Bureau of Sanitation to triage issues 
involving homeless individuals or encampments. I've worked 
alongside this team to better understand how the laws currently in 
place work in practice and how they can be made more effective. I've 
also introduced legislation to make the HOPE Team a permanent 
function of the LAPD and expand their operations within CD12. 

Mobile Mission P roject 

Solving homelessness requires reaching out to the individuals 
experiencing it. Each person currently sleeping on the street has a 
unique story of how they arrived there and will have a unique journey 
back to shelter. For many individuals the first step will require a simple 
act of compassion to build trust which in turn will get them to accept care 
and services. That is why I worked with the Mobile Mission to fundraise 
for a second mobile shower unit which will allow them to reach an additional 104 individuals per 
day, some of whom haven't had a warm shower in months. This simple step can often be the 
first on the road to recovery. 

The Power of Partnership 

Homelessness is an issue that affects every part of the 
community. Businesses and residents alike feel the impact. 

Whether it's walking to school or a store front entrance, 
encampments can create unsafe, unsanitary conditions. That's 
why I have launched initiatives to create opportunities for 
businesses and individuals to contribute to the solution. LA250 
enlists local small businesses to donate at least $100 per month 
to the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission with the goal of 
housing 250 homeless children and their families this year. 

Donuts and Donations is another program created by my office 
which takes in necessary supplies and necessities that increase 
the capacity of our local Rescue Mission. 














Chatsworth Park 
South is Back 



After almost ten years, residents and visitors to Chatsworth have a brand 
new, beautiful park to call their own! Re-opening Chatsworth Park South 
after it was closed in 2008 represents a triumph of collaboration between 
local and state agencies to rehabilitate and reclaim this once lead- 
contaminated site as a safe and environmentally sound public space. 


For the young people at the ribbon cutting, this wasn't a re-opening, but a 
chance to experience a brand new park that closed before they were even 
born. While the wait and road to re-opening was long, one look at the new 
design and facilities makes it all worthwhile. 


The park itself is an incredible 81 acres featuring open space, equestrian 
trails, bioswales, riverbeds, tennis and basketball courts, a recreation 
center, walking paths, and playgrounds for children. After all this time, it is 
nothing less than what the community and its residents deserve. Thank 
you to everyone who worked to make this possible.

Funded Graffiti and Weed Abatement Services — We provided funds for 
transit related projects, street paving, curb and sidewalk improvements, 
beautification efforts and additional graffiti and weed abatement services 
needed throughout our community. 

Funded first steps to replace the Granada Hills Community Swimming Pool — 

I secured all of the funds needed for the redesign and construction of the new 
Granada Hills community swimming pool. 

Provided Funding for Community Events — Worked to restore the funding for 
community cultural and special events, including the Granada Hills and 
Chatsworth Holiday Parades, 4th of July Fireworks Spectacular, and the Valley 
Greek Festival. These events are crucial to community building in our district. 

Preserved and Enhanced the Oakridge Estate — Coordinated the planning to 
preserve the history of the Oakridge Estate and broke ground on Oakridge 
Park. The home was built by noted African-American architect Paul Williams 
for actress Barbara Stanwyck and was later the home of beloved actor Jack 
Oakie. The new park will allow residents to further enjoy this historic landmark 
in our community. 

Delivered Technology Bundles to Local Students — My office partnered with 
Human-I-T, the Sprint ConnectED program, and the City's OurCycleLA 
program during several computer giveaways in our community. The newly 
refurbished personal computers are provided by the City's OurCycleLA 
program as an effort to reduce our E-waste footprint, close the digital divide, 
create jobs, and provide training and technology to our youth. We 
provided computers and mobile hotspots with 4 years of free internet service 
to over 100 families. 

Prohibited Marijuana Advertisements Throughout the City of Los Angeles — 

After the passing of Proposition 64, I authored a motion calling to prohibit the 
advertisement of marijuana. Although there are other impediments to 
marijuana ads hitting the airwaves in California, including the fact that 
cannabis is still recognized by the federal government as an illegal drug, the 
possibility of outdoor ads promoting marijuana use is cause for concern that 
would roll back decades of anti-smoking advertising protections. 

Co-Sponsored the First Los Angeles Fire Department (LAFD) Girls Camp — The 

camp showed young women that firefighting is a career they can pursue while 
working courageously alongside the women of LAFD. This camp taught girls 
about leadership, dedication, and the skills needed to pursue a career path 
within the Fire Department and Emergency Medical Technician (EMT) services. 
In addition to working with authentic gear and equipment, attendees climbed 
ladders, carried fire hose lines and learned hands-only CPR.

LimeBike Fact Sheet 


What is LimeBike ? 

LimeBike is a dockless bike share company that has recently partnered with CSUN to offer a dockless bike share program 
to CSUN and the surrounding community. Currently, L imeBike is deployed in three countries including the United States 
where they are operating in 10 states, over 30 participating cities and 14 college campuses across the US. 

Local Deployments: LimeBike is currently operating within the city of Los Angeles in Council District 15 (Wilmington, 
Watts, San Pedro and Harbor City) and because of their success expects to expand services in several additional regions in 
the immediate Los Angeles area within the next year. 

Goal: LimeBike aims to provide a sustainable solution to short trip transportation by reducing congestion in and around 
the campus by providing an alternative mode of transportation, as well as reducing the pollution associated with vehicles 
on the road. Bike share has the potential to change the way users access the CSUN campus on a daily basis by 
interconnecting local transit hubs, businesses, and living co mmuni ties with the campus itself. 

LimeBike delivered 400 bikes to CSUN on 1/16/2018 and has a license agreement with the University to use the CSUN 
campus for deployments. 


Bike Share Program Overview : 

Bike share programs have become increasingly popular in recent years for their ability to greatly expand urban mobility, 
and provide affordable first and last-mile connectivity for commuters. Bike shares operate in countless cities throughout 
the nation and internationally. These programs are offered in two variations, docking and dockless, with both options 
providing bikes for short term rental by any user for a fee. 

Docking bike share programs tend to be rigid in that the bikes must be returned to a specific bike docking station, this 
creates issue with convenience and usability as rides and docking stations need to be point-to-point Docking station 
programs for universities can range from $1 million to $1.5 million per deployment and have an insi gnifi cant impact due 
to point-to-point limitations and scalability restrictions due to system costs. 

Recently (within the last 12 months) technology, mainly smart phones, apps, and GPS units, have allowed the emergence 
of “dockless” bike share programs. These programs function similarly to Uber in that, users can see available bikes in 
their local area and use their mobile phone to rent a bike. Dockless programs have gained traction due to their 
adaptability, convenience, flexibility, and scalability. 

Currently, there are several dockless bike sharing companies bringing bikes to various markets across the US and world 
markets; Limebike, Spin, OFO, Uber, MoBike, and DoBi. Within the last year there is an estimated over eight mill ion 
dockless bikes in the world market. Adaption and deployments rates have been quoted as having occurred at “blinding 
speed” in the last several months in the LA region. 


LimeBike Program Management : 

LimeBike employs a local operations team consisting of a manager and specialists. The CSUN Deployment currently has 
one operations manager and 8 operation specialist - four of which are students. The LimeBike local operations 
headquarters is located in Northridge and has one utility van used for bike transport. This team is responsible for picking 
up and rebalancing bikes on a daily basis, as well as, responding to improperly parked bikes. The sweeping of bikes is 
performed on a constant basis and LhneBike personnel are available from 7am to 11pm to pick-up, remove, and relocate 
bicycles. 

Issues can be reported 24 hours a day in one of three ways, by email (support@limebike.com), phone (1-888-L1ME-345) 
or text (1-888-546-3345). 

These reports are collected by LimeBike’s customer service representatives who then dispatch the reports to the 
applicable local operations manager. The local operations manager then alerts and deploys their team to respond to the 

report. 
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Statistics/Metrics - Since Deployment 1/16/18 : 

The LimeBike application has the ability to track ail aspects of a riders use, distance, speed, location, duration, etc. 

Data: 

« Over 23,400 rides taken 

• Over 9,900 miles ridden 

• 5,544 active users 

• Average speed: 4.23 mile/hour 

• Longest Ride: 37.78 mi / 2.72 hours 

• Average distance 0.60 miles 

• Transit: Orange Line and Metro Station have regularly seen bikes 

Program Concerns ; 

There have been some concerns from several community members immediately adjacent to CSUN. The main concern 
with the program is that students are utilizing the bikes as an easy means of getting to their cars parked in the single 
family home residential neighborhoods surrounding the campus. Since the deployment on 1/16/18, LimeBike has received 
45 (1.6/day) reports from the co mmuni ty members on this issue and others. Compared with other deployments, LimeBike 
is reporting the CSUN number to be very low. 

Improvements to Date : 

LimeBike and CSUN have been working on improvements using community feedback and reports. Since the deployment, 
LimeBike has increased patrols in the communities surrounding CSUN and are servicing these hot spots throughout the 
day from 7am to 11pm. LimeBike is now preforming two scheduled sweeps within the neighboring communities per day 
in addition to any issues that are reported. The two scheduled sweeps begin at 7am in the morning and 5pm in the 
evening. 

LimeBike has also increased their local operation team from 3 to 8 employees specifically assigned to this region to 
ensure that their operations team is able to respond to reports quickly. 

Additional Improvement Considerations : 

• Targeted and scheduled bike removal 

• Communications campaign on proper parking, including improved messaging of on-bike signage, email, etc. 

• Add one utility van to the local fleet for additional patrol and pick-ups 

• Improve tracking of hot spots and increased patrols 

• Faster response times of the operations team 

• Pending Technology Proof of Concept: 

o Geo-Fencing - tracking hot spots and integrating no parking zones off campus within the LimeBike app. 
o Dis-incentivizing improper parking off campus, 
o Targeted communication based on user and location

Whereas, active transportation includes a range of transportation modes of travel and 
these modes are basic rights that are formally articulated in the California Vehicle Code:

Whereas, all those who travel on the sidewalks and streets are, first and foremost, 
people, deserving of the full support of our electeds, appointed, departments, 
commissions, agencies, and authorities as they conduct their lives in the public space:

do hereby claim the following rights: 

1. People have the right to travel safely and free of fear. 

2. People have the right to fair access.

On The “Lighter” Side 

A Visit To Memory Lane

There are many educational programs 
available for retirees and/or seniors through¬ 
out L.A. and the Valley. Several are centered 
near and usually in conjunction with a nearby 
college or university. The Osher Lifelong 
Learning Institute (OLLI, or just plain Osher) 
has 121 programs in 50 states and the District 
of Columbia. In California, there are OLLI 
centers at seven University of California (UC) 
campuses and 16 California State University 
(CSU) campuses. (Unfortunately for us in the 
north Valley, CSUN does not have an Osher 
program.) 

Bernard Osher was an interesting guy. He 
owned a hardware store and an amusement 
park in Biddeford, Maine. After becoming 
fairly well-to-do, he sold everything and 
moved to California to join his sister, Marion 
Osher Sandler. To make a long story short, 
they started a little company called Golden 
West Financial which initially had one branch 
location, and eventually changed the branch 
names to World Savings. Marion ran the 
company while Bernard was on the board and 
the chief financial backer. Smart, innovative, 
and forward thinking, they created the 
adjustable rate mortgage. You guessed it ... 
World Savings grew to become the second 
largest savings and loan in the United States, 
with more than 12,000 employees, $60B in 
deposits, and greater than $125B in assets. In 
2006, Bernie and Marion sold the entire oper¬ 
ation to Wachovia Bank for $24B. 

So what else did Bemie do? He loved art 
and he loved learning. His interest in fine art 
inspired him to buy the auction house 
Butterfield & Butterfield (which became the 
4th largest auction house in the world). Then, 
in his spare time he helped create and sponsor 
learning programs for “older learners” (any¬ 
one 50 years old and older). Held all over the 
country, OLLI educational classes are what 
we all dreamed about when we were in col¬ 
lege — no books, no tests, no grades, no writ¬ 
ten papers, no pressure, and, most of all, sub¬ 
jects we all wanted to enroll in and leam 
about. 

Osher classes are usually one day a week, 
about 2 hours a session, and last four to six 
weeks. They have classes on music, litera¬ 
ture, art, travel, science, comedy, and even 
chocolate. (Access the website at the end of 
this article for programs and information.) 

Shirley and I have been taking classes for 
the past 10 or 12 years at the UCLA campus 
in Westwood. The classes have been great, 
but the drive was horrible and getting worse 
each year. We were forced to take the direct 
route through the parking lot known as the 
405 Freeway. 


Finally, last year we 
received some really good 
news. The UCLA Osher 
program opened an auxil¬ 
iary campus in Woodland 
Hills. Yes, you understood 
me correctly ... UCLA 
OLLI is now in Warner 
Center. Shirley and I were 
so excited we opened a 
bottle of champagne .... and we were having 
breakfast at the time. 

And now, there is more good news for all 
of us. One of the best teachers I have ever had 
is teaching one of the best classes I have ever 
had. Yes, I am taking the class for the second 
time in April. The class, The 70s: The Decade 
of the Singer-Songwriter is being taught by 
Steve Barri at the Warner Center facility. 

In 1964, the Beatles hit America and dom¬ 
inated our radios as well as music sales for the 
remainder of the 60's. The rest of our music 
space was taken up by other groups from the 
English invasion, as well as Motown. If you 
were a rock ‘n roll or pop musician with a 
good song you had a tough time squeezing 
into the charts. Thanks to a unique group of 
really talented singers and songwriters, things 
changed in the 70s. 

This class is about that special group of 
brilliant musicians who changed rock 'n roll. 
Taking the class is like going to a concert, or 
remembering a “special date,” or visualizing a 
favorite song or singer and then going back- 
stage or into the recording booth. This class 
covers many of the performers who created 
our generation’s classic all-time hits — such 
greats as Paul Simon, Carole King, James 
Taylor, Joni Mitchell, Neil Young, Elton John, 
Tom Petty, and Billy Joel, just to name a few. 
Our instructor, Steve Barri, leads our journey 
into the background of the industry, the lives 
of the performers, as well as the music and 
lyrics ... in short, the what and how these clas¬ 
sics became classics. 

Some of the unanswered questions we 
heard about in our younger years will get 
answered. Did Simon and Garfunlcel get 
along? Were Carole King and James Taylor 
really friends or ??? Who did Carly Simon 
write You're so Vain about?, Why was Elton 
John responsible for Neil Sadaka's resurgence 
in the 70s? The class is so interesting and 
impactful, you feel like you have drifted back 
into your own history, but you have taken 
your grownup self with you. 

And boy, is our instructor, Steve Bam, 
qualified to tell us how all this happened! 
Steve was a songwriter, performer, producer, 
and music industry executive. He has written 
several hit songs, had a few hit groups, and 
produced many of our favorite records. He

NVCC: Tell us a little about 
your connection to the community. 

DL: My great grandparents 
moved to Northridge after 1910. 
We have lived on the same corner 
of Etiwanda and Rayen ever sense. 
I’m the 4th generation living there 
and my children are the 5th. I have 
been pulled into community work 
ever since I was a kid. I guess you 
can imagine, I am haunted by my 
family as I walk and work around 
the neighborhood; 1 must take care 
of it. I know how and why they 
gravitated to Northridge over a 
hundred years ago and those same 
simple messages about being a 
good neighbor and good citizen 
motivates me completely today. I 
take care of Northridge (and now 
much of the valley with Clean 
Streets Clean Starts) because I was 
bom to it. I am a caretaker! 

NVCC: Tell us a little about 
your personal life, if you don’t 
mind. 

DL: I have been married for 32 
years to my wife Lee. We have 2 
children who have attended all our 
local schools. And both children 
have served honorably in our 
Military. My son Peter recently 
came out from the Marine Corps as 
a sergeant serving four tours of 
duty in Afghanistan. He is now in 
college working toward a degree in 
Engineering. My daughter, 
Harmony is a Lieutenant

NVCC: You’ve been very 
engaged in Northridge beautifica¬ 
tion projects. What prompted you 
to head west to the Santa Susan 
State Park? 


DL: After all the work 1 do in 
Northridge and around the valley 
for the Clean Streets Clean Starts 
program, it’s a break for me to go 
up and work in the Santa Susana 
State Park as a volunteer Park 
Ranger. I am more of a worker bee 
so I get involved in the mainte¬ 
nance of the park and all of our 
special work projects. 1 have been 
a volunteer ranger for about 3 
years now, but it was last year that 
1 was able to focus on graffiti and 
trail maintenance.

I first read about the call for 
volunteer Rangers on the 
Englander Newsletter. 1 thought I 
knew the park well before I 
became a ranger, but after many 
months of study, I had no idea how 
complicated and important those 
Hills are.

NVCC: What type of equip¬ 
ment do you use for the graffiti 
removal? Was it borrowed or did 
you purchase it? 

DL: Moving around in those 
hills is very difficult to do just hik¬ 
ing, but try to carry in paint and 
supplies. Now that’s a challenge. 
We first started with rollers and 
paint buckets, but that was obvi¬ 
ously totally inadequate and the 
end product looked bad. So 1 
bought a commercial back pack 
pump weed sprayer and that solved 
a lot of problems for me. First it 
did a great job on the rocks. The 
sprayer makes it look more natural 
and to carry the 5gallons of paint 
on my back keeps my hands free to 
climb around. It’s hard to do up 
there, but much safer than holding

CSUN Initiates Bike Sharing 
Program with LimeBike 


By Chris Sales 

LimeBike is a dockless bike share compa¬ 
ny that has recently partnered with CSUN to 
offer a dockless bike share program to the 
campus and the surrounding area. This is 
LimeBike’s second foray in the city of Los 
Angeles, the first being Council District 15 
(Wilmington, Watts, San Pedro and Harbor 
City). LimeBike’s goal is to provide sustain¬ 
able solutions for short term transportation, 
the “first and last mile”, and to help reduce the 
pollution associated with the many vehicles 
on the road in Los Angeles. The goal of fill- 
filling that “first and last mile” provides users 
another way to access local transportation 
hubs, local business as well as schools and 
universities like CSUN. 

LimeBike’s original deployment included 
400 bikes, roughly half in housing on the 
north side of campus, and half on the campus 
itself. LimeBike currently employs a local 
operations team of one manager and eight 



operation’s specialists, four of which are stu¬ 
dents. These employees are tasked with the 
sweeping up and repositioning of the bikes, as 
well as responding to complaints about 
improperly parked and unattended bikes. This 
sweeping process is done in two scheduled 
sweeps, one at 7 am in the morning and one at 
5 pm in the afternoon. LimeBike is available 
from 7 am to 11 pm to pick up, remove and

raising two girls, and she worked two jobs. I 
was pretty much on my own from the age of 
11, but fortunately for me, LAUSD had school 
programs available that prevented me from 
falling through the cracks... Since those pro¬ 
grams are now few and far between, too many 
kids are now left to their own devices, and 
that’s where LAPD Devonshire PALS comes 
in... I have watched kids make complete life 
transformations by being a part of the program 
and my hope is that PALS keeps growing so 
that our children will always have a safe and 
caring place to go to.” 

PALS is More Than an After-School 
Program 

Over the years, Devonshire PALS has built 
a program that caters to all aspects of a child’s 
growth, from academics to the arts to sports 
activities. The nonprofit provides these free 
enrichment activities onsite at its facility, 
Monday through Thursday from 1:00 to 6:00 
p.m. On Fridays, programming is targeted 
toward teens, including PALS Live B.L.U.E. 
mentoring program, a curriculum-driven 
character training program. 

“PALS plays a huge part in improving 
children’s education level. English is a second 
language for most of these families, and mom 
and dad are truly unable to help with home¬ 
work. The center has volunteers that come in 
and help tutor the children in subjects such as 
reading, math and science,” said Devonshire 
PALS Board Chair Kimberly Ohrt. 

Children come to PALS for different rea¬ 
sons, whether it is to get their grades up, take 
one of the many arts or sports classes offered 
or because they need structure. Whatever the 
original intent was, they all seem to find a 
home away from home. 

Allan Sanchez, age 16, has been attending 
programs at Devonshire PALS since he was 
nine, when he enrolled in Tae Kwon Do class¬ 
es. Since then he has taken advantage of many 
of the programs, including guitar and home¬ 
work tutoring, and credits the program for 
helping to guide him through his high school 
classes. Said Sanchez, “This is a place I enjoy 
coming to, where I’m comfortable. It’s 
become a second home.” The teen, a black 
belt in Tae Kwon Do, also volunteers his time 
teaching the martial art at the center. 

It was academics that brought Christian 
Henriques, now 14, to PALS four years ago. 
“My Dad wanted me to get my grades up.” 
After raising his grades, he liked it so much he 
kept coming back. Henriques wants younger 
kids to know that “it’s a great privilege to be at 
Devonshire PALS,” and that they should make 


the most of the classes, the field trips, the par¬ 
ties and making new friends. 

The Devonshire PALS center has also 
served as a career training ground for Shant 
Nazarian, age 20, who began coming to the 
center in August 2015. A future forensic psy¬ 
chologist, he wanted to be in an environment 
that worked with law enforcement. PALS was 
the perfect setting. Nazarian is currently a 
member of the LAPD Police Cadet program 
and a student at CSUN. He believes PALS is 
not only a place for kids to get academic help 
but as a place to broaden their horizons. “A lot 
of these kids have trouble at home, are not 
achieving in school or not getting the help they 
need. Coming here helps stimulate their minds 
and bodies at the same time.” Nazarian added 
that he doesn’t believe enough people know 
about Devonshire PALS. “They need to adver¬ 
tise it more. My parents work down the street, 
and I never knew existed. It’s a hidden gem.” 

PALS Annual Fundraisers 

In addition to its flagship golf tournament, 
other fundraisers include the PALS 8th 
Annual Circle of Heroes Giving Campaign, 
the Holiday Toy Drive, smaller fundraising 
events like our Comedy Night, and benefit 
events like concerts and restaurant fundrais¬ 
ers. All monies are directed toward program¬ 
ming and activities for the children. 

“The PALS Center is simply the best, most 
efficient and practical way to directly affect 
the lives of the at-risk youth in our communi¬ 
ty,” noted Board member Tom Christopher. 
“This is not a city-run program. We rely com¬ 
pletely on fundraising and grants to exist. 
There is no better example of a private/public 
based organization that I know of.” 

Added Victoria Bourdas Martinez, a Board 
Member since 2006 who has served as 
Secretary and President and is currently Vice 
President of Marketing, “PALS has given the 
youth in the Devonshire area a place to grow 
and leam. They are given opportunities that 
they might not have if the youth center didn’t 
exist...We are fortunate to have a group of 
volunteers that make each experience one the 
children will not forget.”

Now the guy is really scared. Then, he sees his 
friend walk by. He yells ’Hey Phil! Can you 
help me? I’ve fallen in this hole and I can’t get 
out!” To his amazement, Phil jumps in the hole 
with the guy. The guy asks “What did you do 
that for? Now we’re both stuck!” Phil looks at 
his friend and says “No, we’re not. I’ve been 
here before and I know the way out.” 

Well, I’ve been there as well. And I know 
the way out. It’s not easy. It is hard work. But 
the payoff in the end is worth it. So, if you’ll 
follow me, I’m going to show you the way out. 

The first step is portion control. Understand 
it, know it, embrace it. Each meal should have 
no more than four to six ounces of lean protein 
(chicken, turkey, fish etc.), which is about the 
size of a deck of cards. Six to eight ounces of 
carbohydrate (vegetable or salad), and a good 
fat (avocado, olive oil) in a salad dressing. And 
that’s it! That’s all your body needs for survival. 
If you eat at a restaurant, automatically divide 
the plate and take half home. I don’t know any 
restaurant that serves controlled portions. 
Although it’s probably because people would¬ 
n’t eat there. 

The next step is moderation. “Don’t elimi¬ 
nate, moderate!” Putting on weight, especially 
fat, is cumulative. It doesn’t happen overnight. 
It takes time. So, if you like deserts eat them in 
moderation. You can still have them, but not 
every night. If you want a candy bar, have one. 
But not every day. You don’t have to give up 
the guilty pleasures. Just cut back on the fre¬ 


quency. 

And of course, the final step is exercise. 
Resistance training two to three times a week is 
the most effective. You have to build muscle to 
bum calories. 1 know quite a few body builders 
who eat their cheesecake, chocolate covered 
nuts and cheeseburger and fries. They don’t do 
it often, but they do it. And the muscle on their 
bodies just bums it up. The more muscle you 
have the more calories you bum. Olympic gold 
medal swimmer Michael Phelps eats about 
twelve to fifteen thousand calories a day during 
training. And swims about 600 Olympic speed 
laps a day. And trains in the gym with weights. 
Speaking of laps in the pool, you also have to 
put in some time doing cardio training. Thirty 
minutes a day, three to five times a week. It 
builds stamina, lung capacity and bums a few 
extra calories as well. Keep your target heart 
training rate at about seventy-five per cent of 
your maximum heart rate. How do you know 
what your maximum heart rate is? Simple. 
Deduct your age from 220. That would be your 
maximum heart rate. And then multiply it by 
seventy-five per cent. O.K. let’s go through it 
again. If I’m fifty years old, 1 subtract 50 from 
220 and I get 170.1 then multiply 170 by 75 per 
cent and I get 127.50 which I round up to 128. 
There you have it. In my thirty minutes of car¬ 
dio my heart rate should stay around 128 beats 
per minute. Going to 130 to 135 is okay but no 
higher. You’ll start to bum muscle. And how do

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How to Avoid Probate Court 
When You Are Alive

Most people think Probate court is only for 
the dead. Few realize that you can end up in 
Probate Court when you are alive. A 
Conservatorship (other states call them 
Guardianship) is a legal proceeding filed by 
someone who claims that you either no longer 
are able to manage your finances, or physical¬ 
ly take care of yourself or that you are so sus¬ 
ceptible to undue influence that your right to 
control your finances should be taken away 
from you. As you can imagine 
Conservatorship proceedings are painful and 
expensive as no one wants to take a loved one 
to court to declare they lack the ability to pay 
their bills, and no one wants to be in court with 
loved ones fighting over them and each claim¬ 
ing that the other took advantage of them. 

Flere are three ways to avoid Probate Court 
when you are Alive: 

1. Make sure your estate planning docu¬ 
ments are up to date 

Trusts and Powers of Attorney are not doc¬ 
uments that should sit on a shelf. You should 
have a relationship with the Attorney who 
drafted the documents and you should sched¬ 
ule an appointment every 3 to 5 years, to make 
sure that no laws have changed and that you 
discuss any changes in your family or health. 
If you have a child you don’t trust you need to 
make sure your attorney knows your con¬ 
cerns. Remember, if you do your documents 
on line or use a non-lawyer they can’t and 
won’t advise you about how to protect your¬ 
self from an untrustworthy child, they proba¬ 
bly don’t know how to do anything other than 
input your infonnation into forms. Further, 
remember only lawyers can keep your con¬ 
cerns a secret. 

2. Consider Adding a Trusted Person as a 
Co-trustee and co-signor

The person who is added will be 
able to leam from their loved one all the 
details of their finances, they have the author¬ 
ity to act, but typically will be in the role of 
assistant (often to their parent) until the day 
comes when stroke or dementia take away the 
ability to pay your bills or the bad guy tries to 
swindle, then the co-Trustee is able to take 
over immediately to pay the bills and the bad 
guy- 

3. Don’t sign documents you don’t under¬ 
stand 

It is sadly all too common for a person to 
sign documents they don’t understand. A 
Power of Attorney gives the Agent the right to 
access all your money, they can steal it! They 
aren’t supposed to but they can. You can sign 
a deed or a mortgage and end up losing your 
house. A Trust gives rights to the Trustee to 
manage your money allowing them to steal 
from you. Financial Advisor’s can be dishon¬ 
est and invest your money in scams.

What People Don't Know About 


ic Testing Can Hurt Them

This year, over 200,000 
Americans will order genetic tests 
to see if they’re at risk for more 
than 2,000 hereditary diseases, 
including cancer. Patients and their 
doctors can choose tests from over 
500 different laboratories. 

Most people don’t think twice 
about their choice of lab. They fig¬ 
ure all labs’ tests are of similar 
quality. They’re wrong. 

Many labs are sending patients 
inaccurate test results. Sometimes, 
labs notify patients that they have a 
dangerous genetic mutation when 
they really don’t. So patients need¬ 
lessly undergo expensive and inva¬ 
sive surgeries to prevent a disease 
they’re unlikely to develop. 

Other times, labs tell patients 
that a mutation is harmless — 
when it’s actually dangerous. So 
patients don’t take preventative 
actions and ultimately develop 
deadly diseases. 

It’s time for the FDA to protect 
patients by regulating these tests, 
just as the agency regulates pre¬ 
scription drugs. 

Genetic tests, formally known 
as “laboratory developed tests,” 
detect mutations in people’s DNA. 


body, the survival rate plummets to 
15 percent. 

Many women with BRCA 
mutations preemptively have their 
breasts and ovaries removed to 
prevent tumors from forming. 

Patients need reliable informa¬ 
tion before deciding whether to 
undergo such invasive surgeries. 
Too often, many labs provide inac¬ 
curate genetic test results. 

Consider a 4 8-year-old woman 
who took a genetic test at a local 
lab and tested positive for a BRCA 
mutation. She decided to have her 
breasts, uterus, and ovaries 
removed. After the procedure, her 
parents also underwent genetic 
testing. Neither of them tested pos¬ 
itive for the gene. Stunned, the 
woman took another test, which 
came back negative. 

Or take one California-based 
lab that just admitted its tests failed 
to detect a mutation linked to col¬ 
orectal cancer. Thousands of 
patients may have received the 
faulty tests. 

Many newer labs don’t have 
enough experience or samples to 
find mutations or determine 
whether a mutation is harmful. 
Many are so new that they’ve only

published a relative handful of 
peer-reviewed studies and invested 
just a few million dollars in devel¬ 
oping their tests. 

The consequences of incorrect 
diagnoses are severe. Society loses 
$775,000 for every breast cancer 
patient who receives a false nega¬ 
tive result, according to an FDA 
study. 

More federal oversight could 
prevent laboratories from deliver¬ 
ing inaccurate test results. 


The FDA proposed several 
reforms to govern laboratory 
developed tests last year. All new 
and severely modified LDTs, for 
instance, would have to undergo a 
rigorous review process. This 
process could help identify quality 
control missteps that could lead to 
false diagnoses. The FDA would 
also continually monitor the quali¬ 
ty of LDTs to ensure that they 
deliver accurate results. 

Such reforms would protect 
patients and save lives. But so far, 
Congress has shown little interest 
in allowing the FDA to regulate 
LDTs. Until that changes, thou¬ 
sands of Americans will continue 
to receive inaccurate and incom¬ 
plete genetic test results.

relocate bikes. Issues can be 
reported 24 hours a day, either by 
email (support@limebike.com) 
phone (1-888-LIME-345) or text 
(1-888-546-3345). 

LimeBike’s metrics, collected 
since January 16th (as of 2/14/18) 
indicate that there have been over 
23,000 individual rides taken, for 
nearly 10,000 miles total, and over 
5500 individual riders. The average 
speed has been 4.23 miles an hour 


(these bikes are three speed cruisers) 
and the longest ride was 37.78 miles 
taking 2.72 hours. The bikes have 
been seen regularly at the Metrolink 
station as well as various Orange 
Line stations. 

LimeBike staff are aware of 
some concerns from local commu¬ 
nity members surrounding the cam¬ 
pus, that some of these bikes are 
being ridden to parked cars and 
being abandoned in residential 
neighborhoods. However, as of 


2/14/18 when this information was 
compiled, only 45 complaints (sta¬ 
tistically 1.6 a day) had been 
received. This number is consid¬ 
ered relatively low of a new deploy¬ 
ment. However, as mentioned 
above, issues or concerns can be 
share at the email, phone and text 
numbers above. 

LimeBike is also considering the 
following, based on technology 
proof of concept: Geo Fencing, 
which tracks hot spots and mapping 
no parking zones off campus within 
the LimeBike app, various disincen¬ 
tives for improper parking off cam¬ 
pus, as well as targeted communica¬ 
tions based on user and location. 
Properly implemented and utilized, 
these sanctions could go a long way 
to reducing the misused of the pro¬ 
gram, and alleviate some of the 
local concerns.

New Tax laws Make it Essential 


to Have Your Living

Congress has passed tax refonn that will 
take effect in 2018. As a result, many people 
have Estate Plans with Revocable Living Trusts 
that are now needlessly complex as they relate 
to the new laws applicable to their estate.

Members are 
vetted to make sure that individuals who fill a 
specific profession work together for the bet¬ 
terment of the senior community, and collab¬ 
orate with one another to educate and support 
the municipalities they serve. In just a little 
over a year, Joyce has helped to grow SSG to 
seven chapters, spread out over greater Los 
Angeles, Ventura and Orange County areas. 
SSG chapters continue to evolve to meet the 
growing need for quality senior assistance. 

Senior Care is Greatly Impacted by the 
Growing Aging Population 

It has been estimated by the Administration 
on Aging that the American senior population 
(those 65 and older) will reach 70 million by 
2030, double what it was in 2000. That’s only 
12 years in the future. And by 2050, that num¬ 
ber will reach 83.7 million. 

California will also see exponential growth 
in its senior population, with expected growth 
jumping 87 percent (four million people). This 
increase in the senior population will require 
more senior-based facilities and services as 
well as the healthcare workers and caregivers 
to staff them. 

How FSS/SSG Provides Help to Seniors 

FFSS/SSG links the community to the 
needs of seniors, allowing them to live 
longer, happier, healthier lives, and to stay 
in their own homes as long as possible. The 
nonprofit educates seniors and their families 
on available services, helps prepare family 
members who are taking on the role of care¬ 
giver, and provides valuable informational 
resources and compassionate support to 
assist at every level of senior care. 

The nonprofit typically receives requests 
at one of three levels. The first level repre¬ 
sents a compassionate call (“I need some¬ 
one to move my Dad or spend some time 


with my Mom”). The second is specific to a 
service or product, and the third level is in- 
home caregiver support. These services are 
paid for through grants, fundraising efforts, 
sponsorships and donations received by the 
Foundation. 

How to Ask for Help 

Seniors or their family members can 
request assistance, education and resources 
from the non-profit’s qualified service 
providers, partners and volunteers in one of 
four ways.

Before any assistance is approved, seniors 
or their representatives must fill out an assess¬ 
ment form available on the website, 
www.foundationforseniorsservices.org, or 
when contacting the call center. Once the 
assessment form has been submitted to FFSS, 
it goes before the Foundation board for 
approval. FSS ranks the services according to 
specific need and cost. 

Partnerships with Other Groups 

To broaden its ability to serve the senior 
communities in Southern California, 
FFSS/SSG partners with other charitable 
organizations. It sees these independent enti¬ 
ties as strategic partners that share a common 
cause, and work in a mutually beneficial way. 
Partners may contribute marketing, informa¬ 
tion, products, funding, distribution channels 
and volunteer time toward the mutual goal of 
serving seniors and their loved ones.

stories, here are some tips on how to tell 
yours. 

• Frame your story. Your audience (cus¬ 
tomer) has to understand why you’re sharing 
this story. 

• Understand your audience and what their 
wants and needs are. This will help frame the 
story. 

• Tell it with feeling. Your audience needs 
to connect with your message on a visceral 

level. 

• Keep it concise. It’s easy to go off on a 
tangent. To avoid this, make your story as 
brief as possible. 

• Include some details. 

• Listen to what others are saying. How are 
they presenting their stories?

has accomplished this with the con¬ 
sensus of teachers, parents and stu¬ 
dents alike by employing grassroots 
organizational tools he learned as a 
student of Chicano Studies at 
Mission College and CSUN. 

According to Ramos, there are 
three main principals to organizing 
any group. Everyone begins by 
telling their story. You then look for 
value-based commonalities and, 
weaving them together, create the 
’’story of us” until you finally arrive 
at the “story of now,” a mutually 
beneficial agreement that satisfies 
the demands of both parties. 


These tools came in handy when 
Ramos accepted his first principal- 
ship at Haddon STEAM Academy 
where parents were on the verge of 
withdrawing from the district to 
become a charter school. The par¬ 
ents wanted arts back in the curricu¬ 
lum. He understood their concerns 
but didn’t think a charter was the 
way to go. Ramos started with 
house meetings to take parents’ tem¬ 
perature on the situation, and then 
came up with solutions that would 
work for the school and the families. 

The result was an innovative 
Mariachi music program, a debate 
team and continued meetings with 


parents. The parents dropped the 
idea of a charter and students who 
had left the school before his arrival 
returned in droves. Enrollment 
jumped by 115 students. 

A Change of Venue 

When Ramos left Haddon to 
accept the principalship at 
Northridge Middle School just 
seven months ago, his Pacoima col¬ 
leagues told him to expect a differ¬ 
ent population of students in 
Northridge. However, what he 
found was quite the opposite. The 
neighborhood in both areas was 
heavily Hispanic, with many immi¬ 
grants, and both were Title 1 schools 
as a large number of students at both 
schools came from homes that were 
below the poverty level and 
received breakfast and lunch at 
school. Both had Title 3 coaches 
who worked with students bom in 
the U.S. but who struggled with 
reading and writing English at their 
grade level. 

It wasn’t long before Ramos real¬ 
ized the students and their parents at 
Northridge would benefit from the 
same programs he began at Haddon. 

He recruited Oliver Mata, the 
Mariachi professional he hired at 
Haddon, who was part of the well- 
known Mariachi Conservatory in 
Boyle Heights. Under his tutelage, 
the Haddon Mariachi ensemble per- 
fonned at the Valley Performing 
Arts Center in Northridge last year. 

Ramos is excited that the 
Mariachi music program is now at 
Northridge and noted that the stu¬ 
dents are as much enamored with it 
as he is. “The kids love the music 
program so much that they arrive at 


school at 7:30 a.m. and don’t leave 
until 5:30 p.m.,” he stated. He added 
that Mata has also been hired to 
work with aspiring musicians at 
KYDS (Keeping Youth Doing 
Something), the school’s after¬ 
school program. 

Besides the music class, Ramos 
has also started a debate team at 
Northridge and Roundtables with 
Ramos, similar to his house meet¬ 
ings with Haddon parents. Next fall, 
a Medical/Health Magnet will open 
on campus with an enrollment thus 
far of 120 students. However, 
Ramos takes no credit for the mag¬ 
net, pointing out it was a project the 
teaching staff had been working on 
long before his arrival. 

A Neighborhood Resource 

Northridge Middle School is 
much more than an educational 
facility. It is a part of the neighbor¬ 
hood. Adults who want to learn 
English can attend ESL classes on 
campus certain weekday mornings 
and residents under the age of 18 
can partake in a “Hot Supper” pro¬ 
gram at the school. 

Like his students, Ramos grew 
up in a neighborhood in San 
Fernando that was poor and had 
gangs. He understands the social 
pressure many of these kids' experi¬ 
ence having to straddle two very dif¬ 
ferent worlds—life in America and 
as the child of immigrants. And 
when these worlds collide, kids 
often fall through the cracks. 

“I understand troubled kids,” 
stated Ramos. “I was troubled. I 
know what’s leading them down 
that road,” he noted. 

The youngest of four children,

Ramos was the only one who got 
into any trouble. He stressed that it’s 
rarely about bad parenting and more 
about seeking attention no matter 
where it comes from. 

His own experiences with gangs 
and juvenile hall taught Ramos that 
any situation can be resolved if you 
use the right tools. Following juve¬ 
nile hall, he continued his education, 
eventually graduating from CSUN 
with a degree in Chicano Studies. In 
1999 at the age 29, while teaching 
elementary school, he ran and won a 
seat on the San Fernando City 
Council in a landslide election 
against a 16-year incumbent, and a 
year later was named Mayor Pro 
Tern. During his tenure, he brought 
economic development into blight¬ 
ed areas in the city, including attract¬ 
ing the first Starbucks to the area. 
Ramos also taught at Mission 
College off and on from 2008 to 
2012, a total of 12 years. 

Ramos is an inspiration to every 
student at Northridge Middle 
School who for one moment doubts 
that they can rise above their eco¬ 
nomic, academic or social chal¬ 
lenges and create the life they have 
always dreamed of. It’s possible; 
he’s a living example of it. 
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More doctors in one place =

When I ran for office, I told you that I believed that maintaining our infrastructure and allowing local business 
to flourish are essential services the City should encourage. I plan to devote even more energy to solving other 
quality of life issues which plague all cities in their quest to update and support these critical resources. 

Currently, the primary issue affecting safety and livability in our communities is the rise in homelessness. The 
homelessness crisis in the City of Los Angeles has been growing for a number of years and recently reached 
proportions that none of us have previously seen in our lifetimes. It is estimated that there are between 30.000- 
40,000 unsheltered individuals in the City of Los Angeles. To address this crisis in our communities, I launched 
the Neighborhoods FIRST initiative. Neighborhoods FIRST is a two-pronged effort that leads with compassion 
to remove barriers to housing and employment for people currently experiencing homelessness while working to 
prevent those on the edges from slipping into the homeless population. The second prong aims to improve the 
tools available to communities to alleviate the impacts of homelessness on neighborhoods. 

As both the Chair of the Public Safety Committee and Vice Chair of the Budget and Finance Committee, I have 
been a constant advocate for the safety of our residents. I am pleased that the latest budget expands resources 
provided to our sworn police officers and fire fighters in order to increase the City’s ability to keep our residents 
safe and to protect our communities, including increased patrol and funding for vital technology and equipment 
needs. 

Our recreation and parks facilities, so essential to our communities, have been a particular focus this year. Wc 
reopened the Aliso Canyon Equestrian Ring after closing it briefly to adjust the arena's sand levels for equine 
safety and continually maintain the equestrian trails throughout our district, brought universally accessible play 
equipment to three of our District's parks, and funded and began the design process to update and enhance the 
Granada Hills pool. Additionally, the remediation plan and environmental clcan-up of Chatsworth Park South 
has concluded and the park is now open to the community after many years of closure. 


As I begin serv ing my seventh year in office, I am eager to build upon our successes and look forward to doing 
so in partnership with you. Thank you for the proud honor of allowing me to serve as your Councilman.

Putting LAPD Back on the Streets to Protect our Communities — Increased 
the number of police officers on patrol through a civilianization process that 
added back necessary crime solving support services, including technicians to 
staff our DNA, latent fingerprint and firearm units — helping to increase the 
solve rate for property crimes and homicides while returning officers to the 
streets. Further, the final phase of detention officer hiring to return police 
officers working in the jails back to patrol functions was accelerated. 


Funding Technology and Equipment Needs — helped ensure the City budget 
included on-body cameras for over 7,000 LAPD officers and worked to create 
a replacement of the non-emergency phone systems at all four Valley 
stations.

Providing a $50,000 Reward to Thwart Knock-Knock Burglaries — I submitted 
a motion to offer a reward of up to $50,000 for information leading to the 
identification, apprehension of, and conviction of the persons responsible for 
the series of 1,700 residential knock-knock burglaries and those that purchase 
stolen property from knock-knock" burglars across the City of Los Angeles. 

Broadening the Definition of Violent Felonies — I submitted a series of 
resolutions aimed at supporting three pieces of state legislation aimed at 
expanding the definition of "violent felonies" under the California Penal Code. 
Previously, California's definition of violent felony did not include many 
violent sexual crimes involving children or the elderly, human trafficking 
involving a minor, solicitation of murder, and many other crimes. Existing law 
imposes an additional one-year term for a felony and a three-year term for a 
violent felony for each prior separate prison term for a violent felony. 



Councilmember Englander has been an LAPD 
Reserve Police Officer since 2005, and is assigned 
to the Gang and Narcotics Division - Fugitive 
Warrant Squad.

Focusing on Our Fire Department — Increased firefighter hiring and added 
vital technology like the Automatic Vehicle Locator (AVL) System. Added a 
facility for the Operations Valley Bureau and provided support systems and 
civilian service personnel to the department to better facilitate reduced 
response times and firefighter health and safety. 


Expanding the Fire Department's Nurse Practitioner Program — Due to the 

overwhelming success of the Nurse Practitioner Response Unit (NPRU) Pilot 
Program, Council voted to expand and deploy an additional NPRU for the Fire 
Department. The NPRU is an alternative Emergency Medical Services response 
model for Los Angeles. Non-urgent, low-level 911 call requests can be 
screened by LAFD Firefighter / EMTs and rerouted to nurse practitioners 
within the LAFD organization. In their scope of practice, nurse practitioners 
can perform comprehensive onsite assessments and treat and release, or 
treat and transfer the nearly 350,000 EMS calls coming into LAFD each year. 


Ensuring First Responders Have the Resources They Need During this Fire 
Season — I worked to clear the maintenance backlog on LAFD helicopters that 
caused 50% of the helicopter fleet to be offline when fires broke out during 
fire season. Clearing the backlog as swiftly as possible will ensure that our first 
responders are not left without critical support resources as they work to 
protect the lives and homes of our City's residents. 


Stopping Illegal Street Racing in Its Tracks — I piloted a potential deterrent 
against illegal street racing that would not hinder emergency vehicles on the 
road or affect the regular flow of traffic. This innovative Rumble Strips Pilot 
Program utilizes this technology for the first time in the City of Los Angeles for 
this purpose. The rumble strips pilot have been installed on Plummer Street 
along the stretch of road known as the "Canoga Speedway" because of the 
number of illegal racing events and fatal injuries. 

In the last five years, nine people have been killed and an additional 64 injured 
during illegal street racing events at this location. With these new rumble 
strips, we are sending a message that our neighborhood streets are not race 
tracks and that we will not tolerate the kind of reckless behavior that puts lives 
at risk. 


Putting More Officers on the Streets — Most significantly in this year's 
budget, we were able to reduce the overtime and pension burden of the 
Metro Transit Contract and ensure our LAPD officers are in these public areas, 
patrolling our communities.

This year, my office worked with the Northridge South Neighborhood Council, the 
San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission, and local non-profit Northridge Sparkle to 
develop a groundbreaking new program to turn around the lives of several homeless 
individuals through participation in a community beautification project. 

The Clean Streets Clean Starts program recruited participants through the Rescue 
Mission's Mobile Shower unit. Northridge Sparkle and the SFV Rescue Mission then 
created a curriculum that started out with very basic activities like trash collection 
and sweeping, and worked its way up to tree planting, landscaping and coordination 
with City work crews doing Great Streets projects. The program provided “payment” 
in the form of Vons gift cards and meals. 

The Rescue Mission supplemented the daily work activities with group sessions 
designed to help participants clear personal impediments to housing and full-time 
employment. Some participants became sober for the first time in many years as a 
result of this support. 

Additionally, the SFV Rescue Mission worked tirelessly to obtain housing for all 
participants. This program highlighted the contributions that those who are 
experiencing homelessness can bring to a community if given the opportunity. 

The program was awarded the "Game Changer" award by Mayor Eric Garcetti and 
the Los Angeles Board of Public Works and has expanded into multiple areas 
throughout the district.

Northwest Valley Business Roundtables and Outreach Team — Utilized 
my office to create a connection for heads of local businesses to easily 
meet with my staff.

Reseda Blvd: The First Great Street in Los Angeles — Reseda Blvd in 
Northridge has been the center of its community going back to when it was a 
rail line in the community of Zelzah. With its proximity to the only University in 
the San Fernando Valley - and a worldclass performing arts center, it deserves 
to be more than a highway serving commuters. My office, along with the 
Department of Transportation, Department of Street Services, the Bureau of 
Engineering, Northridge South Neighborhood Council, Northridge Chamber of 
Commerce, Northridge Vision, Northridge Sparkle, California State University, 
Northridge, the Museum of the San Fernando Valley, and a multitude of 
community members and stakeholders, came together to create a vibrant 
public space along a major corridor in the San Fernando Valley by furthering its 
potential and bringing arts back to the street. 

Established and Improved the Matador Mile — Enhanced Parnership with 
California State University, Northridge's Urban Planning Students to create 
connectivity and safety between the University and the Reseda Blvd Great 
Street along the "Matador Mile" 

REvisit REseda Blvd: ioby Challenge Grant — REvisit REseda Blvd aimed to get 
people out of their cars and spend more time in the community. My office was 
a part of a partnership that received a Challenge Grant and crowdfunded 
community donation match for the project budget. I am proud to say that our 
community exceeded the donation goal and allowed Reseda Blvd to come to 
life. The area now has a thriving business community, an engaged 
neighborhood beautification team, and three active neighborhood councils 
and is home to the Reseda Blvd Summer Art Series. 

Presented a Prompt Payment Policy — Instructed City departments to study 
the feasibility of a Prompt Payment Policy based on similar policies adopted by 
other entities in our region. Adoption of Prompt Payment will ensure that 
those who do business with the City of Los Angeles do not have to wait months 
on end to receive payment for services rendered. Timely payments are critical 
to small businesses because of their cash flow requirements. With up to 37 
separate departments, businesses that contract or do business with the City 
often experience payment delays from having to navigate through varying 
invoice and payment processes, or not knowing who to communicate with in 
the appropriate department. 

Participating in the Creation of a Citywide Comprehensive Jobs Plan — The 

plan establishes Jobs and Economic Development Incentive (JEDI) zones, which 
will help key sectors in our economy like the biotech/biomed industry, grow in 
Los Angeles. The biotech industry is the fastest growing industry in California 
but has had the slowest growth in Los Angeles. 

Standing Up for Small Businesses — Suffering the sticker shock of the new 
commercial waste franchise bin, I introduced a motion to create more flexible 
pricing options for businesses and commercial properties including bin sharing. 
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Ensuring our streets are safe 

goes beyond the number of police officers and first 
responders. In fact, traffic injuries and fatalities far exceed 
crime and other causes as a source of tragedy in our 
City. This year, working with the Los Angeles Department 
of Transportation, we debuted new signal technology and 
streetscape warnings at Jason & Roscoe which had been 
the site of one such tragedy last year...

Researched the Implementation of Clean Energy Storage Projects — I 

directed the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power (LADWP) to 
immediately report to the City Council on its efforts to implement clean energy 
storage projects within the City and the feasibility of partnering with local 
investor-owned and municipal-owned utilities to implement clean energy 
storage projects in the region. 

Initiated Intersection Improvements throughout the San Fernando Valley — 

Addressed concerns with projects that improved traffic flow including the 
Orange line, California State University, Northridge, and METRO. Upgraded 
and added stop signs and signal projects in areas needed throughout the 
community. 

Ensured That Repairs to City Streets Are Always Done to Quality Standards 

— Required that all road repairs by private contractors be done to City quality 
standards. Work crews doing 10,000 utility repair jobs every year often dig up 
public streets and then repave them afterward. Despite requirements for 
permits, notification and inspection, the repaving work is very often such poor 
quality that it compromises traffic safety, traffic flow and damages the vehicles 
of residents, businesses and the City fleet. 

Repaired & Maintained Streets — Provided 66 miles of street paving, 214 
miles of streets slurry sealed, and 75,000 pothole repairs in CD12. 

Launched "Safe Sidewalks LA" Sidewalk Repair Warranty and Sidewalk 
Repair Incentive Program — The comprehensive 30-year sidewalk repair 
program provides an unprecedented City investment of $1.4 billion to fix its 
sidewalks, making them accessible to everyone and renewing them as a center 
of civic life and pride. 

Provided Resources for the Urban Forestry Division — Doubled the Urban 
Forestry Division resources by adding a second crew to work throughout the 
City of Los Angeles to focus on emergency tree work and manage trees and 
plants contained in the public right-of-way. 

Restored and Improved Community Monuments — Helped fund the 
maintenance and improvements for the Granada Hills Memorial Veteran's 
Park designed by the Granada Hills Rotary Foundation. 

Funded Weed Abatement and Median Maintenance — Provided funding for 
median maintenance and weed abatement in CD12 through the West Valley 
Alliance. I paid for additional crews that go above and beyond those funded 
with the City's budget.

FIRST team joined the LAPD Operations Valley 
Bureau HOPE team, LA Sanitation Rapid Response 
team, and LAHSA, to provide outreach services and 
improve the quality of life for all CD12 residents. 



Team Englander and community members took 
part in the mission to count our homeless 
neighbors. The Greater Los Angeles Homeless 
Count enables us to gather important data that is 
key for us to bring about an end to homelessness 
in Los Angeles. 



Cleaned Up Our Community — Provided organizational support and supplies 
and participated in numerous volunteer community clean-up projects with 
Neighborhood Councils and other community organizations in our District to 
remove trash, weeds, graffiti and debris from streets, sidewalks and medians. 

The Reseda Blvd Zerogation Median — The first in the City, it was redesigned 
to remove its failed irrigation system and enable it to catch and retain rainfall 
or periodic waterings in order to grow native plants and flowers that are able 
to survive in the hot climates of the San Fernando Valley. The median uses 
recycled plastic mulch that has been affixed to the median so as not to migrate 
off and cause a traffic hazard. In addition, there is custom grating in the Blvd's 
signature yellow for the native flora to grow through. Finally, the median 
contains a flagpole and solar lighting paid for by Don Larson, Northridge 
Sparkle and our Northridge Neighborhood Councils. 

Chatsworth Nature Preserve Ecology Pond — After much community input, 
we were able, in partnership with the DWP, to engineer improvements to the 
Chatsworth Nature Preserve Ecology Pond. Many years of sediment were 
removed and the pond water pathways to the pond were cleared of 
impediments so that as much rainfall from the fall and winter storms could be 
captured. For the first time in many years, the wildlife of the nature preserve 
was able to enjoy a plentiful water supply. 

Launched my CD12 Neighborhoods FIRST Initiative — The homelessness crisis 
in the City of Los Angeles has reached proportions that none of us have 
previously seen in our lifetimes. Solving this issue will involve commitment 
from all possible partners working on many fronts, in coordination. 
Neighborhoods FIRST is a two-pronged effort that leads with compassion to 
remove barriers to housing and employment for people currently experiencing 
homelessness while working to prevent those on the edges from slipping into 
the homeless population. The second prong aims to improve the tools 
available to communities to alleviate the impacts of homelessness on 
neighborhoods.

Fully Integrated Resources and Support Team 



The primary issue affecting safety and livability in CD12 today is 
the rise in homelessness. This is an issue affecting every corner 
of Los Angeles and my office has been developing programs to 
address it for some time. However, it has become clear that this 
issue requires a comprehensive response. 

With voters approving the passage of Measure H and Proposition 
HHH, there will be significant funding for housing and services in 
the coming years. However, funding alone will not be enough to 
resolve this issue. What is required is persistence, creativity, and 
the dedication of every community in our city. 

Neighborhoods FIRST is a two pronged approach that leads with 
compassion to remove barriers to housing and employment for 
those experiencing homelessness and aims to improve the tools 
available to communities to alleviate the impacts of homelessness 
on neighborhoods. 





Homelessness Coordinator 


My first act of the Neighborhoods FIRST Initiative was selecting a full-time staffer 
to coordinate and manage this program which required knowledge of key services, 
familiarity with the relevant agencies, and the ability and patience to work with an 
array of individuals facing a multitude of challenges. For this key role, I chose 
Colin Crews, a veteran staffer with a deep understanding of the district and an 
incredible work ethic. 

The Neighborhoods FIRST Team 

This newly formed special team represents the front line of the City's 
response to homelessness. It is comprised of closely coordinated 
units from LAPD and the Bureau of Sanitation to triage issues 
involving homeless individuals or encampments. I've worked 
alongside this team to better understand how the laws currently in 
place work in practice and how they can be made more effective. I've 
also introduced legislation to make the HOPE Team a permanent 
function of the LAPD and expand their operations within CD12. 

Mobile Mission P roject 

Solving homelessness requires reaching out to the individuals 
experiencing it. Each person currently sleeping on the street has a 
unique story of how they arrived there and will have a unique journey 
back to shelter. For many individuals the first step will require a simple 
act of compassion to build trust which in turn will get them to accept care 
and services. That is why I worked with the Mobile Mission to fundraise 
for a second mobile shower unit which will allow them to reach an additional 104 individuals per 
day, some of whom haven't had a warm shower in months. This simple step can often be the 
first on the road to recovery. 

The Power of Partnership 

Homelessness is an issue that affects every part of the 
community. Businesses and residents alike feel the impact. 

Whether it's walking to school or a store front entrance, 
encampments can create unsafe, unsanitary conditions. That's 
why I have launched initiatives to create opportunities for 
businesses and individuals to contribute to the solution. LA250 
enlists local small businesses to donate at least $100 per month 
to the San Fernando Valley Rescue Mission with the goal of 
housing 250 homeless children and their families this year. 

Donuts and Donations is another program created by my office 
which takes in necessary supplies and necessities that increase 
the capacity of our local Rescue Mission. 














Chatsworth Park 
South is Back 



After almost ten years, residents and visitors to Chatsworth have a brand 
new, beautiful park to call their own! Re-opening Chatsworth Park South 
after it was closed in 2008 represents a triumph of collaboration between 
local and state agencies to rehabilitate and reclaim this once lead- 
contaminated site as a safe and environmentally sound public space. 


For the young people at the ribbon cutting, this wasn't a re-opening, but a 
chance to experience a brand new park that closed before they were even 
born. While the wait and road to re-opening was long, one look at the new 
design and facilities makes it all worthwhile. 


The park itself is an incredible 81 acres featuring open space, equestrian 
trails, bioswales, riverbeds, tennis and basketball courts, a recreation 
center, walking paths, and playgrounds for children. After all this time, it is 
nothing less than what the community and its residents deserve. Thank 
you to everyone who worked to make this possible.

Funded Graffiti and Weed Abatement Services — We provided funds for 
transit related projects, street paving, curb and sidewalk improvements, 
beautification efforts and additional graffiti and weed abatement services 
needed throughout our community. 

Funded first steps to replace the Granada Hills Community Swimming Pool — 

I secured all of the funds needed for the redesign and construction of the new 
Granada Hills community swimming pool. 

Provided Funding for Community Events — Worked to restore the funding for 
community cultural and special events, including the Granada Hills and 
Chatsworth Holiday Parades, 4th of July Fireworks Spectacular, and the Valley 
Greek Festival. These events are crucial to community building in our district. 

Preserved and Enhanced the Oakridge Estate — Coordinated the planning to 
preserve the history of the Oakridge Estate and broke ground on Oakridge 
Park. The home was built by noted African-American architect Paul Williams 
for actress Barbara Stanwyck and was later the home of beloved actor Jack 
Oakie. The new park will allow residents to further enjoy this historic landmark 
in our community. 

Delivered Technology Bundles to Local Students — My office partnered with 
Human-I-T, the Sprint ConnectED program, and the City's OurCycleLA 
program during several computer giveaways in our community. The newly 
refurbished personal computers are provided by the City's OurCycleLA 
program as an effort to reduce our E-waste footprint, close the digital divide, 
create jobs, and provide training and technology to our youth. We 
provided computers and mobile hotspots with 4 years of free internet service 
to over 100 families. 

Prohibited Marijuana Advertisements Throughout the City of Los Angeles — 

After the passing of Proposition 64, I authored a motion calling to prohibit the 
advertisement of marijuana. Although there are other impediments to 
marijuana ads hitting the airwaves in California, including the fact that 
cannabis is still recognized by the federal government as an illegal drug, the 
possibility of outdoor ads promoting marijuana use is cause for concern that 
would roll back decades of anti-smoking advertising protections. 

Co-Sponsored the First Los Angeles Fire Department (LAFD) Girls Camp — The 

camp showed young women that firefighting is a career they can pursue while 
working courageously alongside the women of LAFD. This camp taught girls 
about leadership, dedication, and the skills needed to pursue a career path 
within the Fire Department and Emergency Medical Technician (EMT) services. 
In addition to working with authentic gear and equipment, attendees climbed 
ladders, carried fire hose lines and learned hands-only CPR.

Helped Launch the Recreation and Parks Girls Play LA Initiative — The Girls 
Play LA Initiative encourages, promotes and supports sports programs and 
movement classes specifically for girls and young women. 

Keeping our Valley and Senior Residents Cool — Replaced the HVAC system 
for the Wilkinson Multipurpose Center and re-established a cooling center for 
the Northwest San Fernando Valley on days of extreme heat when safety is a 
concern. 

Hosting the Annual CD12 Drive-In Movie — Partnered with various 
community organizations to host the Annual Council District 12 Drive- 
In Movie at Shadow Ranch Park for over 250 cars and 600 people in 
attendance. The last time there was a drive-in theater in our community was 
20 years ago. The idea for this event was to bring back the nostalgic feeling of 
a great San Fernando Valley pastime and give our newer generation that great 
experience we once enjoyed. The event doubles as a benefit for local non¬ 
profit organizations. 

Protecting Our Neighborhoods — Expanded funding for critical LAPD 
Volunteer services including the LAPD Devonshire Division's Volunteer 
Community Patrol. This program is the first of its kind in the City of Los 
Angeles. The volunteer team patrols neighborhoods and reports suspicious 
activity directly to LAPD via police radios. The Volunteer Community Patrol, 
along with other volunteer services such as the Volunteer Surveillance Team 
(VST), the California Emergency Mobile Patrol (CEMP), the Community Police 
Advisory Board (CPAB), Law Enforcement Cadet Post 660 (LECP), the Police 
Activity League Supporters (PALS) and the Supporters of Law Enforcement in 
Devonshire (SOLID) continually provide a visual presence and a force multiplier 
for the LAPD allowing Devonshire Division to allocate extra resources

Inspirational Woman of the SFV Presentation 6.1.18 

Today it is my honor to pay tribute to some exceptional 
women who have been honored by the United Chambers of 
Commerce as recipients of the Inspirational Women of the 
San Fernando Valley Award. 

And while all of you might normally expect me to speak at 
length at such a presentation. I think this is an example of a 
time when I need to step aside and let these Inspirational 
women speak for themselves. 

So without further ado, on behalf of UCC to tell us about this 
award and why it is special, it’s my pleasure to introduce 
Catherine Sebring Coddington : a community activist here 
in the San Fernando Valley who served on the planning 
committee for this year’s Inspirational Women Awards.

Mitchell Englander was born and raised in the Twelfth District of the City of Los Angeles. He has raised 
his own family there and continues to reside there. 

Prior to resigning his City Council seat on January 1 st , 2019, he had served as the Twelfth District 
Councilmember since his election in 2011 and reelection in 2015 with 100% of the vote. 

From 2003- 2011, Mitchell Englander served as Chief of Staff to Councilmember Greig Smith. In his 
nearly sixteen years of service to the residents and businesses of the Twelfth Council District, he was 
instrumental is stopping the massive Las Lomas development of 5,800 homes, added Rinaldi Park, Aliso 
Canyon Park and Oakridge Estate Park, remediated Chastworth Park South from lead and PAH 
contamination and rebuilt the Northridge Pool. 

Mitchell Englander obtained a closure date for the Sunshine Canyon Landfill, forced the operators to 
eliminate the years-long odor issues and led the City's response to the Aliso Canyon Gas Leak - including 
the relocation of more than 20,000 residents as well as two LAUSAD schools. 

He rebuilt trust in the Fire Department's response times with his FireSTAT program, created the 
Advanced Provider Unit to free-up Paramedic resources for actual emergencies and remained a fiscal 
watchdog over the City's financial resources. His Neighborhoods FIRST initiative and Clean Streets, Clean 
Starts programs have been widely copied around the City. 

Mitchell Englander fought to preserve industrial properties for their job creation potential and created 
the innov818. He was also a constant advocate for retaining the zoning and amenities necessary to 
preserve the equestrian way of life in the North West Valley. 

Mitchell Englander was approached by Toll Brothers, the developer of the City's new, 50-acre park, 
currently in construction to name the park after him. He declined the offer, asking instead that the 
honor be bestowed upon his late mother and sister - two longtime Twelfth District residents who's lives 
were typical of the struggles so many women face. 

His mother, Linda Bloom, passed away at the young age of 50 and was a struggling single mother of 
three. Though she lost her own home due to financial struggle, she continued to volunteer throughout 
the community to help others in need, while raising her children. Linda relied heavily on local parks and 
recreation programs to make sure her children had safe places to go after school. 

Natalie Bloom was Linda's oldest child. Natalie truly enjoyed the outdoors, though she often struggled 
with the poor air quality in the basin. For years, Natalie was frequently rushed to the hospital due to 
chronic, severe asthma. Natalie went on to become a Head Start elementary school teacher with a deep 
passion for music and outdoor events. Natalie passed away at the young age of 40 from complications 
resulting from asthma. 

His wish to name the park "Bloom Park" in memory of Linda and Natalie was to honor them by giving 
local residents the opportunity to check their own troubles at the door, and enjoy outdoor recreation 
and events with their family, friends and neighbors. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the 50-acre park in construction in the Porter Ranch community be named 
"Bloom Park" in tribute to Linda and Natalie Bloom so as to honor the request of a loyal steward of the 



Twelfth District for more that 15-years, Mitchell Englander, while serving as a monument to the 
everyday struggles and sacrifices of the women of the San Fernando Valley - that even in adversity find 
a way to contribute to the betterment of their community.

Resiliency is an Issue

This resiliency plan was prepared for Northridge, California State University Northridge (CSUN), and 
the surrounding region. Urban resilience is the capacity of individuals, communities, institutions, 
businesses, and systems within an area to survive, adapt, and grow regardless of chronic stresses and 
acute shocks experienced. The purpose of the project was to assess the urban resilience needs of 
Northridge and CSUN and to work with the community to formulate a plan to recover quickly and 
well from a crisis, and preferably to prevent the crisis in the first place. The resiliency assessment 
used various techniques of information gathering and analysis, including statistical data, historical 
and archival research, expert interviews, geographic information systems mapping, community 
surveys, and workshops with community members and stakeholders. This analysis was performed 
by a group of urban planning graduate students in collaboration with Northridge Vision, City of Los 
Angeles Council District 12, Second Nature, CSUN and CSUN's Institute for Sustainability. 

This resiliency plan was developed to help meet CSUN's reporting requirements for Second Nature's 
The Presidents' Climate Leadership Commitment and was developed with funding provided by the 
Kresge Foundation to Second Nature through a grant to accelerate resilience progress: Climate 
Resilience in Urban Campuses + Communities (CRUX). The plan worked to extend the reach of a 
campus plan to include the surrounding neighborhood, recognizing that resilience for CSUN and 
Northridge are closely interrelated. Training from The Nature Conservancy on techniques to develop 
a resiliency plan was provided via the CRUX grant to several Los Angeles area colleges and 
universities and methods were adopted in the development of this specific plan.

History of Northridge Planning Efforts

The natural landscape of vast lands framed Northridge's link to agriculture in the region. In the mid- 
1950s, the farming landscape started developing into small single-family residential lots with the 
combination of post-war veterans' ability to purchase homes and the increasing number of industrial 
jobs in the San Fernando Valley. As a result, many people flocked to the region to make Northridge 
their home. Some Northridge residents have felt disengaged with Los Angeles governmental 
planning entities that have a jurisdiction of over 35 planning areas. Of those 35 planning areas, 14 of 
those planning areas are located in the San Fernando Valley where Northridge is located. 

In response to what San Fernando Valley residents considered to be neglect, many residents found 
ways to engage in their communities and formed neighborhood councils that could influence the 
planning efforts in Northridge in more responsible, productive, and effective ways. Northridge 
residents have taken direct action to deal with the increasing homelessness and trash problems that 
have affected their neighborhoods. The success of these small and effective groups addressing the 
local neighborhood issues gained the attention of Los Angeles politicians and encouraged them to 
reach out and ask for assistance to gain Northridge community input and support on initiatives. 
Therefore, the strength of Northridge Vision and community leaders will be the main driver for future 
success in Northridge.

Existing Conditions 

Public Transit 
By: Jose Quintanilla 

A strong and resilient transportation network is diverse, affordable, well-maintained and effective for 
all. Transportation in Northridge is dominated by two primary modes - buses and cars. There are 15 
bus routes serving Northridge - 11 Metro routes, 3 Commuter Express routes, and 1 DASH route 
(Commuter Express and DASH are operated by the Los Angeles Department of Transportation). 
Metrolink, a commuter rail service operating in the Los Angeles metropolitan area, provides service 
through the Northridge Metrolink Station. Bus stops are considered "walkable" if located within a 
quarter-mile of transit patrons as transit riders will typically only walk a quarter-mile to a bus stop 
and a half-mile to a train station 1 . A network analysis 2 of Northridge's 292 bus stops (266 belong to 
Metro, 18 to DASH, and 8 to Commuter Express) showed that approximately 53.8% of Northridge's 
residential parcels, containing about 48,000 of Northridge's 78,000 residents, are within a quarter-mile 
of a bus stop. 

With 30,000 residents not located at a reasonable distance from a bus stop, it is not surprising that, on 
average, 76% of residents choose to drive to work alone. In census tracts with the lowest bus coverage, 
this percentage is as high as 82%, while census tracts with the highest bus coverage have the lowest 
number of solo drivers. Northridge's built- and transit-environments are geared toward the car, not 
pedestrians or transit commuters. Wide streets, long blocks, and a lack of protected crosswalks and 
bikeways are common, and often the fastest and safest way to travel is in one's own car. Northridge 
lacks diverse transit options and is underserved by the transit network as a whole.

Traffic Conditions

Los Angeles is notorious for having some of the most congested roadways in the United States. 
Because of this, traffic volume and circulation are have always been on the forefront for 
Angelinos. Commuters in the San Fernando Valley and Los Angeles have accepted their obligatory 
relationship with their automobiles. A future disastrous event in the community of Northridge and 
CSUN may have a profound effect on the circulation of traffic. Amidst the chaos, traffic volume and 
circulation can have a dangerous impact on pedestrians, bicyclists, and other vehicles. 

The San Fernando Valley is characterized by having wide streets in a superblock urban grid. In 
Northridge, these superblocks tend to have a length of 2 miles. Wide streets are also prevalent 
throughout the Valley, as the design of the street dictates its purpose to move traffic through the 
arterial streets as efficiently as possible. Northridge has numerous arterial streets that are connected 
to the 118, 405, and 101 freeways. Because of the priority given to motor vehicles, some streets can 
seem unsafe. The arterial street design allows cars to obtain higher speeds on those roadways rather 
than on narrower streets. Due to higher speeds, traffic collisions involving pedestrians, bicyclists, or 
other vehicles have a higher chance of being fatal. Studies have shown that Northridge contains the 
first (Reseda Boulevard at Devonshire Street), third (Balboa Boulevard at Nordhoff Street), and eighth 
(Reseda Boulevard at Roscoe Boulevard) most dangerous intersections in all of California. Current 
plans, such as the City of Los Angeles' Great Streets and Vision Zero initiatives, are seeking to make 
the streets safer. These projects provide a solid foundation in identifying which corridors of 
Northridge require attention in order to make them safer. Because traffic volume and traffic safety 
have a close relationship, it is important to note which areas of Northridge are most affected by these 
issues. 

Traffic volume and safety have a profound impact on the community of Northridge and CSUN. 
Realizing the impact that traffic conditions have on the community can help residents understand 
how to best be prepared for any disastrous events that are affected by them. 
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Existing Conditions 

Bicycle Networks

The bicycle infrastructure within Northridge is in need of improvement. The Bicycle Infrastructure 
map, using 2015 data, exhibits the bike paths, protected bike lanes, and bike routes in 
Northridge. Northridge lacks bicycle infrastructure connectivity in the southern part of the 
neighborhood. With the help of the City of Los Angeles' first parking protected bike lanes. Reseda 
Boulevard offers some of the safest biking in Los Angeles. Several bike lanes travel northbound and 
southbound, but the lack of eastbound/westbound bike lanes limits the connectivity, leading to an 
unconnected bicycle infrastructure in Northridge. Finding a way to build upon and utilize the current 
bicycle infrastructure to its maximum potential can create a cleaner and increasingly active 
community. 

Walkability

Walkability Index Scores, as of 2012, do not show Northridge in a favorable light. There is only one 
census tract that has scores that are above zero. Every other area of Northridge is in the negative. 1 As 
of September 2017, there are 486 crosswalks in the Northridge community. 2 A lack of crosswalks is 
therefore not considered an issue. 

There are a couple of other factors that have led to poor walkability. One factor is lack of street 
connectivity. Good street connectivity is generally considered to be 1.4 and above. It has been found 
that Northridge West has a street connectivity index of 1.31 and Northridge East a street connectivity 
index of 1.33. Northridge South, with a street connectivity index of 1.53, is the only section of 
Northridge that is considered to have good street connectivity. The street connectivity also implies a 
lack of sidewalk connectivity, thus producing lower walkability. Sidewalk connectivity is often 
prevented by the numerous cul-de-sacs. The second main factor is the lack of sidewalk and tree 
maintenance. Sections of sidewalks are being uprooted by trees or are cracking for other reasons. The 
lack of maintenance makes these sidewalks unfit for some to walk on and can be detrimental to the 
safety of children or the elderly, among many others. In order to provide better pedestrian 
infrastructure for residents and promote physical activity within the community, sidewalk repairs 
need to take priority when civic improvements are being made.

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Community Networks

Community networks can be regarded as the formal and informal networks that support civic 
cohesion in a modern society. These systems become increasingly important when community 
members experience undue stress due to physical, economic, or environmental forces. Utilizing 
trusted sources of information based on relationships, community networks provide a safety system 
of advice designed to return affected members to normalcy. 

Formal networks have a long history in Northridge. Originating from homeowners associations 
formed during the rapid suburbanization of the area in the 1950s, they have morphed into politically 
active neighborhood councils that have the ear of local elected officials. Informal networks 
personified through single-issue advocacy groups or social circles take on renewed importance when 
communities face stresses from economic and social forces. However, in the minds of many 
Northridge residents, prominent community networks and nonprofit organizations do not exhibit the 
pertinence necessary to enact change. This sentiment partly stems from the lack of name recognition 
of community organizations and local elected officials. Formal governing bodies are not easily 
identified by the college-aged population leading to decreased community participation of young 
people. Increasing communication strength of formal and informal community networks can lead to 
lasting outcomes of increased civic participation and community cohesion.

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Housing

Per the 2015 American Community 
Survey, there were 30,202 housing 
units in the examined area of 
Northridge, while the greater Los 
Angeles County had 3,504,139 
housing units 1 . As of 2015, the 
vacancy rate for the area was 
4.6%. 18,376 units in the area were 
detached single-family residence 
homes, whereas 1,130 were 
attached sing1e-fa m i 1y 
homes. Combined, single-family 
residences made up 65% of 
housing units in Northridge. In 
comparison, 56% of the units in the 
County were single-family 
homes. Two to four unit 
structures were less than 1.5% of 
the housing stock, with another 
2.5% and 3.5% belonging to properties between five to nine units and 10 to 19 units, respectively. 27% 
of the housing units in the area were located in large buildings of 20 or more units. This is comparable 
to the percentage of large multifamily housing units in the County. Lastly, less than one percent of the 
Northridge housing units were classified as mobile homes, RVs, or vans. In 2015, there were 38 
affordable housing complexes operating in the neighborhood, while there were a total of 771 low 
income housing apartment complexes in the County (54,571 affordable apartments units in total). 

In terms of income levels, 20% of census tracts would be considered low income for individuals (a 
family of one) making 80% of area median income or less ($46,500 per year) compared to 32% for the 
County. 30% of Northridge Census tracts would be considered low income for families (a family of 
three, the average family size of the neighborhood), making 80% of area median income or less 
($59,800 per year). In comparison, 40% of family households in the County earned below 80% of area 
median income. 

In regard to homelessness, the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA) 2017 homeless 
count showed a total of 216 homeless individuals in the 20 neighborhood census tracts, 119 of whom 
were unsheltered 2 . In that same count, LAHSA estimated that there were 57,794 persons experiencing 
homelessness on a single night in the County (34,189 of whom were counted in the City of Los 
Angeles). When compared to the overall City and greater county area, Northridge had a small 
portion of the region's homeless population. 

Housing is a basic necessity required for a community to be resilient. It is also an indicator that can be 
predicted, planned, and tracked, which makes it a factor that can be - as much as possible - prevented 
through effective resiliency planning, as opposed to assessed simply with planning and estimated 
mitigation measures taken after crises.

As San Fernando Valley's population grew in the 20th Century, so did the region's business 
opportunities. One of the earliest industries to arrive was filmmaking, and today this "Valley of the 
Stars" is the center of motion picture and television production in America. Today, Northridge serves 
as a key neighborhood in the San Fernando Valley, providing rich employment opportunities. 

According to the North American Industry Classification System (NAICS), home businesses and retail 
shops are most dominant businesses in Northridge 1 . There are no 'Professional, Scientific & Technical 
services' and 'Management of Companies' in Northridge. However, one business to note is 
Medtronic, which is commonly known as a medical technology facility, but is actually classified as a 
manufacturing business under the NAICS classification system. 

Community members feel there are diverse employment opportunities in the area. Research suggests 
two ideas: (1) Businesses pertain to growth and diversity of cities, and (2) Focal residents prefer to 
work locally to minimize commutes. While not all employees reside in Northridge, the majority of 
employees live in the surrounding areas, with travel commutes no more than approximately 10 miles 
on average. Additionally, there is a shift in the labor force that enables employees to work remotely, 
decreasing the need to commute. San Fernando Valley has become a major employment center in Fos 
Angeles County. CSUN and Northridge Fashion Center are noted as two major employment centers. 

In 2016, Northridge had an unemployment rate of 11.5%. Fos Angeles provides unemployment 
benefits to eligible workers who are unemployed through no fault of their own (as determined under 
State law) for a maximum of 26 weeks. Northridge's economic force is led by its diverse business 
opportunities available to its community.

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Public Safety

Situated in the west San Fernando Valley, Northridge is considered to be one of the safest 
communities in the City of Los Angeles. However, according to Los Angeles Police Department 
personnel, an increase in gang activity and a growing homeless population has led to an increase in 
violent and property crime in the west San Fernando Valley, including Northridge. Data obtained 
from the LAPD showed a 60% increase in gang-related crimes for Northridge between 2014 and 2016, 
along with a 45% increase in gang-related shootings for that same time period. In addition, 
Northridge experienced 10 homicides between 2012 and 2017, six of which were gang-related, with 
four of those six occurring in the last two years 1 . In response, the LAPD Devonshire Division 
re-deployed several police officers from specialized units and administrative positions to patrol duties 
in order to boost the number of officers on the streets. The shift was intended to reduce response 
times and get more officers into neighborhoods. 

As part of the Northridge community, the CSUN campus must also be taken into account in terms of 
resilience and its vulnerability to crime. According to the CSUN 2017 Annual Security Report, rape 
and domestic violence increased in 2016 2 . A total of 14 rapes were reported within the University's 
jurisdiction in 2016, nearly three times the figure reported the previous year, with nearly all of them 
having occurred in campus residential facilities. In contrast, only five rapes were reported in 2015 and 
two rapes in 2014. Motor vehicle theft and robbery have also increased in the last few years, with the 
number of incidents doubling for both categories from 2015 to 2016. 

Moving forward, strong relationships between local law enforcement and both the Northridge and 
CSUN communities are critical to increasing public safety. It is important for police officials to rely on 
the participation of community members when implementing strategies aimed at reducing crime. 
Similarly, community members' willingness to actively participate in such strategies depends on 
whether they believe that law enforcement actions reflect community values.

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Food Security

Having access to reliable, fresh, and affordable food is important for Northridge residents to sustain a 
vibrant and healthy community. During times of shocks and stressors, having available, accessible, 
and secure local sourcing of food can strengthen neighborhoods. Northridge and surrounding areas 
can survive, adapt, and grow by critically analyzing available resources and planning land use 
available for reliable sources of fresh and healthy foods. 

Communities with effective land use regulations and the capacity for urban agriculture can decrease 
health issues such as obesity and diabetes. Northridge residents can grow and sell food from the 
benefits of the City of Los Angeles parkway law. Food and Flower Freedom Act, Assembly Bill (AB) 
1616 (California Homemade Food Act), and AB 551 (State of California Urban Agriculture Incentive 
Zones). 

Within a five-mile radius of Northridge's boundary, there are a total of 6,748 food 
establishments. Within Northridge itself, there are a total of 340 businesses, with a mixture of grocery 
stores, liquor stores, sit-down restaurants, and fast food restaurants. The CSUN campus is also home 
to a weekly Farmer's Market providing local and fresh produce to its residents. Northridge is not 
classified as a food swamp or food desert. To strengthen the food resilience of Northridge, residents 
should have access to local healthy food resources. One way of addressing accessibility issues in terms 
of equity and affordability for low-income persons and families is the Supplemental Nutrition 
Assistance Program (SNAP). SNAP vouchers can be used at Farmer's Market and traded for food at 
acceptable food establishments to help increase accessibility. 

The CSUN campus has a food pantry, food garden, fruit trees, and a food system involved with 
supporting students who may be food insecure. Northridge has large spaces of green space for urban 
agriculture. The City of Los Angeles' Department of Building and Safety allows green roofs and 
rooftop gardening provided that all applicable code standards are adhered to with restrictions to 
successful permit and review. Rooftop garden requirements include a supplemental irrigation system 
with an adequate drainage system, fueled equipment for maintenance, minimum height guards, 
waterproof roofs, adequate spacing, debris clearance, and non-flammable plant species. Overall, 
Northridge residents have access to healthy food establishments, and have the capacity for urban 
agriculture and food gardens.

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Climate Change

Climate change includes major changes in temperature, precipitation, wind patterns and a substantial 
rise in sea level. A 2015 UCLA report predicts that by 2050, parts of the County will experience up to 
three to four times the annual number of extreme heat days with temperatures at or above 95 degrees, 
especially in the San Fernando Valley 1 . It also found that cool roofs and green roofs had little effect on 
the thermal comfort of a person walking down the street; planting more trees in unshaded areas was 
the most effective cooling strategy. 

Urban Heat Island 


Urban areas can experience high temperatures, greater pollution, and increasingly negative health 
effects during warmer months. The urban heat island effect is created by heat-absorptive surfaces, 
heat generating activities, and an absence of vegetation. Monitored and quantified by the California 
Environmental Protection Agency, the Urban Heat Island Index illustrates areas where prioritization, 
education, and preparedness should be amplified for residents to combat extreme heat. Northridge 
experiences higher urban heat than the eastern area of the San Fernando Valley. The stagnant urban 
heat can exacerbate the effects of climate change, such as more intense and frequent heat waves. The 
effects can also cause secondary impacts, such as energy consumption and the acceleration of 
pollutants.

Tree Canopy Coverage 

In 2008, the City of Los Angeles conducted an assessment on tree canopy coverage for the city and 
broke down the data by council districts and neighborhood councils 2 . Compared to the tree canopy 
coverage in Los Angeles, which is 21%, the tree canopy coverage in Council District 12 is 
19.8%. However, using data from the 2011 National Land Cover Database, approximately 27.2% of 
Northridge had some level of tree canopy and, on average, there was about 2.7% of tree canopy 
coverage in the area 3 . Overall, most areas in Northridge had zero percent tree canopy coverage, 
which is represented by grey in the map. 

By identifying areas which are susceptible to higher temperatures, Northridge can prioritize areas of 
investment to mitigate primary and secondary effects of urban heat island. With proper planning and 
investment, Northridge will reduce the urban heat island effect and become a resilient community.

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Water

The LADWP utilizes several sources of water that flow from the Owens River Valley through the Los 
Angeles Aqueducts, to the Metropolitan Water District's (MWD) Colorado River Aqueduct and the 
State Water Project (California Aqueduct). Local groundwater from the San Fernando Water Basin is 
used as well. LADWP's recycled water travels through its purple pipe network, which irrigates parks, 
medians, and cemeteries. Water sourced from the Owens River continues to decline, and imported 
water from the Metropolitan Water District accounts for 70% of the water in the system. However, 
79,056 acre-feet of water is taken from the local groundwater basins (California State Water Resources 
Control Board). 1 In 2016, LADWP had a total of 486,734 acre-feet of water (California State Water 
Resources Control Board). 2 

Water quality in Northridge is considered good and treated to high standards for drinkability before 
the water enters the home. However, the local groundwater basins in the San Fernando Valley are 
contaminated in several locations from the mishandling of hazardous materials and runoff from the 
aerospace and manufacturing industries. LADWP is currently cleaning select areas of known 
contamination, but it is an expensive and time-intensive endeavor that will take years to complete. 
Regardless of this, the City of Los Angeles is determined to source its water with local groundwater 
remediation efforts in order to use more of the water that is located underneath Los Angeles. The 
current groundwater is sufficient to supply Los Angeles with more water and is a sustainable option 
in comparison to the water delivered through the Los Angeles Aqueduct or MWD's system.

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Energy

Energy disruptions are not uncommon side effects of extreme weather events or equipment failures. 
While nationally, most major power outages are the result of hurricanes, in Northridge, uncontrolled 
threats are more commonly earthquakes, wildfires or extreme heat. Access to reliable power can be 
critical for first responders, hospitals and the public; relying on clean water pumped to their tap and 
air conditioners. Energy in forms other than grid electricity, including battery backup, diesel, gasoline 
and natural gas can also be good backup systems in emergencies that disrupt the grid. 

Northridge is within the Los Angeles Basin Local Reliability Area. Water and power are both served 
to Northridge by LADWP. 1 Power substation J, which reduces voltage from transmission lines for 
local distribution, is maintained by LADWP. It is located within Northridge and is currently under 
investigation after a mechanical failure, on the evening of July 8, 2017, resulted in an explosion, fire 
and a blackout for 12 hours. 

Los Angeles County has one of the lowest per-capita electricity consumption rates in the nation, 
comparable to San Lrancisco and New York City. However, due to continued reliance on coal, its 
greenhouse gas emissions rate is approximately 30% higher than those cities, while still being 
significantly lower than other metropolitan regions. Building energy comprises the largest single 
portion (>39%) of the County's emissions inventory. 2 Although Los Angeles has experienced 
dramatic improvements in a wide variety of environmental areas over the last few decades, we still 
have a long way to go till there are safe, healthy neighborhoods for all residents. At the neighborhood 
level, Northridge can independently take steps to alleviate impacts of any future power interruptions.

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Earthquakes

The San Fernando Valley basin is bound by the Santa Susana, Simi Hills, Santa Monica, Verdugo, and 
San Gabriel mountain ranges. Northridge, along with the surrounding valley and mountain ranges, is 
part of the Transverse Ranges geomorphic province. The Transverse Ranges are filled with features 
such as sediment-filled valleys and east-west trending mountain ranges. Northridge is also bound by 
many active geologic features, such as strike-slip faulting, thrust faulting, and folding, leading to 
deformation of terrain. 

Seismic behavior is dominated by the north-south compression associated with the Pacific Plate and 
the North American Plate. 1 The movement between the two plates is the driving force of fault 
ruptures and earthquakes felt in Southern California. The San Andreas Fault Zone separates both the 
Pacific and North American Plates, and has a north-south trending orientation. However, north of the 
Transverse Ranges, the fault trends in an east-west direction, creating the "Big Bend." 2 The "Big 
Bend" causes the right-lateral strike-slip movement, producing the north-south compression, which 
leads to the uplift of several mountain ranges. The San Andreas Fault is the largest and most active 
fault system in Southern Cal if ornia. 

Additionally, Northridge is bound by several other fault systems. The Northridge Hills Fault Zone is 
one of the most significant faults in the area, located roughly through central and northern 
Northridge. Other active or potentially active faults include the Santa Susana Fault Zone located 
north of Northridge and the Sierra Madre Fault Zone located northeast of Northridge.

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Wastewater

The sewer infrastructure is a complex system that lies beneath the community, and requires timely 
rehabilitation. As seen through GIS data analysis, a substantial amount of the sewer infrastructure is 
poorly maintained and poses a major risk to the Northridge community and its residents. The lifetime 
of sewer pipe equipment is estimated to be an average of 50 years, and many sewer infrastructure 
pipes have been installed as early as 1928. Anything installed before 1965 should preferably be 
rehabilitated in order to prevent any adverse consequences to the community. The Sewer Pipe 
Rehabilitation map identifies the pipes that have been rehabilitated and pipes that have not. 1 This 
map reveals that there are many pipes, especially the ones installed prior to 1960, that are in dire need 
of rehabilitation and are at risk of rupturing during an earthquake. 

The Northridge community offers a multitude of opportunities to its residents, and yet it can continue 
to benefit from improvements to increase the overall health, safety, and welfare of those 
citizens. After assessing the current conditions of the sewer infrastructure, it is imperative that city 
departments allocate funds and progressively rehabilitate the intricate sewer system.

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Public Involvement

Introduction 

The formation of this plan was the culmination of multiple strategies to receive public input and 
adapt their feedback into viable plan recommendations. First, the core group of researchers were 
trained to acquire public input in group settings through a workshop led by The Nature Conservancy 
and Second Nature. Second, a web-based survey, asking opinions about varying topics from tree 
canopy to safety, was distributed to residents of the three Northridge Neighborhood Councils. From 
those responses, a current conditions report was developed to record and determine topics and issues 
to be addressed. Third, a Northridge Open House was held to further understand Northridge 
residents' opinions concerning hazards and topics faced by the Northridge community. Fourth, 
monthly Northridge Vision meetings from February to May 2018 provided ideas and feedback from 
Northridge neighborhood leaders. The final form of community input was obtained through a 
Student Open House held on the California State University Northridge (CSUN) campus to identify 
student resiliency concerns for CSUN and Northridge. These multiple methods of community input 
helped identify important topics and recommendations that would be supported by the community. 

Resiliency Training 

A Community Resilience Building Workshop Training workshop training was held on September 9, 
2017 at CSUN's University Student Union Altadena Room. This workshop was led by both Adam 
Whelchel from The Nature Conservancy and Tim Carter from Second Nature. The goal of the 
workshop was to involve and train CSUN graduate students of the Master of Urban Planning 
program to conduct their own community resiliency workshops and reinforce the urgency to 
proactively plan and act in response to community hazards and threats. 

At the start of the training, participants were informed about the process of preparing and facilitating 
conversation at a workshop. They were grouped into small teams for the workshop activity where 
they role-played to identify top hazards, current challenges, and strengths for a fictional campus and 
community. For this role-playing activity, each team was provided a printed map, pens, and the 
Community Resilience Building Workshop Risk matrix. This matrix included predetermined hazards, 
strengths, and vulnerabilities for the fictional location's infrastructural, societal, and environmental 
features. Each team received their community background and potential hazards affecting it. Each 
team member role played a fictional community stakeholder, allowing the students to understand the 
importance of such feedback and allowing it to affect each team's decision. The teams then developed 
and prioritized strategic actions to improve their community's resilience from threats like extreme 
weather and natural and climate-related hazards. Each team then prioritized and categorized these 
strategic actions into long-term, short-term, or ongoing actions on the resilience matrix. At the end, 
the teams explained their top three priorities to all the attendees, and a final discussion identified 
common goals to address current and future hazards and threats. 
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This workshop's central objectives were to prepare and train participants for a workshop, characterize 
hazards, identify community vulnerabilities and strengths, identify and prioritize community action, 
determine the overall priority actions, and generate a resiliency plan. This leadership training was 
useful to the graduate students in conducting future community resiliency workshops and was 
adapted in the development of this resiliency plan. 

Survey 

During the month of November 2017, a web-based survey was sent to the residents of the Northridge 
community by means of the Northridge Neighborhood Councils. This survey had one question for 
each of fifteen resiliency indicators of likely importance to Northridge residents and identified 
through archival, quantitative and qualitative research conducted by the students. The goal of this 
survey was to identify the level of agreement residents had with the research findings. To each of 
fifteen statements, a resident could respond that they: strongly agree, agree, neither agree/ disagree, 
disagree, strongly disagree. There were 60 participants, all resided in Northridge and two were 
CSUN students. The input was assessed and incorporated into the community recommendations.

Northridge Community Workshop 

A community workshop was conducted in November 2017 at Ernie's, a local restaurant in 
Northridge. The residents were informed about the Northridge Community Workshop through 
emails sent by three Neighborhood Councils, postings on Nextdoor.com, private social networks asso¬ 
ciated with Northridge neighborhoods, and through Council District 12's weekly news bulletin. The 
goal of the workshop was to have the residents identify the most important hazards and topics related 
to Northridge's resiliency. The residents were broken into small groups that could choose three of 
eight predetermined hazards: terrorist attacks; endemic violence; high unemployment; an overtaxed/ 
inefficient public transportation system; earthquake; disease outbreak; chronic food and water short¬ 
age; bad air quality; and fire. Each small group then identified which sub-topics were most likely to 
be affected by the chosen hazards and chose the three most important sub-topic or hazard combina¬ 
tions. Each small group presented their findings to the entire meeting. 

The community workshop identified the overtaxed/inefficient public transportation system and 
earthquake as the two most important hazards. These results are not surprising considering the sig¬ 
nificant damage caused by the 1994 Northridge Earthquake and considering Los Angeles' famous 
gridlock which can hinder access to important services such as education, employment, healthcare 
and food. 

Northridge Vision Meetings 

A total of four presentations were made to the Northridge Vision Committee, which consists of local 
leaders and neighbors, during their monthly meetings in order to further understand issues and dis¬ 
cuss recommendations regarding Northridge. During the first meeting held on February 14, 2018, 
participants identified strengths and weaknesses for various community topics and identified them 
on maps.. Overall, the participants expressed a desire for more on-campus parking by CSUN stu¬ 
dents, for less crowded neighborhood parks, and for improved bus services. 

During the next Northridge Vision meeting, held on March 14, 2018, recommendations developed for 
the Northridge community were presented to gather feedback and to prioritize the recommenda¬ 
tions. Fifteen recommendations were developed based on student research, the Northridge Commu¬ 
nity Workshop and the February 14, 2018 Northridge Vision meeting, recommendations. The top 
three recommendations were: build a Bus Rapid Transit line on Nordhoff Street; increase tree and 
sidewalk maintenance; and plant more trees and implement cool pavements. 

During the April 11, 2018 meeting, cost estimates and measures to monitor success for the Northridge 
recommendations were presented to Northridge Vision. During the final Northridge Vision Meeting 
presentation held on May 9, 2018, the final resiliency plan was presented. 
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Introduction 


Student Open House 

A CSUN Student Open House was held in February 2018 to gather input from the students, faculty, 
and staff. The main objective of the Student Open House was to have the CSUN student body 
identify the most important resiliency hazards. The hazards presented to the student body were those 
utilized in the Northridge Community Workshop: terrorist attacks, endemic violence, high 
unemployment, inefficient public transportation systems, earthquake, disease outbreak, chronic food 
and water shortage, bad air quality and fire. The students were given three stickers for each of the 
two hazards they considered to be most relevant to CSUN resiliency. They then assigned these 
stickers to thirty subtopics, identified through the research, to help identify which topic 
recommendations should cover. 

A total of 87 people participated in the Student Open House. The results indicated traffic safety, 
public transportation, local planning efforts, and crime and safety are amongst the highest ranked 
subtopics. Tree canopy coverage, businesses, and diversity of housing were the least important 
subtopics to students. The prioritized subtopics have been further developed into recommendations 
for CSUN. 

Conclusion 

Public involvement by CSUN students and Northridge residents was essential in the development of 
this resiliency plan. They identified the most important hazards and topics that threaten Northridge 
and CSUN. The recommendations developed for this plan addressed concerns identified by the 
community. This plan was made for the Northridge residents and CSUN student body.

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Introduction 


Aligning with Resilient Los Angeles

This resiliency plan serves as a more targeted, community-driven supplement to the City of Los 
Angeles' plan. Resilient Los Angeles (https://www.lamayor.org/Resilience). As an integrated 
part of the large and complex city system, the design team found it important to properly align the 
objectives and recommendations of this plan with the goals and actions of the City's overarching 
plan. In resilience terms. Shocks are sudden or acute events that threaten or impact Los Angeles' 
immediate well-being. These can include earthquakes, extreme weather events, infrastructure 
failures, or civil unrest. Stresses are daily or chronic challenges that weaken our natural, built, or 
human resources. Examples include climate change, aging infrastructure, inequity, and 
homelessness. Stresses can amplify the effects of shocks when they occur, particularly for 
vulnerable populations. Each Northridge and CSUN recommendation references the Resilient 
Los Angeles resiliency shocks or stresses associated with it.

Multiple hazards and threats could affect Los Angeles with little to no notice, and these 
disruptions could impact a few or all Angelenos.

® INSTALL A PARKING GUIDANCE 
SYSTEM 


Install a parking guidance system that includes both “available 
space” sensors and electronic signage indicating spaces available in 
all new and existing parking lots on the CSUN campus. 

CSUN is a commuter campus that generates over 215,000 car trips per week. The movement of about 
43,000 cars per day leads to problems such as noise, pollution, pedestrian and car traffic. The campus 
has 9,323 parking spaces in eleven student and staff, faculty parking lots. With more automobiles 
entering than available parking spaces, there are time periods at which the parking lots are at full 
capacity. As a result, cars idle as drivers wait for an available space. Alternatively, cars are driven 
around campus in the hopes of finding a space before class. This is not only frustrating to students, 
but also increase the amount of emissions. A parking guidance system would indicate the available 
spaces in a structure by floor and display this information on LED signs placed around campus and on 
CSUN's mobile application. The campus is currently exploring a system for the B3, B5, and G3 parking 
structures. 

To monitor implementation success, follow progress of the project currently under consideration by 
Parking and Transportation services. 

To measure resilience increase, analyze changes in greenhouse gas emissions in the area, student 
commute patterns via student surveys and the real-time information provided by CSUN's mobile 
application.

Add protected bicycle lanes to promote bicycling and increase traffic 
safety in Northridge. 


The installation of additional protected bicycle lanes in Northridge can serve as a traffic calming 
measure and as a tool to increase bicyclist safety. Arterial streets in Northridge are designed to carry 
high volumes of traffic, and allow higher vehicle speeds that increase the likelihood of a collision due 
to a reduced visual field and increased braking distance. The installation of additional protected 
bicycle lanes in Northridge can help address these safety issues by decreasing automobile speeds 
through travel lane redesign. Connecting bicyclists to existing bike lanes by strategically creating 
additional bike lanes will also complete the biking infrastructure and provide connectivity. Current 
efforts include the City of Los Angeles's Vision Zero Initiative and the Great Streets Initiative. 

To monitor implementation success, public meetings can be held to obtain public feedback and 
identify concerns. It would also be necessary to identify bike lanes and bike routes that need 
connectivity in Northridge. Lastly, it would be necessary to track the number of bike lane miles 
installed. 

To measure resilience increase, bike ridership commuting patterns can be analyzed before and after 
the installation of additional bike lanes. The increase of bicycle ridership will signify that the 
implementation of bike lanes is encouraging bicyclists to utilize these lanes.

MAINTENANCE 



Increase efforts to monitor and report sidewalk and tree 
maintenance issues. 


Northridge residents express their concerns of poor sidewalk conditions, mostly due to uplift by tree 
roots. Currently, neither the City of Los Angeles nor the Northridge Neighborhood Councils have a 
comprehensive record of sidewalk maintenance. In response to poor sidewalk conditions city-wide, 
the City of Los Angeles started a $1.4 billion 30-year program called Safe Sidewalks LA. There are 
three parts to the program: 1) Access Request Program - people with a mobility disability who 
encounter physical barriers due to broken sidewalks or curb ramps, can request repair of a sidewalk 
or curb ramp. 2) Rebate Program - a limited-time rebate for a property owner to pay for their own 
sidewalk repair. 3) Report a Sidewalk Problem - report any other sidewalk issues. The improvement 
of sidewalk conditions will increase walkability and the number of people choosing to walk or use 
other non-motorized modes of transportation. This, in turn, can improve air quality in Northridge, 
reduce traffic congestions and lessen the urban heat island effect through the decrease of harmful 
emissions from vehicles. 

To monitor implementation success, inventory, rate, and map all sidewalk and tree locations that 
require maintenance. In addition, conduct biennial surveys of the sidewalks to determine how 
quickly and successfully requested repairs are being completed. 

To measure resilience increase, monitor sidewalk usage and perform physical counts a few times per 
year, every three to five years, prior to and after repairs, to determine if increase in pedestrian and non 
-motorized vehicle usage at selected locations.

Require CSUN students and staff to complete a video training of 
emergency procedures through the MyNorthridge portal. 

Currently California State University Northridge guides campus occupants during emergencies using 
written procedures and multiple in person training efforts. CSUN Department of Police Services and 
Department of Emergency Management have written procedures and trainings to educate the campus 
community. With many emergency training procedures in multiple formats, it can overwhelm the 
average student and or staff member. Creating one video that outlines the procedures the average 
student or staff member needs to know would enable a safer and more resilient campus. This video 
should be mandatory on-line training with built-in testing required on an annual basis. 

To monitor implementation success, track production of the training video, upload into the 
MyNorthridge Portal, and measure the number of training video completions. 

To measure resilience increase, a survey can determine the preparation of students and staff after 
completing the video. The survey can be sent out by the Office of President Dianne F. Harrison to 
broadcast importance and increase responsiveness. Conducting emergency drills and calculating 
response times before and after the implementation of the video training will reveal the training's 
effectiveness.

D EXPAND EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS 
AND RESPONSE TRAINING 



Launch an initiative to increase the number of Northridge residents 
with Community Emergency and Response Training. 

Northridge Neighborhood Councils should incentivize Community Emergency and Response 
Training (CERT) in their communities. CERT is meant to educate people about disaster preparedness 
and train them in basic disaster response skills, such as fire safety, light search and rescue, team 
organization, and disaster medical operations. In an emergency, CERT Team Leaders and trainees are 
an essential core group of volunteer responders to assist in the response to a disaster or emergency. 
CERT increases resilience by having community members who are better prepared to take care of 
themselves and local residents. During times of crisis, it allows for emergency services and efforts to 
be focused on critical and life threatening situations. 

To monitor implementation success, the Neighborhood Councils can keep track of the number of 
residents that complete CERT. If gift cards are used to incentivize the training, the number of gift 
cards awarded can be recorded on an annual basis to assess whether there is an increase in the 
number of residents with CERT. 

To measure resilience increase, a database of CERT Team Leaders and Volunteers should be 
compiled for the Northridge communities. In times of crises, higher numbers of local leaders and 
volunteers with CERT reduces the stress on emergency fire, medical, and police services.

® HOST GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS ON

Create an on-campus drop-in center for local government officials. 


Increasing interaction with local government officials can reveal concerns of college-aged students not 
usually addressed by elected officials. The Los Angeles City Council District 12 (CD12) community 
service center is located in an unassuming office park in the adjacent neighborhood of Chatsworth. 
The location experiences low foot traffic and does not lend itself to broad constituent outreach. One 
method of increasing government responsiveness is engagement with the public in locations with 
high foot traffic such as the Matador Bookstore Complex at CSUN. A public counter will be 
established by the city council member's office to receive input from CSUN students, faculty, and staff 
on issues affecting them. The drop-in center will be a reception desk staffed by a city council deputy 
twice a week for three hours from 11am to 2pm. 

To monitor implementation success, an increase in interactions between the public and local officials 
can be determined. Students, staff and faculty will have an opportunity interact with representatives 
from CD12 to ask questions and voice concerns. At the end of the interaction the CD12 deputy will ask 
if they have interacted with the city council office in any other manner before their visit. Assessing the 
programs effectiveness will require an increase in the number of people that indicate they have not 
previously engaged with the city council's office. A contact list with names and email addresses will 
be aggregated to increase outreach to counter visitors. 

To measure resilience increase, assessments can be made through increased community participation 
in neighborhood council meetings and increased voter participation.

Conduct public outreach at parks with an event booth. 


Community participation and engagement is underrepresented by renters in Northridge. Renters are 
more transient than homeowners and are less involved with neighborhood planning 
efforts. Northridge parks experience high volumes of visitors during holidays. Reaching out to park 
patrons during holidays will increase the likelihood of engaging with renters and demonstrate the 
importance of participating in planning efforts. 

To monitor implementation success, the number of contacts and hours at event booths should be 
recorded. An information booth with treats or games will be staffed by volunteers during holidays to 
attract residents. The information booth will be staffed by Northridge Neighborhood Council 
volunteers distributing literature on the organizations and simultaneously gathering contact 
information for visitors. Successful implementation of this program will be evidenced by continually 
increasing the database of names and email addresses of visitors to the booth. 

To measure resilience increase, neighborhood councils can determine if there is an increase 
in attendance at meetings and community outreach events. Sign in sheets indicating increased 
attendance at the Northridge Neighborhood Council meetings after the initiation of this program will 
validate its effectiveness. Increased voter participation is an additional measure of resiliency.

9) ATTRACT DEVELOPERS TO BUILD 
MULTIFAMILY HOUSING IN AREAS ^ 
ZONED FOR HIGHER DENSITY fir 


Increasing multifamily housing stock in appropriately-zoned areas of 
Northridge, through incentives for developers. 


The program stimulates the development of multifamily units in medium-density zoned areas by 
offering incentives to real estate developers in exchange for increased housing production. Additional 
housing development will be accomplished with Northridge Vision, Neighborhood Council, and City 
Council support by offering pre-made time and cost saving feasibility analyses to groups considering 
developing in Northridge. Likely to be led by the Housing and Community Investment Department, 
the program is estimated to cost the Neighborhood Councils $30,000 per year, with outcomes 
monitored by tracking proposed development projects. 

To monitor implementation success, a consultant will be hired to complete at least five site analyses. 
Once the reports are completed, the proposed projects will be presented to Northridge Vision and 
applicable Neighborhood Councils for approval. Once approved, the successful projects will be 
shared with the City Council's office for consent and assistance in marketing the sites to developers. 
Once community support is obtained projects are less likely to receive public opposition, which makes 
future projects more attractive and marketable to developers. 

To measure increased resiliency, an assessment of additional number of housing units developed in 
the neighborhood will be conducted. Official records will be tracked for multifamily projects 
submitted to the city for approval. The addresses of the marketed sites will be cross-referenced with 
those with submitted applications. Success will be estimated at 25% of proposed sites being submitted 
to the City as viable projects.

10 UPZONE UNDERUTILIZED 
MULTI FAMILY LOTS 



Amend the zoning code to allow higher density development in 
underutilized lots. 


Amending the zoning code to develop underutilized lots is in direct response to the community's 
concerns about the lack of affordable housing in Northridge. To help alleviate the housing shortage, 
the municipal code zoning can be changed to allow for increased development of multifamily units. 
Addressing the lack of affordable housing can be achieved in two ways: (1) upgrading underutilized 
lots by developing according to the density bonuses granted by the City of Los Angeles and (2) 
identifying the areas in which a zone change would be feasible and beneficial to housing production. 
Several current measures to up zone are granted by City of Los Angeles. Additionally, several density 
bonus policies are in place to incentivize developers to build additional units. 

To monitor implementation success, a yearly count of Northridge housing stock will be conducted. 
Collecting a count of units developed or redeveloped will reveal the percentage increase in housing 
stock. Approval of plans are available with the City of Los Angeles Zoning Administration and 
Building Department. 

To measure resilience increase, homeless counts should be conducted every three to five years to 
assess the changes in homeless population. Additionally, census data can be used to identify the 
changes in the number of market rate and affordable units in Northridge.

n HIRE A MATADOR 



Implement a program which incentivizes the hiring of students by 
local businesses. 

We propose an incentive program to promote the hiring of CSUN students at local businesses and at 
campus establishments. In return, the participating businesses will receive promotion on campus 
through various marketing avenues, and priority consideration for goods and services needed by the 
campus. Likely to be operated by the CSUN Career Center, the program is estimated to cost the 
university $25,000 per year, with outcomes being monitored through data collected by conducting 
periodic surveys of surrounding businesses. 

To monitor implementation success, CSUN can identify businesses currently employing students, 
identify employers to target, devise the list of program benefits for potential employers, and target 
said businesses through outreach including site visits, phone calls, and email communication. The 
program assumes a successful outcome based on the amount of additional students hired and 
retained for a certain period of time. Success in the first year of operation assumes an additional 100 
students employed. 

To measure resilience increase, an assessment in decreased student unemployment can be conduct¬ 
ed. Student unemployment will be tracked utilizing American Community Survey (United States 
Census) data. Starting from project commencement, longitudinal data will be gathered periodically 
and tracked over subsequent years to assess the unemployment of four-year college students in the 
census block groups located within five miles of the university.

12 SUPPORT GREEN JOBS 



Support the creation of, and training for, Green Jobs through campus 
Career Center events. 


The Career Center offers a variety of career exploration, advisement, and job-search services for 
students and eligible alumni. Career resources and job-search preparation include events such as 
career fairs, information sessions, and workshops. These events present a unique opportunity for 
CSUN to increase the awareness of, and recruitment for. Green Jobs on campus. The Career Center 
should strive to host a Green Jobs Fair every semester, with 60 to 100 employers looking to recruit 
CSUN students. Additionally, 40% of employers from the Green Jobs Fair should be encouraged to 
sign-up for on-campus interview and information sessions to increase their visibility on campus. 

To monitor implementation success, the Career Center should utilize the SUNlink job board to 
collect data on green jobs and employers currently recruiting CSUN students and measure the change 
over time. Implementation will be considered successful if the number of green jobs increases. 

To measure resilience increase, the Career Center should measure the number of CSUN students and 
alumni hired for green jobs. This measure is best obtained through the use of a student and alumni 
survey. Fligher numbers of students and alumni with green jobs would signify that CSUN students 
are graduating with the knowledge and skills necessary to compete in the 21st century workforce.

13 CREATE A SAFETY PATROL PROGRAM 



Create a Safe Campus, Safe Streets program. 


To address safety and endemic violence concerns expressed by CSUN students and faculty, the 
recommendation is creating a "Safe Campus, Safe Streets" program functioning as a neighborhood 
watch group through a joint collaboration between the campus student body and community 
members. Establishing a volunteer-basis safety patrol program, utilizing both students and residents, 
will facilitate the formation of relationships between the two communities. 

To monitor implementation success, CSUN Police Services can track the establishment of the 
program and the number of patrols and volunteers participating in the program. Success can be 
attributed to the number of local participants and number of hours logged during patrol of the 
neighborhood. 

To measure resilience increase, crime data can be compiled. Resiliency can be identified by analyzing 
crimes both on-campus and off-campus within a 0.5-mile radius of CSUN. Collecting this data will 
reveal fluctuation of crime in the surrounding neighborhoods. The data will be collected during mul¬ 
tiple 6-month time blocks assessing reduced crime activity in the patrol areas.

14) INCREASE NEIGHBORHOOD WATCH 
GROUPS 



Increase participation for Neighborhood Watch Groups throughout 
Northridge, ultimately creating three additional groups. 

Increasing the number of neighborhood watch groups is an effective way to prevent crime and reduce 
fear in the community. The program's goal is to increase community participation and create three 
additional neighborhood watch groups in the next 5 to 7 years. Implementation will require a joint 
effort among the LAPD Devonshire Division, senior lead officers, and current neighborhood watch 
participants to aggressively promote and recruit residents to participate in the program. 

To monitor implementation success, monitor the number of participants recruited and the number of 
neighborhood watch groups formed with the long term goal of having three more. This increase will 
allow for an increased number of block captains and better neighborhood organization and 
communication. 

To measure resiliency increase, crime statistics can be analyzed to determine if the 
increased neighborhood watch participation increased community safety.

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Expand CCTV surveillance in public spaces near campus buildings, 
building labs, parking lots, and the CSUN housing community within 
the next 5-7 years. 


The program will streamline the expansion of the university's Closed Caption Television Surveillance 
in public spaces near campus buildings, building labs, parking lots, and the campus housing 
community within the next 7 years. The expansion aims for a 100% increase in the number of 
surveillance cameras installed throughout campus from 295 to 590 by 2025. The installation and 
operation of new cameras will be made public through CSUN's annual Campus Safety Plan and 
Security Report. The effectiveness of additional surveillance cameras will be tracked through reported 
crimes and statistical analysis. Special consideration will be given to campus crimes that have recently 
increased such as rape, robbery, motor vehicle theft, and aggravated assault. 

To monitor implementation success, tracking the installation and operation of additional cameras is 
required. Installing an additional 295 units on campus requires a yearly installation and increased 
operation of 42 cameras. 

To measure resilience increase, CSUN Police Services can analyze reductions in campus crime. 
University Police normally analyze campus crime data and will determine if crime has been impacted 
by the expansion of surveillance cameras, or if criminal activity has shifted to other parts of campus 
with less surveillance. 
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Surveillance cameras can 
increase campus safety.

Add solar powered lighting in dark areas to create a safer campus 
community. 


Violence is a growing concern to CSUN students. Adding more lighting will address this concern by 
illuminating vulnerable areas. CSUN has retrofitted approximately 300 of 607 campus walkway 
fixtures with more efficient LED lighting which also increases light output. Currently CSUN 
Department of Police Services patrols campus and regularly reports malfunctioning lights to CSUN 
Physical Plant Management. CSUN Environmental Health and Safety hosts an annual night safety 
walk with CSUN students and staff to identify areas of night safety concern. CSUN Physical Plant 
Management tracks issues identified by the Department of Police Services from the night safety walk 
and makes recommended repairs and corrections. However, some areas of campus still have 
inadequate walkway fixtures that can be made brighter by increasing the amount of lighting 
installed. Solar powered lighting would also be independent of the grid, providing safety during a 
campus blackout. 

To monitor implementation success, inventory and map current lighting infrastructure and 
illuminance. Conduct biennial survey of lighting infrastructure and illuminance to verify success of 
implementation. 

To measure resilience increase, monitor crime on the CSUN campus. Map to determine if crime 
locations have shifted away from new light installations. Perform annual survey to determine if there 
is increased pedestrian usage in areas of increased illuminance. 
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Multiple solar light fixtures create 
a safer environment.

Plant more native plants, food trees, and shade trees on the CSUN 
campus. 


Current data gathering indicates CSUN students believe the campus needs more shade trees, food 
trees, and native plants. The CSUN Plant Atlas can be utilized to assess the most viable locations to 
plant trees. The university's water infrastructure needs to be considered when determining tree 
locations to ensure successful growth of new trees. CSUN's utility infrastructure must also be 
considered so that additional trees do not conflict with existing utilities. 

To monitor implementation success, a count of additional trees planted should be conducted 
annually. Once the conditions of the campus have been assessed, additional trees can be planted 
adding to the 4,000 currently on campus. The CSUN Plant Atlas will be updated with the number of 
shade trees, native plants, and food trees planted and removed. The information will be utilized in 
analyzing changes in the volume of tree canopy on campus over a seven year period. 

To measure resilience increase, the number of trees planted can be counted. It is estimated that for 
every tree planted, approximately 4 tons of carbon are offset from the atmosphere. The number of 
trees planted will be used to determine the volume of carbon offset, and in return the environmental 
benefits realized. Moreover, increasing the number of food trees on campus will benefit students 
should food shortages occur. 
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® PLANT TREES AND INSTALL COOL 
PAVEMENT 



Plant more trees and install cool pavement to reduce the urban heat 
island effect. 


Trees help cool urban climates through shading and evapotranspiration. However, in already shaded 
areas, the most significant cooling is achieved using cool pavements. Cool pavements store less heat 
and have lower surface temperatures than conventional concrete and asphalt pavement . Currently, 
the City of Los Angeles administers a program called City Plants, where residents, businesses and 
schools can receive free shade trees. As for cool pavement, the City piloted a coating material called 
CoolSeal, a gray coating designed to reflect solar rays, on a San Fernando Valley parking lot in 
2015. On average, the area covered by CoolSeal was 10 degrees cooler than asphalt. 

To monitor implementation success, an annual report of the number of tree planting and removal 
requests by businesses and residents should be performed. For cool pavement, the Bureau of Street 
Services can annually report the number of cool pavement projects and the number of miles paved in 
Northridge. 

To measure resilience increase, tree canopy coverage can be measured using GIS and National Land 
Cover Database which is released every five years. As for CoolSeal, assessing reduction in pavement 
temperature and endurance of the material should be recorded annually. Also, a measure of the urban 
heat island effect should be conducted every five years to analyze the overall effect of both methods. 
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Trees can provide shade to help 
reduce the urban heat island effect.

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® OBTAIN ACCESS TO SCHOOL 
GROUNDS 


Partner with local schools to create community school parks, 
increasing access to green and open space. 

Parks and open space improve the quality of life for Northridge residents. However, due to limited 
space, green and open space can be challenging to access. The City of Los Angeles is working with the 
Los Angeles Unified School District in underserved communities to increase access to open space. 
Additionally, the passage and adoption of Measure A will fund the creation and maintenance of parks 
in Los Angeles County. However, due to the median household income in Northridge, the area may 
not be a priority for the City and County of Los Angeles to provide such funding and efforts. 

To monitor implementation success, outreach can be conducted with local schools to determine the 
number who are willing to participate. Calculating the space local schools can provide access to and 
their proximity to existing parks will prioritize the school open spaces. Measuring the additional 
open space granted by schools will dictate the program's effectiveness. 

To measure resilience increase, the population located within V 2 mile of a Northridge park can be 
measured. This data can be collected through the U.S Census and city Parks and Recreation 
Department. Measuring childhood and adult obesity can act as a proxy for access to parks and open 
space. The data can be obtained through U.S Census, CAL EPA, and/or Health databases. Trip 
counters will be implemented to measure the number trips to schools before and after the 
implementation of the recommendation. 
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@ INSTALL COOL ROOFS 



Install cool roofs to reduce the urban heat island effect. 


Cool roofs reduce the urban heat island effect by reflecting sunlight and heat from buildings. 
Generally, cool roofing products are made of highly reflective and emissive materials that can remain 
approximately 50°F to 60°F cooler than traditional roofing materials during peak summer weather. 
Therefore, in built-up areas such as CSUN, cool roofs are very effective in reducing the urban heat 
island effect. Currently, the Valley Performing Art Center and Student Recreation Center at CSUN 
have cool roof systems. CSUN currently installs cool roofs during new building construction or roof 
renovations. 

To monitor implementation success, the total square footage of cool roofs and the amount without, 
but eligible for, cool roofs should be reported annually. The percentage of cool roofs on campus 
buildings should be reported to track implementation success. 

To measure resilience increase, the urban heat island effect can be measured every seven years using 
the data from California Environmental Protection Agency to understand the overall effectiveness at 
reducing the urban heat island effect. 
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Cool roofs reflect sunlight and heat 
from buildings to reduce the urban 
heat island effect.

Encourage new single-family and multi-family housing developments 
to incorporate green rooftops and walls to increase access and 
supply of healthy foods. 

Residents of single-family homes currently have the option to grow crops on parkway spaces, 
backyards, and on front lawns, with some limitations. The types of crops, and edible plants grown on 
rooftops are dependent on the zoning, weight, and flammability of the plant species as required by the 
Los Angeles Department of Building and Safety. Residents may be encouraged to grow crops as the 
Food and Flowers Freedom Act allows for them to sell, distribute, and consume limited locally grown 
crops. To develop this recommendation, the City of Los Angeles Department of Planning, the Los 
Angeles County Department of Public Health, Northridge Neighborhood Councils, and California 
State University of Northridge should work together to implement wall and rooftop gardening to 
increase access of healthy food. 

To monitor implementation success, volunteers and non-profit organizations can manually track 
increases in green rooftops and walls in new developments. Local grant organizations, like the 
California Community Foundation, can match Northridge residents with donors to fund the creation 
of non-profit organizations to help monitor the implementation process. Support and involvement 
from Northridge Neighborhood Councils will be key in implementing the recommendation. 

To measure resilience increase, obesity rates in Northridge can be tracked to measure the potential 
effects from the increase in green rooftop and walls in newer developments. 
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Green rooftops increase access 
to locally sourced food.

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(ID EXPAND CAMPUS FOOD GARDEN 


Expand the CSUN Food Garden to North Campus green spaces to in¬ 
crease the access and supply of healthy foods on campus. 

The University Corporation owns six acres of gated land located in the northeast and northernmost 
boundary of campus called North Campus, which can be the future expansion site of the CSUN Food 
Garden. The current food garden has 17 compost beds, and is operated by the students, volunteers, 
and CSUN Food Garden staff. To develop this recommendation, the University Corporation, the 
Institute of Sustainability, CSUN Food Garden, Department of Urban Studies and Planning should 
collaborate together. The Department of Urban Studies and Planning may assist with geographical 
data while the Institute of Sustainability may advise on sustainable techniques to grow food. An 
annual stipend is currently needed to fund costs associated with hand tools and electric carts to 
maintain the gardens. 

To monitor implementation success, annual increases in harvested fruits and vegetables can be 
weighed by student volunteers and staff, while the Institute for Sustainability can collect data and 
track progress of developing garden beds. As of 2017, 300 pounds of fruit and vegetables were 
harvested at the CSUN Food Garden. 

To measure resilience increase, obesity rates of the CSUN population can be monitored to analyze 
the potential effects of the expanded CSUN Food Garden and the increase in weight of crops donated 
to the CSUN Food Pantry. Volunteers, students, and staff at the Institute for Sustainability can collect 
annual data based on the amount of labor, crops grown, and food donated from the CSUN Food 
Garden.

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RAISE AWARENESS OF FOOD 
PANTRIES 



Ensure access to healthy foods through food pantries in low and 
moderate-income areas. 

A major concern for low and moderate income families is sufficient access to healthy foods as a result 
of underemployment and rising costs of living. This recommendation seeks to increase access to 
nutritious foods, alleviate hunger for children and seniors, and reduce children's struggle in school as 
a result of hunger. 

To monitor implementation success, marketing efforts should be monitored on an annual 
basis. Individual food pantries will promote awareness of their location and hours of operation 
through social media platforms, local newspapers, local libraries, grocery stores, neighborhood 
councils, neighborhood watch programs, and City Council Districts. In order to track implementation 
success, all food pantries will measure the number of users, changes in number of visitors, and the 
category each user falls under such as low- or moderate-income household. 

To measure resilience increase, decreasing hunger can be observed by analyzing the collective food 
pantry data, including the annual amount of food distributed and the number of individuals receiving 
assistance. 
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® FILTER WATER THROUGH REVERSE 
OSMOSIS _ _

Purchase a reverse osmosis system. 


Implementing a pilot program using a mobile reverse osmosis system to filter water during an 
emergency will increase potable water access. The system's mobile design allows access to campus 
water sources not currently potable enabling their filtration and producing clean drinkable water. 
Sources of non-potable water include the swimming pool, air conditioning cooling units, and a water 
storage tanks in facilities management. The reverse osmosis system can process one gallon of water 
per person for the campus daytime population of 7,220. For extended water outages, the water 
produced may assist students on campus and may also be shared with the Northridge neighbors. 

To monitor implementation success, procurement of the machine, its respective parts, and successful 
filtration of a non-potable water source should be reported. Periodic testing of the equipment should 
also be performed. 

To measure resilience increase, annually test the equipment to ensure water processed through 
reverse osmosis meets current potable water standards.

Develop and manage and emergency potable water supply. 


The California Governor's Office of Emergency Services provides a 2014 Emergency Drinking Water, 
Procurement & Distribution Planning Guidance manual. The manual includes the Los Angeles 
County clean water distribution plan implemented by Los Angeles County Fire Department in 
response to the Northridge earthquake on January 17,1994. While the water distribution program was 
successful during the Northridge Earthquake, further preparation is needed for Northridge residents 
to secure access to their emergency potable water. This recommendation aims to develop and manage 
an emergency potable water supply for Northridge residents in times of crises. A two-pronged 
approach is recommended to address emergency potable water supply: 1) To create a Northridge 
Resiliency Center and build a water storage tower at the site, and 2) To incentivize Northridge 
residents to prepare their own emergency potable water supply in their homes and properties. 

To monitor implementation success, the creation of Northridge Resiliency Center will ensure that an 
emergency potable water supply will be available to service the Northridge community during times 
of crises. By installing a 300,000 gallon steel tank of emergency potable water supply, Northridge will 
be ready to tackle any emergency and possibly serve as a source of disaster resilience for neighboring 
areas. The residential emergency potable water storage tanks will serve as a short-term solution for 
Northridge during the construction of the Northridge Water Tower. 

To measure resilience increase, comparisons can be made between Northridge and other cities that 
may experience disasters and compare water shortage data. Resiliency will be increased in Northridge 
with the availability of a three day supply of water if a disaster were to occur in Northridge.

FIX WATER INFRASTRUCTURE 



Require LADWP to increase annual piping replacement. 


The Los Angeles Department of Water of Power currently replaces water pipes at a rate of 32 miles 
per year. Sections of Northridge water infrastructure have reached the end their serviceable life and 
need to be replaced. Increasing the rate at which LADWP replaces infrastructure across Los Angeles 
will also increase replacement rates in Northridge. LADWP is already replacing water pipes and lines 
within Northridge as they break, leak, or reach the end of their useful life. However, LADWP is in the 
process of reducing their pipe replacement program time frame from an estimated 300 years to 
change all pipes in the city in 118 years. Coordinating piping replacing to occur when the Department 
of Street Services is resurfacing roads can reduce pipe replacement costs by about half. 

To monitor implementation success, tracking the lengths of water main replacement projects 
coordinated between LADWP and the Los Angeles Department of Street Services to avoid duplication 
road resurfacing, should be compared with overall lengths of water main replacements. Additional 
measures of success include LADWPs replaced of 35 miles of water infrastructure pipes. 

To measure resilience increase, reducing the pipe replacement time frame to under 100 years should 
be achieved

Northridge - Street Pavement Conditions 
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& PRODUCE MORE SOLAR POWER 


Increase solar generation to meet 20% of the University’s electricity 
needs by 2025. 

Locally produced solar energy reduces greenhouse gas emissions and reduces demand on the local 
electrical grid. CSUN currently generates 3% of its energy via photovoltaic solar panels. The 
university is currently planning to install solar panels on three existing parking structures that will 
generate another 14% of campus energy requirements. One additional installation can supply the 
remaining 3% to meet the 20% solar generation goal. 

To monitor implementation success, the solar panel installation and energy produced by the 
photovoltaic solar panels (measured in kilowatt hours) and percent of campus energy that is 
produced by on-campus solar panels will be annually reported. 

To measure resilience increase, an annual report indicating the amount of energy purchased from the 
grid and the peak load purchased from the grid can indicate if pressures on the electrical grid have 
been reduced.

Provide emergency relief stations powered by solar arrays at public 
facilities. 

Communication is essential to regaining normalcy. Installing solar powered emergency relief stations 
at public facilities will improve outcomes during a natural emergency. Installing solar electricity 
generating stations on 10 strategic community buildings is a cost effective method to provide phone 
charging and climate controlled areas in the event of an extended power failure. 

To monitor implementation success, the number of solar generating stations will be tracked. Project 
success can also be measured in reduced utility costs. 

To measure resilience increase, the reduction of urban heat island effect, as measured by a 
combination of heat retention temperature data and surface temperatures, should be analyzed every 
five years.

During the development of Resilient Northridge: A Plan for a Better Community & Campus, the Institute 
of Sustainability and CSUN Physical Plant Management coordinated three demonstration projects as 
part of the Kresge Foundation CRUX grant provided by Second Nature. 

First, 26 trees were planted during the Earth Fair on April 26 th by students and community 
members. These future shade trees will increase the campus canopy coverage. One student 
commented about their participation in the tree planting: "It made me feel more connected to the 
campus. It's kind of like leaving a legacy behind." 

Second, a water cistern able to capture 4,000 gallons of rainwater will be installed in the summer of 
2018. The cistern will reduce local street flooding during large rain events and provide water during 
drought periods to water landscaping and lawns. 

Third, to increase food security of students, a CalFresh table was hosted during the Earth Fair to 
enable students to receive an Electronic Benefit Transfer (EBT) card for access to food. To enable 
access to healthy food, the CSUN farmers market now accepts EBT cards and this change has been 
promoted during the Earth Fair.

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MOTION 


Mitchell Englander was born and raised in the Twelfth District of the City of Los Angeles. He has raised 
his own family there and continues to reside there. 

Prior to resigning his City Council seat on January 1, 2019, he had served as the Twelfth District 
Councilmember since his election in 2011 and reelection in 2015 with 100% of the vote. 

From 2003- 2011, Mitchell Englander served as Chief of Staff to Councilmember Greig Smith. In his 
nearly sixteen years of service to the residents and businesses of the Twelfth Council District, he helped 
stop the massive Las Lomas development of 5,800 homes, added Rinaldi Park, Aliso Canyon Park and 
Oakridge Estate Park, remediated Chastworth Park South from lead and PAH contamination and rebuilt 
the Northridge Pool. 

Mitchell Englander obtained a closure date for the Sunshine Canyon Landfill, forced the operators to 
eliminate the years-long odor issues and led the City's response to the Aliso Canyon Gas Leak - including 
the relocation of more than 20,000 residents as well as two LAUSD schools. 

He rebuilt trust in the Fire Department's response times with his FireSTAT LA program, created the 
Advanced Provider Unit to free-up Paramedic resources for actual emergencies and remained a fiscal 
watchdog over the City's financial resources. His Neighborhoods FIRST initiative and Clean Streets, Clean 
Starts programs have been widely copied around the City. 

Mitchell Englander fought to preserve industrial properties for their job creation potential and created 
the innov818 zone. He was also a constant advocate for retaining the zoning and amenities necessary to 
preserve the equestrian way of life in the North West Valley. 

Mitchell Englander was approached by Toll Brothers, the developer of Porter Ranch's future, 50-acre 
park, to name the facility after him. He declined the offer, asking instead that the honor be bestowed 
upon his late mother and sister - two longtime Twelfth District residents whose lives were typical of the 
struggles so many women face. 

His mother, Linda Bloom, passed away at the young age of 50 and was a struggling single mother of 
three. Though she lost her own home due to financial struggle, she continued to volunteer throughout 
the community to help others in need, while raising her children. Linda relied heavily on local parks and 
recreation programs to make sure her children had safe places to go after school. 

Natalie Bloom was Linda's oldest child. Natalie truly enjoyed the outdoors, though she often struggled 
with the poor air quality in the basin. For years, Natalie was frequently rushed to the hospital due to 
chronic, severe asthma. Natalie went on to become a Head Start elementary school teacher with a deep 
passion for music and outdoor events. Natalie passed away at the young age of 40 from complications 
resulting from asthma. 

His wish to name the park "Bloom Park" in memory of Linda and Natalie was to honor them by giving 
local residents the opportunity to check their own troubles at the door, and enjoy outdoor recreation 
and events with their family, friends and neighbors. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the 50-acre park in construction in the Porter Ranch community be named 
"Bloom Park in Porter Ranch" in tribute to Linda and Natalie Bloom so as to honor the request of a loyal 



steward of the Twelfth District for more that 15-years, Mitchell Englander. Bloom Park of Porter Ranch 
would serve as a monument to the everyday struggles and sacrifices of the women of the San Fernando 
Valley - whom even through their own personal adversity find a way to contribute to the betterment of 
their communities. 
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LimeBike Fact Sheet 


What is LimeBike ? 

LimeBike is a dockless bike share company that has recently partnered with CSUN to offer a dockless bike share program 
to CSUN and the surrounding community. Currently, L imeBike is deployed in three countries including the United States 
where they are operating in 10 states, over 30 participating cities and 14 college campuses across the US. 

Local Deployments: LimeBike is currently operating within the city of Los Angeles in Council District 15 (Wilmington, 
Watts, San Pedro and Harbor City) and because of their success expects to expand services in several additional regions in 
the immediate Los Angeles area within the next year. 

Goal: LimeBike aims to provide a sustainable solution to short trip transportation by reducing congestion in and around 
the campus by providing an alternative mode of transportation, as well as reducing the pollution associated with vehicles 
on the road. Bike share has the potential to change the way users access the CSUN campus on a daily basis by 
interconnecting local transit hubs, businesses, and living co mmuni ties with the campus itself. 

LimeBike delivered 400 bikes to CSUN on 1/16/2018 and has a license agreement with the University to use the CSUN 
campus for deployments. 


Bike Share Program Overview : 

Bike share programs have become increasingly popular in recent years for their ability to greatly expand urban mobility, 
and provide affordable first and last-mile connectivity for commuters. Bike shares operate in countless cities throughout 
the nation and internationally. These programs are offered in two variations, docking and dockless, with both options 
providing bikes for short term rental by any user for a fee. 

Docking bike share programs tend to be rigid in that the bikes must be returned to a specific bike docking station, this 
creates issue with convenience and usability as rides and docking stations need to be point-to-point Docking station 
programs for universities can range from $1 million to $1.5 million per deployment and have an insi gnifi cant impact due 
to point-to-point limitations and scalability restrictions due to system costs. 

Recently (within the last 12 months) technology, mainly smart phones, apps, and GPS units, have allowed the emergence 
of “dockless” bike share programs. These programs function similarly to Uber in that, users can see available bikes in 
their local area and use their mobile phone to rent a bike. Dockless programs have gained traction due to their 
adaptability, convenience, flexibility, and scalability. 

Currently, there are several dockless bike sharing companies bringing bikes to various markets across the US and world 
markets; Limebike, Spin, OFO, Uber, MoBike, and DoBi. Within the last year there is an estimated over eight mill ion 
dockless bikes in the world market. Adaption and deployments rates have been quoted as having occurred at “blinding 
speed” in the last several months in the LA region. 


LimeBike Program Management : 

LimeBike employs a local operations team consisting of a manager and specialists. The CSUN Deployment currently has 
one operations manager and 8 operation specialist - four of which are students. The LimeBike local operations 
headquarters is located in Northridge and has one utility van used for bike transport. This team is responsible for picking 
up and rebalancing bikes on a daily basis, as well as, responding to improperly parked bikes. The sweeping of bikes is 
performed on a constant basis and LhneBike personnel are available from 7am to 11pm to pick-up, remove, and relocate 
bicycles. 

Issues can be reported 24 hours a day in one of three ways, by email (support@limebike.com), phone (1-888-L1ME-345) 
or text (1-888-546-3345). 

These reports are collected by LimeBike’s customer service representatives who then dispatch the reports to the 
applicable local operations manager. The local operations manager then alerts and deploys their team to respond to the 

report. 
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Statistics/Metrics - Since Deployment 1/16/18 : 

The LimeBike application has the ability to track ail aspects of a riders use, distance, speed, location, duration, etc.

Program Concerns ; 

There have been some concerns from several community members immediately adjacent to CSUN. The main concern 
with the program is that students are utilizing the bikes as an easy means of getting to their cars parked in the single 
family home residential neighborhoods surrounding the campus. Since the deployment on 1/16/18, LimeBike has received 
45 (1.6/day) reports from the co mmuni ty members on this issue and others. Compared with other deployments, LimeBike 
is reporting the CSUN number to be very low. 

Improvements to Date : 

LimeBike and CSUN have been working on improvements using community feedback and reports. Since the deployment, 
LimeBike has increased patrols in the communities surrounding CSUN and are servicing these hot spots throughout the 
day from 7am to 11pm. LimeBike is now preforming two scheduled sweeps within the neighboring communities per day 
in addition to any issues that are reported. The two scheduled sweeps begin at 7am in the morning and 5pm in the 
evening. 

LimeBike has also increased their local operation team from 3 to 8 employees specifically assigned to this region to 
ensure that their operations team is able to respond to reports quickly. 

Additional Improvement Considerations : 

• Targeted and scheduled bike removal 

• Communications campaign on proper parking, including improved messaging of on-bike signage, email, etc. 

• Add one utility van to the local fleet for additional patrol and pick-ups 

• Improve tracking of hot spots and increased patrols 

• Faster response times of the operations team 

• Pending Technology Proof of Concept: 

o Geo-Fencing - tracking hot spots and integrating no parking zones off campus within the LimeBike app. 
o Dis-incentivizing improper parking off campus, 
o Targeted communication based on user and location
